ment under the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of this state, 
than your own, unless by the written consent of such Encampment 
with its seal attached, and on no account whatever shall you have 
permission to initiate a brother from a neighboring state, where 
an Encampment is in existence.

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed, with instruc- 
tions to consider and report to the Grand Encampment, a wise and 
consistent policy to be pursued, in granting charters for Subordi- 
nate Encampments in this state.

The amendment to the Constitution, Art. 3, Sec. 1, offer- 
ed by Patriarch Jones, at the Semi-annual Session, Feb. 5, 
namely, “ To strike out the last five lines/* was, on motion, 
laid on the table. 

The Committee appointed at the Special Session in May, 
to report to the Grand Encampment a consistent plan to be 
adopted in granting charters for Subordinate Encampments, 
submitted the following Reports 


Boston, August 6, 1845. 

To the M. W. Grand Patriarch , Officers , and Members of the Grand 
Encampment of the State of Massachusetts , /. O. of O. F. 

The Committee appointed by the Grand Encampment, in conformity 
with a resolution passed at a special session in May last, with instruc- 
tions to report some consistent course to be pursued in relation to the 
grunting of charters for Subordinate Encampments in this State, have 
seriously considered the subject referred to them, and respectfully beg 
leave to report. 

Your committee, in viewing the matter thus referred to them, are led 
to believe that it is of gieat importance to the permanent welfare of 
our Order, but more particularly of the Patriarchal branch, that a wise 
course of policy should be adopted, which may be consistently adhered 
to by the Grand Encampment, in relation to the granting of charters. 

It is' due not only to the dignity of this body, but also to the 
Order under its jurisdiction, that a degree of consistency, in all the 
measures pursued and adopted, should ever be apparent. Although 
differences of opinion as to what policy the good of our Order requires 
must prevail among the members of a body so constituted, yet it is 
believed that, after calm deliberation, the Grand Encampment can 
unite in establishing a settled policy to be adhered to, and not liable to 
be changed or overturned by a change of members, or the influence of 
any opposing interest. 

In forming a policy of this nature, the whole and various interests of 
our Order throughout the State should be considered. Experience has 
taught us that the practical operation of the Encampment differs mate- 
rially from that of the Subordinate Lodges, and we should be guided 
by a different rule in instituting Subordinate Encampments. 

Owing to the spirit claiming so much sympathy with the good and 
noble qualities or our nature, which so thoroughly pervades the organi- 
zation of the Subordinate Lodges, wherever one is planted by a few true 
Odd Fellows, our principles will immediately take root, and good and 
true men will be drawn into the fold, imbued with the love of the in- 
stitution, and become engaged in extending its blessings. There can. 
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therefore, hardly be a mistake in granting charters for Lodges to tins 
brothers. But the organization of the Camp differs in many essential 
points. Members to it can only be obtained from a limited source 
Only those brothers who have attained the highest degrees conferred 
in the Lodge, are entitled to become applicants for the higher degrees 
of the Encampment and its benefits, and only a limited number of these 
aspire to those degrees. And this is the case, while a larger number 
of members, with greater experience in the Order, more seriousness of 
character, and more interest in the work are requisite to sustain an 
Encampment, conduct it to prosperity, and confer the sublime degrees 
in an effective and proper manner. 

With this view of the subject, it would seem improper to locate an 
Encampment where the Order is not flourishing, — where it has not ob- 
tained strength and a firm foothold, and where there would not be an 
assurance that a large number of members of the Order, and of the 
right character, would aspire to the R. P. Degree, and unite in sustain- 
ing it. 

It appears to your Committee that the wants of the Order in this 
State, at the present time, taking into view the number of scarlet mem- 
bers, and the probable number of those aspiring to the highest degrees, 
do not demand a greater number of Subordinate Encampments than at 
present exist. But the question arises, are the Encampments so loca- 
ted as to fully accommodate the Order ? It may be a matter of doubt 
whether it would not have been an advantage, if some of them which 
are now in the immediate vicinity of each other, had been placed in 
different sections of the State. It does not appear, however, that any 
portion of the State, where the Order is sufficiently numerous and pros- 
perous to demand one, is destitute. But if the Order should continue to 
prosper in the western and southern portions of the State, it might be 
wise, before a great length of time, to plant Encampments there. 

Your Committee deem that great caution should be used in institu- 
ting Encampments ; that charters giving the privilege of conferring the 1 
sublime degrees and granting the advantages of the Camp, instead of 
being granted indiscriminately, should only be intrusted to members of 
experience in the Order, — brothers of tried integrity, whose character 
is a warranty that the privileges will not be abused : that the degrees 
will be conferred in a proper manner, and the true design of 1 his, the 
higher branch of our Order, will be strictly maintained, and only where 
the Order is so numerous that for its convenience an Encampment is 
imperatively demanded. 

Your Committee having in this light considered the subject referred 
to them, beg leave to present for the adoption of the Grand Encamp- 
ment the following resolutions : — 

Resolved , That, in the opinion of this Grand Encampment, the best 
interests of this branch of our Order require that great care and cir- 
cumspection should be used in establishing Subordinate Encampments, 
and that only such a number should be instituted as may be sufficient 
to supply the increasing wants of the Order, in giving the members the 
benefit of lhe Encampment and conferring the Higher degrees. 

Resolved , That it is at present inexpedient to grant any charter for & 
Subordinate Encampment, to be located in the vicinity of any of the 
present existing Encampments ; and that the wants of our Order in the 
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eastern portion of the State do not, at the present time, demand any 
additional Encampment. 

Resolved , That in granting petitions for charters, the Grand Encamp- 
ment will not only take into view the present condition of the Order m 
the places from whence such petitions may come, but also the future 
prospects of the Order in such sections of the State ; so that the En- 
campments instituted may be located in such positions as to be of the 
most permanent advantage to the Order throughout the State. 

Resolved, That no charter shall be granted to Brothers from any 
portion of the State, unless in the immediate neighborhood of the 

E l ace where they petition the Camp to be located, there are seven 
undred members of the Order, two hundred of whom shall be scarlet 
members. 

Resolved , That every petition for a charter shall be referred to a 
Committee of three, to be appointed by the Grand Encampment, who 
shall give notice to those concerned in establishing the Encampment, 
hear the parties interested, and report to the Grand Encampment. 
And when the Grand Encampment has decided to locate an Encamp- 
ment agreeably to a petition, the Grand Patriarch shall grant a dispen- 
sation to the petitioners to organize by the choice of officers ; and when 
officers have been elected they shall proceed to ballot for candidates 
for membership, and when fifty candidates have been elected, and the 
constitutional initiation fee for fifty members has been paid into their 
treasury, notice shall be sent to the Grand Encampment, and & charter 
shall then be granted, and the Encampment duly instituted. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

Prayer by the G. M. E. H. Priest. 

The Grand Scribe commenced reading the Records of the 
Annual Session, when, on motion of Patriarch Ladd, it was 
voted to dispense with the further reading. 

The Grand Patriarch submitted his Semi-Annual Commu- 
nication, which, on motion of Patriarch Jones, was referred 
to Patriarchs Prince, Smith, and Culbertson, for the purpose 
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of dividing the subject therein contained in such manner that 
they may be considered separately by this Grand Encamp- 
ment. 


To the E. TV. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs : — Since your last meeting the Patriarchal branch of 
our Order has continued to increase in prosperity and numerical strength. 
The Subordinate Encampments throughout the jurisdiction, are, most 
of them, in a healthy and prosperous condition. Order and harmony, 
those essential elements for the preservation and perpetuity of our Insti- 
tution, seem to have prevailed generally among us. The history of Odd 
Fellowship in the State of Massachusetts, has been but a series of tri- 
umphs over every impediment that has been placed in its path ; and as 
long as we continue to confine ourselves to a diffusion of the legitimate 
principles of the Institution, our course will be onward and forward. 
Society, by our fruits, will acknowledge and respect us, and we shall 
have the glorious satisfaction of knowing that our Order has done some- 
thing not only to ameliorate the condition of man, but to strengthen 
his affections and rekindle within him those kindly sympathies implant- 
ed there by the Author of his being. 

The returns from the different Encampments have all been received, 
and they exhibit an aggregate of 1,029 Royal Purple members. I re- 
gret exceedingly to notice the return from Menotomy Encampment at 
West Cambridge. The Patriarchal Branch of our Order in that locality 
does not seem to flourish with that vigor that characterizes the growth 
of the other Encampments in the State. Menotomy Encampment, No. 
8 , one of the oldest among us, has gone backward in membership dur- 
ing the past six months. If there are any local causes that will effec- 
tually prevent her growth, I would respectfully suggest the propriety 
of removing that Encampment to a more favorable location. I would 
also recommend the adoption of a law authorizing the appointment of 
District D. Grand Patriarchs and the districting the State, which will ma- 
terially assist the Grand Patriarch in the discharge of his duties* which, 
tinder the present arrangement, are exceedingly onerous. I would also 
in this connexion suggest the propriety of the adoption of a law, direct- 
ing the expenses of installing the officers of the different Encampments 
to be paid out of the funds of the Grand Encampment, confining the 
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•amber of metalling officers to one, in addition to the D. D. Grand 
Patriarch. I think the present and prospective receipts into the trees* 
my will warrant this expenditure. 

I would also recommend a repeal, or some modification of the direc- 
tion of the Grand Encampment, adopted at the Special Session in April 
last, whereby Subordinate Encampments are prohibited from initiating 
brothers whose place of residence is nearer any other Encampment, 
As the law now stands, many brothers are deprived entirely of the 
privileges of the Patriarchal Degrees, in consequence of the great in- 
convenience the enforcement of this rule subjects them to. Brothers 
residing in Haverhill, for instance, whose business frequently calls them 
to Boston* and who desire to join an Encampment in the city, cannot 
do so without the consent of the Encampment at Newburyport. It 
seeme to me that the distance, in point of time and the additional ex- 
pense and inconvenience, should be duly considered. The Grand En- 
campment will take such action upon the subject as in their wisdom 
they may deem expedient. I would also recommend a repeal of the 
by-law fixing the time of meeting at seven and eight o’clock. It is 
desirable, in order to accommodate the members residing out of the 
city, that the session of the Grand Encampment should close on the 
same evening. It would be better, I think, to call the meeting at nine 
or ten o’clock in the forenoon, which will give us ample time to trans- 
act the business of the session, and prevent the evils that are the natu- 
ral concomitants of hasty legislation. I would also recommend the 
appointment of a committee to prepare a suitable form for a charter for 
Subordinate Encampments. Some amendments and improvements, I 
think, might be made to the Constitution of this body, but perpetual 
•Iterations in the settled policy of an institution are very objectionable ; 
and I leave it for the Grand Encampment to determine whether or not 
it is expedient to appoint a committee to revise the By-Laws and Con- 
stitution, which are the present guide to our govcrment. It has sug- 
gested itself to my mind that an alteration of the character of the 
Grand Encampment from what it now is to a representative body, 
would be an improvement. Under our present Constitution, we recog- 
nize no representatives from Subordinate Encampments, which in effect 
deprives them of the power of instructing any of their past officers to 
sustain or vote for any measure before the Grand Encampment, in 
1 * 
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which they may be personally interested. Has not this feature the 
shadow, if not the substance, of despotism ? 

In closing this communication, Patriarchs, allow me to make a few 
suggestions in relation to the revised work of the Encampment. The 
latest advices inform us that it will probably be received in the course 
of a few weeks. Before delivering it to the Subordinate Encampments, 
I would suggest the propriety of adopting certain rules and regulations 
to govern the working of the different degrees which shall be explicit 
and imperative. It must be apparent, I think, to every one, that there 
is a great want of uniformity in working the Encampment Degrees. My 
own observations have convinced me of the absolute necessity of a 
radical change in this particular. It is the end and aim of the different 
degress to impress upon the minds of those receiving them, the nature 
and importance of our Fellowship in sowing the seeds of Friendship and 
Love in the community, and of gathering together in one fold men of 
the most discordant opinion. All appearance of levity should be studi- 
ously avoided, and the feelings of the most sensitive should be regard- 
ed and cared for. As the brethren advance in the Order, they expect 
to see a higher state of perfection ; and the Patriarchal branch, if car- 
ried out in the spirit designed by its framers, will increase their interest 
and love for the principles of the institution. It should be the impera- 
tive duty of the D. D. Grand Patriarchs to visit each Encampment under 
his jurisdiction at least once in three months, to see and inquire into 
their condition and manner of conferring the work. The distribution 
of the revised work will afford a good opportunity for prescribing the 
precise manner in which the work shall be performed ; and perhaps it 
would be advisable to appoint a special committee to visit every En- 
campment under this jurisdiction, and assist in putting the work into 
operation. In some such way only, can it be brought to that state of 
unity that is so desirable. It is natural to suppose, that, where con- 
flicting instructions are imparted, the greatest irregularities must neces- 
sarily exist. This evil should be studiously avoided. Brethren, we 
cannot be too particular in regulating the machinery by which our Insti- 
tution is kept in motion, and is made to accomplish so much that is 
good and commendable. The last Report of that able and efficient 
officer, Grand Secretary Ridgely, of the Grand Lodge of the United 
States, presents our Order, throughout the entire jurisdiction, in a most 
happy and flourishing condition. And it is only by a watchful vigilance 
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it) the several States, that this high state of prosperity can be sustain- 
ed. The Order is yet, comparatively, in its infancy, and let us seek 
rather to strengthen and perpetuate it by admitting to our Brotherhood 
those only whose membership will add to its character and its useful- 
ness, leaving it to the mellowing hand of time to develope the ever* 
living principles upon which our Institution is founded.

The following communication, received from Wachusett 
Encampment, was read, and on motion referred to the fol- 
lowing committee, namely, Patriarchs White, Newmarch, 
and Justin Jones. 

To the Grand Patriarchy Officers, and Members of the Grand En- 
campment of Patriarchs of Massachusetts . 

Sir and Patriarchs : — The members of Wachusett Encamp- 
ment, No. 10, have heard that Massasoit Encampment has elected and 
conferred the Encampment Degrees on some brothers residing at Green- 
field, in this State, and that Tri-mount Encampment has elected and 
conferred the same degrees on J. D. Hawks, of Northampton ; and 
they regret that those Encampments have done this in defiance of an 
order of the Grand Encampment, recorded page 11th of Proceedings, 
April 30th, 1845, and not since rescinded, which reads as follows, viz : — 
“ The Grand Encampment of Massachusetts hereby directs all Subor- 
dinate Encampments, separately and singly, not to initiate any brother 
of the I. 0. of O. F. into your Encampment whose residence is nearer 
any other Encampment under the jurisdiction of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of this State than your own, unless by the written consent of such 
Encampment, with its seal attached.” 

The Massasoit and Tri-mount Encampments must have been aware 
of the fact, that the residence of the brothers residing at Greenfield and 
Northampton was “ nearer Wachusett Encampment under your juris- 
diction” than it was to Boston, and that therefore they were expressly 
forbidden to initiate them without the “ written consent” of Wachu- 
sett Encampment, “ with its seal attached.” The aforesaid consent 
was not asked for by either of those Encampments, and yet we are in- 
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formed that they have elected those brothers and conferred the degree* 
upon them. 

The members of Wachusett Encampment take this opportunity of 
complaining to your honorable body of the unlawful and unnecessary 
action of the said Massasoit and Tri-mount Encampments in the prem- 
ises, and pray that they may be required to refund to this Encampment 
the fees of initiation, and conferring the degrees of the Patriarchal 
Order on those brothers ; and that they may otherwise be dealt with, 
as the laws of the Order and the harmony and future welfare of tho 
Patriarchal Branch requires, and in such manner as shall secure the in- 
dividual Encampments in their proper rights and privileges, and be a 
warning to each not to violate the requirements of the Grand Encamp* 
ment. Trusting our appeal will meet with consideration, and that 
your honorable body will protect the rights of the individual Encamp- 
ments, we submit the above, in the belief that in your wisdom you will 
direct the said Encampments to pay over the said fees to our Encamp- 
ment, and prevent any further violation of those laws by which we 
ought all to be governed. 


J3d a meeting of Wachusett Encampment , JVb. 10, held on Thursday 

evening , January 2 9th, the following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved , That the rights of Wachusett Encampment and of the 
Patriarchal Branch of the Order under your jurisdiction, require the 
action of this Encampment as above under existing circumstances. 

Resolved f That our Representatives in the Grand Encampment be, 
and are hereby instructed to use their influence to obtain the required 
redress.

On the suggestion of the Grand Patriarch, on the adoption of 
Rules and Regulations for uniformity in the work of the Patriarchal 
Branch of the Order, the Committee would respectfully recommend, 
that, on the reception of the revised work of this branch, the Grand 
Patriarch be requested to call a special meeting of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, to consider and act upon the above suggestion.

The Committee to whom was referred that part of the Grand Patri- 
arch’s Communication relating to the Expenses of Installing the Offi- 
cers of Subordinate Encampments, would recommend that this Grand 
Encampment, from this date, defray the expenses of the Installing 
Officers.

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the R. W. Grand 
Patriarch’s Communication as relates to the subject of Initiations into 
Subordinate Encampments of Brothers of the Order residing at a dis- 
tance, would respectfully report : — That they have duly considered the 
Subject, but for want of time are unable to go into a full statement of 
their reasons for offering the following Resolution. They are, how- 
ever, unanimously of opinion that the law in question should be re- 
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pealed at once, and offer for the adoption of the R. W. Grand Encamp* 
ment the following Resolution : — 

Resolved , That the several Subordinate Encampments under this 
jurisdiction be, and they are hereby authorized to admit into and confer 
the Encampment Degrees upon any and all members of the Order in 
this State, otherwise duly qualified, without reference to their place of 
residence ; and that all laws inconsistent with this Resolution be, and 
the same are hereby repealed.

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the 
Grand Patriarch’s Communication as relates to the altera- 
tion of the By-Laws, so as to alter the time of meeting of 
this Grand Encampment, recommend “ that the time of 
meetings of this body be changed to 3 o’clock, P. M.,” 
which recommendation was adopted. 

The Committee on Charters asked for further time, which 
was granted. 

The Committee on the Revision of the Constitution and 
By-Laws asked for further time, which was granted. 

The majority of the Committee to whom was referred so 
much of the Grand Patriarch’s Communication as relates to 
changing the Grand Encampment to a Representative Body, 
submitted the following Report, which was accepted, and 
the Committee discharged. 

The majority of the Committee to whom was referred that portion of 
the Communication of the Grand Patriarch which relates to the 
alteration of the Constitution of this Grand Encampment, so as to 
make it a Representative Body, would respectfully submit the follow- 
ing Report : — 

The Grand Encampment, by a provision of its Constitution, has now 
the power of rejecting, by a majority ballot, any Past Officer who pre- 
sents himself for a seat in this body, duly qualified, and with a recom- 
mendation from the Encampment to which he may belong. 
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That, in the opinion of your Committee, the only competent judges 
of those who are best qualified to make laws by which Subordinate 
Encampments are to be governed, are the members of such Encamp- 
ments. 

By the power now vested in the Grand Encampment, this body has 
the right, if it be its pleasure, of depriving any Subordinate Encamp- 
ment of the power of increasing their number of Past Officers in this 
body, and also the power of depriving any new Encampment of a voice 
in this body, from whence they derived their charter, and to which 
they obligated, under penalty of forfeiture of the same, to pay a cer- 
tain per centage of their proceeds to the Grand Fncampment ; and 
likewise obligated to obey any law which said Encampment may have 
the power to pass for their future government. 

On the great republican principle, that “ all power of government is 
derived from the people,’* so all power of the Grand Encampment is 
derived from the Subordinate Encampments ; and therefore they should 
have a right to say who shall be entitled to seats in this body. 

With these views, your Committee, or a majority thereof, have come 
to the decision that that part of the Constitution which refers to the 
subject, should be disposed of as recommended by the Grand Patriarch. 

All of which the Committee would respectfully submit in Friendship, 
Love and Truth.

Encampment in the granting of charters. We therefore leave it in the 
hands of your Right Worthy Body for further action. 

They recommend that a charter be granted to the Petitioners for an 
Encampment in Taunton.

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his annual com- 
munication, which, on motion, was referred to Patriarchs 
Prince, Newmarch, Reynolds, Poor and White, for the pur- 
pose of dividing the subjects therein contained, in such man- 
ner that they may be separately considered by this Grand 
Encampment. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts, /. O. O. F. 

Patriarchs : — In obedience to the Constitution of this body, we 
are again assembled together to review the present condition of the 
Patriarchal department and to provide for its future welfare. A retro- 
spection of the past, brings with it the most brilliant hopes fbr the fu- 
1 * 
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ture. The permanency of our Institution, I trust, is firmly established. 
As a benevolent association, and as a means to cultivate and diffuse 
the social virtues throughout the community, it stands out in bold re- 
lief among the many philanthropic institutions that distinguish the 
character of the present age : and it is only by a watchful vigilance in 
the several subordinate departments of our Order, that this high state 
of prosperity and usefulness can be sustained. 

In offering this communication. Patriarchs, it affords me great plea- 
sure, to be able to congratulate you upon the continued prosperity of 
the Order throughout this jurisdiction. From the Annual Report of 
the Grand Scribe — which has been prepared with an activity and 
fidelity worthy of commendation— it appearsthat during the past year 
the number of initiations is 536 ; admitted by card, 66 ; expulsions, 
only 1 ; number of deaths, 4 ; whole number of contributing members, 
1268 ; number of Patriarchs relieved, 161 ; amount paid for relief, 
#2210 37. From this statement, which cannot but be highly gratify- 
ing to us all, we see that the progress of the Patriarchal Order is still 
onward. 

Since the last meeting of this body, two Encampments have been 
instituted and their officers installed — one at Taunton, known as 
Naomi Encampment, No. 14, and one at Northampton, known and 
hailed as Mount Holyoke Encampment, No. 15 : The returns from 
these new Encampments exhibit an activity and zeal in the cause of 
Odd Fellowship, worthy of the highest praise. 

I am happy to inform you that the revised work of the Patriarchal 
department has been put in operation since the Semi-annual Meeting 
in February. That there has been a great and manifest improvement 
in the forms, ceremonies, lectures, charges and language, must be ap- 
parent to all. An essential modification has been made, and the new 
work abounds in the most beautiful lessons of morality and philanthro- 
py, accompanied with truthful and forcible illustrations, intending to 
elucidate and perpetuate the great principles of the Institution. 

In the communication I had the honor to submit to this body in Feb- 
ruary last, I took the liberty of recommending a repeal, or some mod- 
ification, of a resolution of the Grand Encampment, prohibiting Subor- 
dinates from initiating brothers whose place of residence was nearer 
any other Encampment. The subject was referred to a Committee, 
who reported a resolution recommending a repeal of this prohibitory 
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law. The report of the Committee was accepted, but the resolution 
was rejected. Several applications have been made to me during the 
recess, for dispensations to permit Encampments to initiate Brothers 
without regard to their place of residence. In consequence of the ex- 
pression of the Grand Encampment on the question, I have declined 
granting dispensations. I feel more convinced of the necessity of re- 
pealing this resolution, as I believe it to be contrary to the genius of 
our Association to compel Brethren to join an Encampment, whose 
meetings it is almost impossible for them to attend, or whose feelings 
and preferences are in favor of some other Encampment under the 
same jurisdiction. I would again, with all due deference and respect, 
recommend the subject of this repeal to the consideration of the Grand 
Encampment. I would also recommend that some provision be made 
for the safe keeping of the books of charges and lectures, and the pa- 
pers and documents belonging to this body. The books and papers, 
by the kindness of the Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of this State, 
have been and are now kept in the safe belonging to that department. 
It has been convenient so to keep them in consequence of the offices 
of Grand Scribe and . Grand Secretary being united in one person. 
Should a change take place in this particular, it might become neces- 
sary for the Grand Encampment to procure a room and furniture for its 
exclusive use. I would recommend that the Grand Officers be author- 
ised to make proper arrangements to meet any alteration that might 
take place. 

The Report of the Grand Tseasurer exhibits the financial affairs of 
the Grand Encampment in a healthy condition. The Reports of the 
Grand Scribe, and Treasurer, will apprise you of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the Grand Encampment for the past year. Several pe- 
titions for new Encampments have been received and will be presented 
to you in the course of the session. In granting charters for subordi- 
nate encampments, it seems to me that the greatest care and discre- 
tion should be exercised ; the wants of the Order, the condition 
of the subordinate Lodges, and the experience and standing of its 
members should be taken into consideration. The organization of an 
Encampment differs essentially from the formation of a subordinate 
Lodge, and its applicants for membership are confined to those only 
who have attained the highest degree. It is pleasant to contemplate 
the rapid increase of our Order, and to view the field of peace and 
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harmony extending itself over a wider circumference ; but it is also 
essential that its growth should be strengthened by the mellowing 
band of time, and that none should be admitted to the higher degrees 
in the Order who have not exhibited an attachment to its principles 
and a determination to exercise their individual exertions for the gen- 
eral welfare. It would certainly be a source of regret to us all to have 
a single link broken in the chain that binds us together. 

In closing this, my last official communication, Patriarchs, I cannot 
refrain from expressing to you my deep and sincere acknowledgements 
for the continued evidence of your regard, and my sense of the obli- 
gations I am under for the many tokens of esteem and confidence it 
has been my happiness to receive, not only during the time I have 
held the high office with which you have honored me, but in all my 
relations with the Order generally. To the D. D. G. Patriarchs, I 
would return my sincere thanks for their valuable co-operation in as- 
sisting me to discharge the respective duties of my office.

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On motion of Patriarch McClellan, the Rules of Order 
were suspended for the purpose of allowing him to offer a 
resolution ; when the following was submitted and unani- 
mously adopted : — 4 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Grand Encampment be presented 
to Past Grand Patriarch William Ellison, for the faithful and impartial 
manner in which he has presided over this Grand Encampment the past 
year. 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the 
Grand Patriarch’s communication as relates to the subject, 
submitted the following : 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts , I. O . of O. F.: 

The undersigned, a Committee to whom was referred so much of the 
Grand Patriarch’s communication as relates to procuring an office and 
providing for the safe keeping of the books and other property of the 
Grand Encampment, respectfully submit the following resolution : 

Resolved , That the Grand Officers be instructed and authorized to 
hire a suitable room for an office ; and purchase a Safe and such furni- 
ture as they may deem expedient, for the use of this Grand Encamp- 
ment.

On motion, the report was accepted and the resolution 
adopted. 

The Committee on Charter asked for further time to 
report, which was granted. 

The Committee on the petition for an Encampment at N. 
Stoughton asked for further time, which was granted. 

The Committee appointed at the Special Session, in Feb- 
ruary, 1846, to amend and revise the Constitution and By- 
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for this Grand Encampment, gave notice that they 
were ready to report. 

On motion, To read and act upon the Constitution and By- 
* Laws, doubts were expressed as to the constitutional right 
of this Grand Encampment to act upon them at this session. 
The Grand Patriarch having been called upon to decide the 
question gave his opinion, as follows : — 

“ That inasmuch as the notice required by the Constitution had been 
given to the Subordinate Encampments, that the Grand Encampment 
intended at this meeting to revise the Constitution, it was constitutional 
to proceed without other notice, as a notice of an intention to revise 
was in effect a notice of an intention * to annul * within the meaning of 
the Constitution.’ * 

It was then 

Voted, That the proposed amendments to the Constitution 
and By-Laws be read by the Committee. 

Voted to suspend the reading for the purpose of appointing 
a time to ballot for Past Officers of Subordinates and admit 
those elected, and instruct them in the G. E. Degree. 

Voted, That the time be fixed at 12 M. 

P. G. Patriarch Ellison, from the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws, submitted their Report, which was ac- 
cepted. 

On motion, it was 

Voted, That each article and section of the Constitution 
and By-Laws be acted upon separately. 

Whereupon the Grand Encampment proceeded to the 
consideration of the proposed amendments, which were 
adopted with the exception of Section 1 of Article 5, and 
Section 3 and 4 of Article 6, and the form of certificate, 
which were postponed for consideration until the afternoon 
session. 
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The Committee to whom was referred the petition from 
N. Stoughton submitted the following Report, which was 
accepted. 

To the Right Worthy Grand Encampment : 

The Committee to whom was referred the petition of Elisha Page 
and eight others, for a charter for an Encampment at Stoughton, respect- 
fully report : That your Committee have examined the petition and cards 
of the petitioners, and find them to be correct. On inquiry and a ref- 
erence to the Report of the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge, your 
Committee learn that in Stoughton, and in towns varying from two to 
seven miles from Stoughton, there ire six Lodges, containing 309 mem- 
bers, 182 of whom have attained to the Scarlet Degree; that the near- 
est Encampment to Stoughton is 17 miles distant, and that said petition 
is accompanied by the pledge of 37 members of the Scarlet Degree, 
independent of the petitioners, to unite with said Encampment, should 
a charter be granted. These facts your Committee respectfully report, 
and submit tjie action on the said petition to this Grand Encampment.

The Committee on the Constitution and By-Laws, to 
whom was referred the following resolution, reported “ that 
it is inexpedient to legislate upon the subject.” 
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Resolved, That it shall be the duty of every Encampment, before 
electing to membership any brother out of the town in which it is lpca- 
ted, to ascertain whether the candidate resides nearer any other En* 
Cafenpment than its own; and if such is the case, they shall, before 
electing such brother to memberdhtp* obtain evidence from the Eo* 
campinent, under the seal thereof, nearest his place of residence, that 
he is a suitable person to become connected with the Patriarchal 
branch of the Order. 

On motion, the Report was accepted and adopted. 

The following resolution, offered by Patriarch Welch, 
was, on motion, laid upon the table until the afternoon. 

Resolved , That the travelling and other necessary expenses of all the 
elective officers attending the session of this Grand Encampment, 
whose residence is more than five miles from the City of Boston, be 
paid by this Grand Encampment.

The Grand Scribe, from the Committee on Charter, sub- 
mitted a form and printed copy of a charter for Subordinate 
Encampments, which was accepted and adopted. 

Grand Representative Ellison reported upon the proceed-

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frigs of the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States, at its 
last session, and instructed the members of the Grand En- 
campment in the work of the Patriarchal Branch of the 
Order. 

On motion of G. H. P. Davis, “That one of the Grand 
Representatives of this Grand Encampment be instructed to 
visit the Subordinate Encampments, and instruct them in the 
work of the Order,” it was decided in the negative. 

The proposed amendments to the Constitution and By- 
Laws, which were ordered on the table at the morning ses-

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 

Title and Powers . — THE R. W. GRAND ENCAMP- 
MENT OF PATRIARCHS of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows of the State of Massachusetts is the 
Supreme Tribunal of all the Encampments of Patriarchs 
in said State. It possesses, by virtue of its charter from 
the Grand Lodge of the United States, the full power of 
granting charters to Encampments, and of suspending and 
taking away the same for proper cause ; to pass laws for 
the regulation and working of Subordinate Encampments ; 
to receive, hear, and decide finally all appeals from them 
or their members; redress grievances and complaints aris- 
ing therein ; and to do all other acts promotive of the inter- 
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est of Patriarchs of the Order, not in derogation of the Con- 
stitution or Laws of the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
nor inconsistent with the Constitution and Laws of this State, 
or of the United States. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. Membership . — The Grand Encampment shall 
be composed of the Past Chief Patriarchs and Past High 
Priests in membership in the Encampments subordinate to 
this Grand Encampment, who have been duly and regularly 
elected as Representatives of their respective Encampments, 
in conformity with this Constitution, and who shall receive 
the G. E. Degree before taking their seats as members. 

Sec. 2. Representatives . — Representatives shall be elec- 
ted by their respective subordinates, at any regular session 
in July, to serve for one year; and they may also elect ad- 
ditional Representatives, at any regular session in January, 
to serve for the remainder of the year. 

Sec. 3. Proxies . — Subordinate Encampments, not having 
qualified Past Officers to serve as Representatives, may 
choose in the same manner, and for the same term, or for 
a less term, two qualified Past Officers of another Encamp- 
ment as Proxy Representatives, who shall be invested with 
full powers as Representatives of the Subordinate so choos- 
ing, for the time being; and no member shall act as Repre- 
sentative and Proxy Representative at the same time; nor 
shall any act as Proxy for more than one Subordinate at the 
same time. 

Sec. 4. — Liability for Improper Conduct . — Any member of 
this Grand Encampment may, by a vote of the Grand En- 
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campment, be fined, reprimanded, suspended, or expelled, 
for conduct unbecoming a Patriarch. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1 . Elective and Appointed Officers. — The Elec- 
tive Grand Officers of the Grand Encampment shall be a 
Grand Patriarch, 

Grand High Priest, 

Grand Senior Warden, 

Grand Scribe, 

Grand Treasurer, 

Grand Junior Warden. 

And the Appointed Officers shall consist of 
Grand Sentinel, 

Deputy Grand Sentinel, 
and such others as the By-Laws may require. 

Sec. 2. Election of Officers. — The Elective Grand Offi- 
cers shall be elected, annually, by ballot. The election and 
installation shall take place at the Regular Annual Session. 

Sec. 3. Nomination of Candidates. — On the day of election 
each Representative shall deposit a ballot for a candidate for 
the office to be filled; — the ballots shall then be counted, 
and the three brothers having the highest number of bal- 
lots shall be the candidates. 

Sec. 4. Mode of Election . — All Elective Grand Officers 
shall be chosen separately, by a majority of the valid votes 
given. If neither candidate has such a majority, the ballot- 
ing shall be continued, but the candidate having the lowest 
number of votes shall be withdrawn from the nomination at 
each succeeding ballot. 

4 # 
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Sec. 5. Mode of Balloting . — In balloting, the Grand Scribe 
shall call the roll, beginning with Past Grand Patriarchs by 
seniority, officers elect in rotation, Encampment No. 1, and 
continue in the order of Encampments successively. Each 
Representative shall deposit his vote when the name of his En- 
campment is called; and, should there be more ballots than 
voters, the balloting shall be void, aftd a new one shall be had. 

Sec. 6. Qualification for Office . — Any Patriarch who has 
received the Grand Encampment Degree in any State Grand 
Encampment, and who is a member of a Subordinate En- 
campment, within this jurisdiction, shall be eligible for any 
office in this Grand Encampment. 

Sec. 7. Vacancies. — Any vacancies occurring in the 
Grand Offices, shall be filled at the next Regular Session 
of the Encampment, for the residue of the term. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. Duties of Grand Patriarch . — The Grand 
Patriarch shall preside at all sessions of the Grand Encamp- 
ment ; he shall preserve order; he shall decide all ques- 
tions of order, subject to an appeal to the Grand Encamp- 
ment. He shall appoint all D. D. Grand Patriarchs under 
this jurisdiction, and may appoint any Grand Officer pro 
tem ., in case of the absence or disqualification of the reg- 
ular Grand Officer ; he may order Special Sessions of the 
Grand Encampment whenever he may deem proper ; and 
it shall be his duty to call such sessions when requested by 
fceven members of the Grand Encampment ; he shall ap- 
point all committees, unless otherwise ordered by the Grand 
Encampment; he shall in all cases, except on an appeal 
from his own decision, give the casting vote when the En- 
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ctnpment is equally divided. In cases of emergency, lie 
may grant dispensations to Subordinate Encampments in 
all such matters as he may deem promotive of the interest 
of the Order, not inconsistent with the usages thereof; 
and it shall be his duty to make a Semi-Annual Report 
to the Grand Encampment of the state of the Order under 
its jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Duties of Grand High Priest. — The Grand High 
Priest shall preside and act in the absence of the Grand 
Patriarch In case of the office of Grand Patriarch becom- 
ing vacant by any cause, he shall have the full powers of 
Grand Patriarch until the next regular session. It shall be 
his duty to perform according to his office, at the installation 
of the Grand Officers. 

Sec. 3. Duties of Grand Senior Warden . — The Grand 
Senior Warden shall assist the Grand Patriarch in presiding 
and preserving order. And in the absence of the Grand 
Patriarch and High Priest, be shall preside. 

Sec. 4. Duties of Grand Scribe. — The Grand Scribe 
shall attend all regular and special sessions of the Grand 
Encampment, and record the proceedings; he shall notify 
the Subordinates of all regular and special sessions; he shall 
prepare all charters granted for Subordinate Encampments; 
and perform such other duties as may be required by the 
Constitution and Laws of the Grand Encampment ; and 
shall also keep accounts between this Body and the Subordi- 
nate Encampments, and receive all monies due this Grand 
Encampment, and pay the same immediately to the Grand 
Treasurer; and for the faithful performance of his duties he 
shall receive the sum of one hundred dollars per annum, 
payable quarterly. 
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Sec. />. Duties of Grand Treasurer . — The Grand Treas- 
urer shall receive and take charge of all funds belonging to 
the Grand Encampment, and pay all orders passed by the 
Grand Encampment, when properly attested ; he shall make 
a report of the receipts and expenditures semi-annually, and 
submit his books and accounts for examination, whenever 
required ; he shall give a bond to the amount of Two 
Thousand Dollars, with security, to the two first named 
Grand Officers for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

Sec. 6. Duties of Grand Junior Warden. — The Grand 
Junior Warden shall open and close the Grand Encampment 
according to his office; and he shall introduce candidates on 
their election to membership into the Grand Encampment. 

Sec. 7. Duties of Grand and DeptUy Grand Sentinels . — 
The Grand Sentinel shall have charge of the inner entrance 
to the Grand Encampment, and permit none to enter or de- 
part without the proper formalities. The Deputy Grand 
Sentinel shall have charge of the outer entrance, and assist 
the Grand Sentinel in the performance of his duties. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. Sessions. — There shall be two Regular Ses- 
sions of the Grand Encampment annually : The first shall 
be held on the Wednesday preceding the first Thursday in 
August, and be styled the Regular Annual Session ; the 
other shall be held on the Wednesday preceding the first 
Thursday in February, and be styled the Regular Semi- 
Annual Session ; and all sessions of the Grand Encampment 
shall be held in the City of Boston. 

Sec. 2. Special Sessions . — At all Special Sessions the 
object of the session shall be stated in the notice calling >the 
same; and no other business shall be transacted at said 
session. 
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Sbc. 3. Adjournment . — The Grand Encampment may ad- 
journ from time to time, untH the basinets of any session is 
completed. 


ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1 . Petitions . — Seven R. P. D. Patriarchs or more, 
in good standing in the Order, may petition the Grand En- 
campment, in writing, fora charter to constitute an Encamp- 
ment of Patriarchs : which petition must be accompanied 
with a letter of recommendation or certificate of member- 
ship and good standing from the Encampment to which they 
belong; and upon the granting of a charter their cards of 
clearance from the Subordinate Encampments shall be re- 
quired, and also the sum of Thirty Dollars as the charter 
fee. Should the charter be granted, the Grand Patriarch, 
or such other qualified Patriarch as he may delegate, shall 
open the Encampment and present the charter. Travelling 
expenses, if any are incurred, shall be borne by the Grand 
Encampment. 

Sec. 2. Terms of Subordinates . — The terms of the Sub- 
ordinate Encampments shall consist of twelve Regular Ses- 
sions, commencing semi-monthly. They shall commence at 
the first Regular Sessions in July and January; all terms 
shall be completed on the day the succeeding ones com- 
mence. 

Sec. 3. Returns of Subordinates . — The Subordinates 
shall, at the end of each term, report to the Grand Scribe, 
at least fifieen days previous to the Semi-Annualand Annual 
Sessions of this Grand Encampment the names of the Patri- 
archs initiated, ^-admitted by card, — reinstated, — and of 
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tkose exalted to the R. P. Degree, — the number on whom 
Degrees have been conferred, — the names of Patriarchs 
withdrawn by card,— deceased, — suspended or expelled, — 
the names of brothers rejected, — the result of the election 
of officers, — and the amount of all moneys due the Grand 
Encampment. 

Sec, 4: Annual Returns of Subordinates. — Each Subor- 
dinate shall, in addition, report at least fifteen days previous 
to the Annual Session, a complete list of its members, 
(arranged according to rank in the Encampment,) and also 
of its work, and the number of Patriarchs relieved, and 
amount paid for relief. 

Sec. 5. Dues of Subordinates . — Each Encampment, sub- 
ordinate to this Grand Encampment, shall pay, semi-annu- 
all y, five per cent, on the minimum rates fixed by this Grand 
Encampment, on all sums received for initiations, degrees, 
and deposite of cards. 

Sec. 6. Liabilities of Subordinates for Neglect of Duty . — 
Should any Subordinate Encampment, for two Regular Ses- 
sions of the Grand Encampment, neglect or refuse to make 
its returns and pay its dues, the Grand Encampment may 
declare its charter thereby forfeited. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Representatives. — This Grand Encampment shall, at an 
Annual Session, elect by ballot such Grand Representatives 
as it may be entitled to, and in such manner as prescribed 
by the Grand Lodge of the United States, to represent this 
Grand Encampment in that body; and shall pay all expenses 
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necessarily incurred by the Representative or Represen- 
tatives in the discharge of their duties. 

ARTICLE Vftl. 

Section 1. Amendment . — Any proposal to alter, amend, 
suspend, or annul this Constitution, or any portion thereof, 
must be proposed at a Regular Session in writing; and, if 
approved by four members, the Grand Scribe shall within 
thirty days thereafter, notify each Subordinate Encampment 
in the jurisdiction of the proposition. And if at the next 
Annual Session, it is adopted by two-thirds of the members 
present, it shall prevail, and become a part of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec. 2. By-Laws and Rules of Order . — This Grand En- 
campment is fully authorized to adopt or amend, at any 
Regular Session, such By-Laws and Rules of Order as two- 
thirds of the members present may approve.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. Hours of Convening . — The R. W. Grand 
Encampment of Patriarchs of the State of Massachusetts 
will convene at the Regular Sessions, at nine o’clock, A. M. 
And may adjourn from time to time until the business of the 
Session is completed. 

Sec. 2. Quorum —Seven members of this Grand En- 
campment shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3. JYon Quorum . — Should a quorum be present, the 
Grand Officers provided by the Constitution to preside, 
shall proceed to open the Grand Encampment within thirty 
minutes of the time of meeting. But should there not be a 
a quorum at the expiration of the time, the members assem- 
bled may adjourn from time to time till a quorum shall 
assemble. 

Sec. 4. Absence of Presiding Officers.— When all the 
Grand Officers, provided by the Constitution for presiding 
are absent, the Chair may be taken by a Past Grand Patri- 
arch, should any be present, otherwise, by any member 
who may be called to it by a majority of the members present. 

Sec. 5. Grand Encampment Degree.— All Sessions of the 
Grand Encampment for transacting business and receiving 
members, shall be held in the Grand Encampment Degree. 
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ARTICLE II. 


Section 1 . Funds , fyc., of Subordinates . — In all cases 
where an Encampment shall have been suspended or ex- 
pelled, or its charter shall have been vacated or forfeited, 
the charter, funds, books, properties, and effects of all 
kinds, shall revert to the Grand Encampment. And it is 
made the special duty of the last installed officers of such 
Encampment, to deliver the same immediately to the Grand 
Patriarch, or the brother deputed by him to receive them. 


Sec. 2. Seal . — Each Subordinate Encampment under 
this jurisdiction shall have a proper Seal, a copy of which 
shall be deposited in this Grand Encampment, and all offi- 
cial communications shall be sealed therewith, and each 
Subordinate shall transmit to the Grand Scribe, as soon as 
practicable, a copy of its By-Laws for the examination of 
the Grand Officers. 

Sec. 3. Certificate . — The following shall be the form of 
a Certificate of a Representative to the Grand Encamp- 
ment : —

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RULES OF ORDER. 


I. ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

After a quorum shall have assembled, the following shall 
be the order of business, viz : 

First. The Grand Patriarch shall request the brethren 
to clothe themselves in proper regalia, and direct the Grand 
officers and members to take their respective stations. 

Second. The G. J. W. will report on the safe condition 
of the Grand Encampment. 

Third. The Grand Patriarch will call up the Grand En- 
campment while the G. H. P. performs the duties of his 
office. 

Fourth . Proclamation of the opening of the Grand En- 
campment. 

Fifth. The Minutes of the last session read, and if no 
objection be made, they shall stand approved without vote. 

Sixth. New members admitted and instructed. 

Seventh. Reports of Committees 1 >y seniority. 

Eighth. Unfinished business acted on by priority. 

JStnth. New business. 

Tenth. Closing (or adjournment,) in form. 
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The order of business may, at any time, for an occasion, 
be changed or dispensed with, by a special two-third vote of 
the Grand Encampment. 


II. OF DECORUM. 

The utmost decorum shall be observed during the Ses- 
sions of the Grand Encampment. And no one shall leave 
without permission of the M. W. Grand Patriarch, nor enter 
without the consent of the R. W. Grand Senior Warden. 

Every officer and member shall be designated in debate, 
or otherwise, by his proper office or title, according to his 
standing in the order. 

No member shall be permitted to vote or speak, unless 
clothed in regalia appropriate to his rank and station. 

HI. OF THE CHAIR. 

The Grand Patriarch, while presiding, shall state every 
question coming before the Grand Encampment, and imme- 
diately before putting it to vote, shall ask : “ Is the Grand 

Encampment ready for the question V 9 Should no member rise 
to speak, and a majority indicate their readiness, he shall 
rise to take the question; and after he has risen no member 
shall be permitted to speak upon it. He shall declare the 
votes and decisions of the Grand Encampment on all sub- 
jects. His decisions on questions of order shall be without 
debate, unless, entertaining doubts on the point, he invite it. 
And he shall have the privilege of speaking from the Chair 
on such questions only. When an appeal has been taken 
from its decision, the question shall be put thus : “ Will the 
Grand Encampment stand by the Chair in its decision ?” 
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IV. OF DEBATE. 

When a member intends to speak on a question, or to 
offer a motion, he shall rise in his place, and respectfully 
address the Chair. While speaking, he shall confine him- 
self to the question under debate, avoiding all personality 
and indecorous language, as well as any reflection upon the 
Grand Encampment or its members. 

Should two or more members rise to speak at the same 
time, the Chair shall decide which shall be entitled to the 
floor. 

No member shall interrupt another while speaking, unless 
to call him to order for words spoken. 

If a member while speaking shall be called to order, at 
tfie request of the Chair, he shall take his seat until the 
question of order is determined, when, if permitted, he may 
q^rain proceed. 

No member shall speak more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all the members wishing to speak, shall have had 
an opportunity to do so; nor more than twice without per- 
mission from the Chair. But no member shall have the 
privilege of speaking more than once on a question of order, 
after appeal from the decision of the Chair. 

V. OF QUESTIONS AND VOTES. 

When any communication, petition, or memorial is pre- 
sented, before it is read, or any vote taken on it, a brief 
statement of its contents shall be made by the introducer or 
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the Chair. And after it has been read, a brief notice of the 
purport shall he entered on the journal. 

No motion shall be subject to action until seconded and 
stated by the Chair; and at the desire of any member, it 
shall be reduced to writing. 

When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be taken 
first upon the highest sum or number, and the longest or 
latest time proposed. 

Any member may call for a division of a question, when 
the sense will admit of it. 

When a question is before the Grand Encampment, no 
motion shall be received, except to adjourn, the previous 
question, to lie on the table, to postpone the same, to refer, 
or to amend ; and the same shall have precedence in the 
order herein arranged; the three first of which shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

After any question, except one of indefinite postponement 
has been decided, any two members who voted in the ma- 
jority, may at the same or next succeeding session move for 
a reconsideration thereof. 

The previous question may be called for by two members, 
if seconded by a majority, and shall be put in this form, — 
“ Shall the main question be now put ?” — if carried, all 
amendments, not already adopted, shall be precluded, and 
the main question taken without further debate. 

When one-fifth of the members rise in favor of taking a 
question by Ayes and Nays, they shall be ordered to be so 
recorded. 
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Every member present shall vote on any question before 
the Grand Encampment, unless he is personally interested 
in the result, or has been excused by the Grand Encamp- 
ment, or is otherwise incapacitated.

Communication, which on motion was referred to Patri- 
archs Prince, Hayden and Barr, for the purpose of dividing 
the subjects therein contained, so that they may be sepa- 
rately considered by this Grand Encampment.

It becomes my duty on this occasion to make to you my Semi- 
Annual Report. You will perceive upon an examination of the Semi- 
Annual Reports of Subordinates that the number of members of this 
branch of our Order has not increased with that rapidity, taking into 
consideration the present number of Encampments under this jurisdic- 
tion, as during former terms; but you will allow me to suggest, that, 
in my apprehension this is by no means an evidence of a less prosper-

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ous condition of this branch of the Order, assuming as we do, to be a 
higher branch of the Order, to be Patriarchs, our standard of moral 
qualifications should be proportionably exalted. Since our annual 
meeting, ten new Encampments have been instituted, viz: — 
Wanackmamack, No. 16, at Nanctucket, Oct. 22. 

Lowell, No. 17, at Lowell, Sept. 3. 

Worapatuck, No. 18, at Hingham, Sept. 7. 

Howard, No. 19, at North Attleboro’, Sept. 4. 

Quinshepaug, No. 20, at Milford, Sept. 3. 

Grey Lock, No. 21, at Pittsfield, Sept. 28. 

Charles River, No. 22, at Cambridge, Sept. 1. 

Samaritan, No. 23, at Chelsea, Sept. 3. 

Mount Hebron, No. 24, at North Stoughton, Oct. 22. 
Agawam, No. 25, at Springfield, Jan. 6, 1847. 

All these new Encampments were instituted with the most flattering 
prospects, and some of them which I have visited, I may be permitted 
to say, are models for the correctness and solemnity with tvhich the 
work is done. Two of them in particular I may be allowed to name, 
viz., No. 22, at Cambridge, and No. 23, at Chelsea; others maybe 
equally as well managed, but I possess no knowledge in relation to 
some of them, or indeed in relation to most of them. No. 17, at 
Lowell, is in a prosperous condition, and I am happy to be able to say 
what I feared would not be found true, No. 4 and 17 are on the most 
friendly terms, and neither of them seem to have forgotten “ The 
Golden Rule.” 

The work so far as I have been able to learn has not been so uni- 
form in the old Encampments as it ought to be, and it is to be hoped 
that D. D. G. Patriarchs will compare with each other and with our 
worthy Grand Representatives, who are in every respect competent to 
give instructions, that this evil may be remedied. I think, however, 
that perhaps more frequent meetings of the Grand Officers, than our 
business engagements and the remoteness of our several residences has 
enabled us to hold, might tend to remedy the evil. But few questions 
of rules and practice have come up for our consideration during the 
term. 

Questions arose in No. 15 — 

1st. Whether where a mistake is supposed to have happened in & 
balloting for a candidate, a second balloting can be had? 
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2nd. Whether a candidate who has been rejected, but no cause 
assigned for his rejection, can be immediately reproposed. 

On which we ruled as follows, and now submit our ruling to you. 

1st. That where a mistake is supposed to have happened in a bal- 
loting for a candidate, for the purpose of ascertaining if such is the 
case, a second balloting may be had, or perhaps it would be better 
expressed to say that the same balloting may be gone through with 
again, to ascertain if there is a mistake, but no ballot vote when fairly 
put and decided, can be reconsidered, except a vote electing a candi- 
date, and something against his character is made known after the 
balloting. 

2nd. That if no cause is assigned by the Patriarch who casts the 
black ball for his ballot, the brother rejected could be at once pro- 
posed again. Provided, the rejection be upon a favorable report of 
the Investigating Committee. 

In relation to the financial affairs of this Grand Encampment, I may 
be permitted to say a word. At our last meeting it will be recollected 
that the per centage to be paid by Subordinates was reduced to five 
per cent. It will appear obvious to all upon an examination of our 
Reports, that this per centage will not be sufficient to meet our cur- 
rent expenses. 

We may, perhaps, save some expenses which we have heretofore 
incurred. The office of D. D. G. Patriarch might be abolished, and 
some past officer in each Encampment be deputed to instal the officers 
of that Encampment, and thus an expense might be saved. But, 
whether such a change is expedient or not, is a question I propose to 
submit to your discretion — without suggesting any opinion* 

At the last meeting of the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
Jewels were established for the officers of Grand Encampments. No 
measures have been taken to procure any jewels for our use. To this 
subject I would call your attention. 

Another subject which is engrossing the attention of the Supreme 
Legislature of Subordinates of this State, is the fact that our dues do 
not bear a proper proportion to the benefits; such at least is the case 
if we refer to tables which have been prepared with care by Health 
Insurance Companies. I would call your attention to this subject.

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Patriarch’s 
Communication as refers to the subject of the dues of the Subordinate 
Encampments, as not bearing a proper proportion to their benefits, 
have attended to their duty, and would beg leave to report 
That this Grand Encampment recommend to its Subordinates the 
propriety of making some alteration in their system of dues and benefits, 
if necessary, so as to keep their expenditures at all times, except in 
very extreme cases, within their receipts ; and thus preserve their use- 
fulness, and render them able in future time to fulfil all their financial 
engagements, when the applications for membership, which have here- 
tofore been the principal source of revenue, shall in a great degree 
cease. Your Committee do not recognize the right of this Grand En- 
campment to legislate upon the dues and benefits of its Subordinates, 
believing that, to be a subject over which the Subordinate Encampments 
have the exclusive and entire control. A recommendation from this 
Grand Encampment calling the attention of the Subordinates to the 
subject, would, in the opinion of your Committee, be received by them 
with the respect and attention that the subject demands, and would 
accomplish the object so much to be desired. 

In regard to the per centage due from the Subordinate Encampments, 
your Committee believe that the alteration made at our last Session 
has operated unfavorably to this body.

Your Committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Patri- 
arch’s Report as had reference to a Subordinate Encampment order- 
ing a new ballot immediately after a declaration from the chair of 
the rejection of a candidate, upon the supposition that said rejection 
occurred through mistake. Also, upon the rejection of a candidate, 
no cause being assigned, why said candidate cannot be again pro- 
posed, immediately thereafter, to the same or another Encampment, 
beg leave respectfully to Report : — 

That having examined the Constitution they find reference to the 
first inquiry m Article II., Clause 2, Subordinate Constitution, and 
believe its true construction would not admit of a second ballot, after 
the declaration from the chair announcing the result of a ballot for 
membership. The language there made use of is, “if one ball appear 
against him, (meaning the candidate), he shall be rejected, and so 
declared. Except when there is good reason to believe that through 
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some inadvertency a mistake has occurred, when the chair shall order 
the ballot to be taken again, and on the second ballot being declared, 
it shall be final. 

With reference to the second inquiry, your Committee can find no 
laws in the Encampment Constitution denying a brother the privilege 
of being immediately proposed again, either to the same or any other 
Encampment, whether cause be assigned or not.

P. G. Patriarch Ellison from the Committee to whom was 
referred at the February Session, the Communication of 
James L. Ridgely, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
the United States, submitted the following Report which was 
accepted. 

To- the it. TV, Grand Encampment and Grand Lodge of Maesa - 
chu&etts, /. O. of O. F, 

The Committee appointed at the last, session of this body, upon a 
Communication received from J. L. Ridgely, Esq., Grand Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the Grand Lodge of the United States, inviting 
the attention of State Grand Encampments and Grand Lodges to Res- 
olutions adopted by the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States, at 
its Annual Session in 1846, in relation to the expediency of the estab- 
lishment by the Order, of a General System of Education, &c., have 
attended to the duty assigned them, and would respectfully submit 
_ the following Report : — 

Your Committee have read with much pleasure and a deep interest 
tine series of letters by Grand Corresponding Secretary Ridgely, on the 
subject of the establishment by the Order of a Central Federal Insti- 
tution of Learning. They are aware that the magnitude of the enter- 
prize will have a tendency to increase the doubts of the doubtful, and 
confirm the fears of the wavering; but a little reflection and a philos- 
ophic retrospect of the past will show us that all great enterprizes 
have been formed in the chrysalis, by the indomitable energy and never- 
tiring zeal of some heroic spirit, whose pioneering footprints are ever 
in advance df the civilization of the age. In the world of science, 
what gigantic results have sprung from the speculative projects of 
those mighty minds, that have left the world an imperishable heirloom 
of their wisdom, in the splendid realization of theories that v ere im- 
mortal in their conception. Turning from the world of matter to the 
world of mind, we find the elements of that mighty principle, which 
not only tends to assimilate man to his Maker, but will form a bond 
of union among men. Purge society of its abuses, extend the empire 
of love, and thus preserve and perpetuate the harmony of the world. 
The advancement of education, — the diffusion of intelligence, w ill ele- 
vate our national character, preserve the public morals, and promote 
the happiness and the freedom of the human race. Such has been its 
bright career, if we trace back the world’s history to that night of thick 
darkness in which it was enveloped, w hen, in the early history of Spain, 
the influence of a corrupt priesthood obtained a supremacy in the 
national) douncils, until the enlightenment of education exposed to 
view' the movements of the machinery by which the imagiijtatiaa of 
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our race was so powerfully affected in a rad# and sopsrstklooe age. 
The minds of men were almost wholly en gr ossed by ambition, volup- 
tnoosness, and avarice, until the " genius of education appeared as % 
m es senger from heaven, bearing the torch of knowledge to dispel the 
gloom that obscured the forms of nature and of truth.” We are all 
familiar with the temptations that beset the uneducated and ignorant. 
The sodden burst of a vindictive passion, where the calm energy of 
reason is left unguided by education, may sometimes occasion important 
changes in the fate of nations. Number, if you can, the priceless ble*> 
sings that have enured to the world by the spreading of Christianity, in 
the elevation of the human race, the inculcation of every virtue, the 
developement of mind, the triumphs of art, the subduing of the passions, 
tbe dethro Dement of sin, and the overcoming evil with good. 

These are some of the fruits of education. In our own day and gen- 
eration, and in our own land, it has given to the masses that mental 
culture which has built up for us the noble structure of a republican 
government, and surrounded us with institutions of science and learning 
that will ever be the great palladium of our liberties. To educate ana 
enlighten the mind is to free it from the yoke of error. Such, is the 
splendid aggregate in which our Association is called upon to form an 
integral part; for it is to the establishment of public institutions of 
learning, that the world is indebted for preserving the wisdom of past 
ages for the use of those to come. Our own age is not so much dis- 
tinguished for uncommon displays of genius, as by its general intellec- 
tual improvement and the enthusiasm enkindled for liberal studies. 
It is the peculiar mission of our Institution to enlarge the circle of 
human sympathies, and to lead on the spirit of enterprize, in its philan- 
thropic efforts to erect a structure in the hearts of men that will 
endure forever. 

We have thus seen that the fruit of education, in passing through past 
ages, has erected and left memorials of its greatness more enduring 
than the pyramids, and more eternal than the stars. We have also 
seen that Odd Fellowship is pre-eminently calculated to foster, to 
cherish, and to strengthen all noble efforts to fraternize the world. 

The question that first naturally presents itself to our minds, in con- 
sidering this subject, is, Has the Order the means to carry out this 
project, without embarassing its finances or impairing its usefulness. 
Your Committee have directed, their attention to this point of in- 
quiry, and find from the Annual Reports of the Grand Corresponding 
Secretary, the gross revenues of the Order, from 1840 to 1846, to ex* 
ceed two million dollars; while the relief expenditures, for the same 
period, amounts to five hundred and thirty-nine thousand, six hundred 
and twenty-two dollars. From this balance is to be deducted the 
current expenses of the Lodges, which will not exceed twenty-five 
per cent., leaving a million of dollars surplus as the aggregate means of 
the Order, which is invested in the public securities of the country. 
The estimated expense of carrying out this project, as illustrated by 
Grand Corrffiponding Secretary Ridgely, affixing an extravagant suss 
by way of hypothesis, would be for the cost of a college building, with 
a suitable site, and providing it with a library, philosophical appara- 
tus, sod cabinet of minerals, about one hundred and fifty thousand 
1 * 
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Mfent ! The "annual outlay* for the boarding, clothing, and educating 
three hundred pa pits and t ho endowment of 'twelve professorship* win 
reach the <anra of thirty thousand dollars. 

* These are large earns* adds the Grand Secretary, but to the refleeting 
mind ’capable of appreciating the already vast resources of our Orders 
they • will appear comparatively insignificant. To provide the ways 
and' means for the accomplishment of this scheme, the following plan 
is suggested; and your Committee would beg leave to state that they 
ere presenting the plan and details assumed by the Grand Secretary* 
with some alight alterations. Let the twenty-seven Grand Lodges 
contribute each $500; one thousand Subordinate Lodges $100 each; 
one hundred Subordinate Encampments $150 each; Grand Encamp- 
ments $200 each; the Grand Lodge of the United States $20,00<f;— 
making an aggregate of $150,000. These appropriations could be 
made gradual, by periodical installments. For the general support 
•f the Institution, the Grand Corresponding Secretary makes the 
following suggestion. The estimated number of contributing members 
to the Order is one hundred thousand. If each of these brethren will 
add one-half of one percent, per week, or twenty-six cents per year 
to his present assessment, the sum of $26,000 per annum will thus 
be collected, to be applied to the support ana thorough education 
♦f three hundred of the children of their deceased brethren, which 
will be constantly increasing, and thus enlarging the ability to aug- 
ment the number of pupils. 

. The form of government of the Institution, as suggested by the Grand 
Secretary should be modelled upon that of the Order, founded by the 
munificence of the Lodges in the several States. The control of its 
government should he placed in their hands, or as nearly so as prac- 
ticable; — the Institution to be placed under the immediate government 
fef twenty-five visiters, consisting of one member from each Stale, to 
fee chosen by the Grand Lodges in the same manner as the Grand Rep- 
resentatives are chosen. It should be the duty of this Board to assera- 
fele, at least once a year, at the University, at the charge and expense 
of the State Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments, to enact rules 
and regulations for its discipline, elect its president, and all other neces- 
sary officers, appoint professors, and have a general supervision of the 
moral and intellectual training of the students; and during the recess, 
confide the general care of its affairs to the President and a Sub-Com- 
mittee, subject to such directions as it may deem proper to prescribe. 
The Grand Lodge of the United States to exercise a general supervi- 
sory authority over the Institution, by the appointment of Committees 
to investigate its affairs from time to time, and by legislation, if it 
should be found necesssary. The plan of admission, as suggested, is 
M follows : — 

' 1st All male orphan children, of proper age, of deceased Odd 
Fellows, shall of preference be admitted, upon the official certificate 
•f the Grand Master or Visiter of the State from which the applicant 
may hail. 

* 2d. The sons of Contributing Odd Fellows shall in like manner be 
admitted, upon the certificate of the Grand Master or Visiter from 
Ik# State in which they reside, in conformity to a ratio of membership

to bo fixed, kfwhkh equal privileges as to nnmbers shall be appor* 
tioned to all the States. 

8d. Each State shall for itself determine the manner in which it will 
exercise the right of presenting candidates of the second class for 
admission, whether by allowing to each Lodge a nomination in turn, 
according to seniority, or by an election in the body of the Grand 
Lodge. 

*> 4th. For the sons of Odd Fellows a charge shall be annually fixed 
by the Grand Lodge of the United States, at such a rate as shall not 
exceed the cost of apparel, maintenance, and medical attendance, 
and such incidentals as may arise. 

The course of study to comprehend commercial, mechanical, and 
agricultural instruction, as well as classical and scientific pursuits. 

We have thus presented to our view the synopsis of a plan for the 
establishment of a Federal Institution of Learning. 

Your Committee, before taking leave of the subject, will notice and 
remark npon some of the objections that have been raised against the 
adoption of this philanthropic scheme. In the first place, the constitu- 
tional right of the Grand Lodge of the United States to establish an 
institution of learning, with the consent and co-operation of its Sub* 
ordinate Lodges, is self-evident in the injunction upon its own seal, — 
“ We command you to educate the orphan.” It is urged as an objection 
to the enterprize, that its benefits will be limited and exclusive, — that 
it will embrace the principle of taxation of the many for the benefit of 
the few, — that it cannot educate all the orphans who are entitled to 
look to the Order for encouragement and support. The most liberal 
estimate as to the capacity of such an institution, (say the objectors of 
a Grand Lodge in a sister State,) would not entitle that State to the 
admission of more than ten pupils; and, they ask, In what consistency 
should we stand before the world, proclaiming that by our precepts 
many are called to our charities, yet by our practice few are chosen ? 

It is not for a moment to be supposed that our present endeavors, 
limited as they are, to educate and provide for the orphan, will be 
abandoned. The object of this Institution is to increase our usefulness, 
and not to transfer it from one sphere of action to another. It is to 
instruct and confer advantages upon the orphan and the destitute, that 
are not common to the mass of men, and enable them to tread the 
higher paths of literature and science, that we ask for a favorable con- 
sideration of this subject. The heavenly mission of Charity is to raise 
the down-trodden and unfortunate. It is our duty to do good to the 
extent of our ability, and not to fold our arms in cold indifference, 
and close the portals of our affections because we cannot dry up the 
ocean of tears that fall from the lids of the afflicted. The divine par- 
able of the widow and her mite should triumph over selfish considera- 
tions. Our Order itself is founded upon the principle of taxing the 
many for the benefit of the few. If every one of its members should 
demand an equal share of its benefits, under any circumstances, where 
would be the safety-valve of the Institution ? Our Association would 
become a thing of shreds and patches. And does the Grand Lodge 
of a sister State object to this project, because only ten of her orphans 
will receive that mental aliment that nature craves? In Massachu- 
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setts, the cause of education has been, for a aeries of years, the especial 
object of our government. We have been favored beyond some of our 
younger and sister States, in the growth and nurture of that noble sen- 
timent, — the principle of education, which has scattered with profuse 
liberality its blessings and its benefits, even beyond the confines of our 
own Comrhon wealth. With us this noble sentiment has opened the 
door of poverty, and has assisted the indigent in climbing the steep 
ascent of science. With us, the tree of knowledge is made to bear 
its rich fruits by a continual watering of the parent stem. If we should 
suffer the “ rank grass to grow around the very portals of our halls of 
learning,” we should be false to ourselves, false to our race, and false 
to our destiny. Narrow and sordid must be our views, if they are 
bounded by State lines, when, by an expansion of sympathy, we can 
aid, however feebly, in giving freedom to the mind. 

Again, we are told that seminaries of learning soon become a prey 
to the conflicts of sectarian professors, and either end in exclusiveness 
or self-dest ruction ; — that professorships become bones of contention, 
objects of electioneering and strife, and a source of dissension and 
difficulty. Such (our brethren of a sister State add) has been the expe- 
rience, and such is the history of all governments, political, beneficent, 
or religious. That charity that hopeth all things, and endureth ail 
things, will draw the veil over these sweeping denunciations, that 
would blot from the records of the world's history its most brilliant 
page. We know that in the soul of every human being lie dormant 
the germs of every greatness; that by surrounding man with the 
means of mental culture, we improve his social condition, and give 
to his aspirations a confidence in that “ divinity that shapes our ends.” 

In conclusion, your Committee would recommend that the subject 
be submitted to the consideration of the Subordinate Encampments and 
Subordinate Lodges; for without their co-operation the plan could 
not be matured, not only on account of its intrinsic importance, but 
out of respect to its distinguished mover, whose pure purposes, exalted 
views, and cultivated mind have been devoted to the advancement of 
the ever-living principles of the Institution, and the centralization of 
those oenevolent feelings in the hearts of its members, that are alike 
the constituent elements of its greatness and its perpetuity. The Com- 
mittee would close this lengthy communication with the following 
extract from one of Bro. Ridgely's letters : — “If the Order approve 
and honor this scheme, the end is consummated, and we shall have 
erected a monument in the hearts and the affections of thousands of wid- 
ows and orphans, which shall in all time consecrate Odd Fellowship as 
a system of pure and unmixed beneficence.” 

The Committee would recommend the adoption of the following 
Resolution : — 

Retolved , That the Grand Encampment and Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, I. O. O. F., approve of the proposition submitted by the R. 
W. Grand Lodge of the United States, in regard to the establishment, 
by the Order, of a National Seminary of Learning, regarding it as a 
measure which, in its adoption, would have a tendency to extend and 
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increase the bepevolent purposes of the Institution, strengthen its bou4 

of union and perpetuate the principles of our social organization.

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his Annual Com- 
munication, which, on motion, was referred to P. G. H. P. 
Thompson, P. G. P. Ellison and Patriarch Alvord, for the 
purpose of dividing the subjects therein contained, so that 
they may be separately considered by this Grand Encamp- 
ment. 

To the R. W \ Grand Encampment of Massachueette, I. O. O. F, 

Patwarchs : — By the Constitution of this Right Worthy Body, it 
now becomes my duty to make to you, my Report of the state of the 
Order under this jurisdiction. Allow me to congratulate you on the 
extremely prosperous state of this, branch of our Order. It is evidently 
both increasing in numbers and improving in character. With a very 
few important exceptions, harmony prevails throughout this jurisdiction. 

In the early part of the term I received from Grey Lock Encamp- 
ment, No. 21, located at Pittsfield, a petition for a Dispensation to 
hold their meetings at North Adams, representing that a majority of 
the Patriarchs of that Encampment are residents of North Adams, to 
whom it is extremely inconvenient to attend the meetings of the En- 
campment at Pittsfield. Entertaining strong doubts of my power to 
grant such a Dispensation, I chose rather to refuse to act than to incur 
the danger of exercising a power not delegated to me, and therefore 
declined granting the Dispensation. 

I have since received a number of communications from that En- 
campment, from which I infer that anything but harmony prevails among 
its members; of the merits of the case, for want of information, I am 
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unable to speak. I would suggest that a committee be appointed to 
investigate the matter, and report what ought to be done. 

A short time since I received a communication from Nahant Encamp* 
ment, located at Lynn, for a Dispensation to hold their meetings at 
East Boston, representing this as a dernier resort to save that Encamp* 
ment in existence. This application I felt bound to treat as I had a 
previous one from Grey Lock Encampment. Nabant Encampment 
will undoubtedly ask for a change of location. You will allow me to 
express the decided opinion, that while such a change will make it a 
good and useful Encampment, a refusal to alter the location on our 
part is equivalent to sentence of death to the Encampment. 

I am compelled again to call your attention to our financial affairs. 
The amount received from Subordinates is obviously insufficient to pay 
Our expenses, even when everything shall be managed with the most 
rigid economy. 

Our expenses are — 

For rent, ----- $100,00 per annum. 

Grand Scribe’s Salary, - - - 100,00 “ “

Our income, you will perceive, has been but about $150,00 the past 
term, being but little more than one half what it should be to meet our 
expenses. 

1 am informed by the Grand Scribe that we are possessed of no 
proper case for the books and papers of this Body. It is extremely 
important that our papers be kept in good order. If we do not pro- 
vide the means to do so, we but poorly encourage our Worthy Grand 
8cribe in the neatness and order for which he is so remarkable. 

In making this my last official Report to this Grand Encampment, 
it is with extreme regret I am compelled to confess, that I have not 
paid that attention to the arduous duties of the honorable office to 
which your kind partiality has raised me which its importance do* 
mauds. 
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I fliBnoi deny tbit I feel highly gratified with the boners of the 
office, but had I known that my business engagements would be such 
as they bare been, I should have felt compelled, very reluctantly it is 
true, to have declined accepting its honors, I can but hope you will be 
so fortunate as to select one for my successor, both better qualified to 
perform the duties of the office and better able to attend to them*

D. W. Alvord, W. T. Davis, A. F. Stone, C. R. Hawkes, and Samuel 
Wells ; and for aught we know, others residing in the towns of Spring- 
field, Greenfield, &c., at a great distance from Boston, and much near- 
er to this Encampment, and without the permission of this body : — 
thereby violating the known Law of your Honorable Body, and taking 
from this Encampment its rights and privileges ; and receiving, and 
withholding the funds for exaltation, which should have been received 
by it. 

Wachusett Encampment complains of the injustice of said Massa- 
soit and Tri-Mount Encampment, in so doing ; and charges them with 
the violation of a wholesome Law of the Grand Camp ; which they 
were solemnly bound to obey : — and which, by electing and exalting 
the said Brothers, they have disregarded. 

We make known our grievances, and present these charges to your 
body, in hopes that your desire for the supremacy of the Laws by 
which your Subordinates should be governed, and your wishes for the 
just and true to prevail, to the promotion of good will and prosperity 
under your jurisdiction, will cause a careful inquiry to be instituted in 
the premises. And while you shall reprove for violation of known 
Laws, you will cause the aforesaid Encampments to so far remove the 
odium of their transgression as to refund the money,— by them unlaw- 
fully obtained from the aforesaid Brothers, — to this Encampment, to 
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which, in reality it belongs : — as it was our privilege, and ours alone, 
to receive the propositions, to elect and exalt the Brothers.

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Patri- 
archs Communication as relates to Nahant Encampment, also the 
petition of said Encampment, to remove the same from Lynn to East 
Boston, have attended to the duty assigned them and beg leave to 
Report : — 

That they have heard the Petitioners, and given the subject that 
attention which its importance demands. 

It appears from the return of Nahant Encampment that they num- 
ber at the present time, forty-five members, and from representations 
made by the Petitioners, there is but little ground to hope that their 
present number of members will be materially augmented, were it pos- 
sible that the Encampment should continue to exist where it is at 
present located. Your Committee, are however, clearly of the opinion 
that the Encampment cannot be sustained in Lynn, but feel confident 
that by its removal to East Boston the condition of the Encampment 
will not only be greatly improved, but effectually relieved from its 
present embarrassed situation. 

In the consideration of the subject submitted to your Committee for 
their examination, some facts have been elicited in relation to Nahant 
Encampment that we deem important to submit to the Grand Encamp- 
ment for their consideration. It appears that on the last regular 
meeting in June, Nahant Encampment adjourned from Lynn to East 
Boston, where adjourned meetings have since been held, Brothers 
admitted to membership and initiated, and have therefore virtually re- 
moved said Encampment from its original location to East Boston, and 
as your Committee conceive, in direct violation of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Order. 

It has been offered as an excuse for these proceedings, that P. 
H. P. Bassett visited Lowell, waited upon the G. Patriarch and solic- 
ited a dispensation for the removal of the Encampment from Lynn to 
East Boston, and although this request was refused, the G. Patriarch 
gave it as his individual opinion that the Encampment might legally 
adjourn its meetings to East Boston, and further if he was a member 
of said Encampment, he would vote so to adjourn. 

Your Committee cannot close this Report, without giving it as their 
decided opinion, that the adjournment of the meetings of Nahant En-

at its last session, as seems to affect particularly the Patriarchal depart- 
ment of our association. The Annual Communication of theG. Lodge 
of the U.S. commenced at Baltimore, on Monday the 20th of Sept, last, 
and continued in Bessioi\ until the following Saturday evening. On 
the 2d day of the session, the Committee on the state of the Order 
reported that the Grand Encampment Degree could only he conferred 
during the session of a Grand Encampment, and that it should 
be regularly given in the Hall in whjch the Grand Encampment is as- 
sembled; but by special permission, and to prevent the cessation of 
other business, it may be given in some contiguous room. The Report 
and Resolutions were adopted by the Grand Lodge of the U. S. there- 
by refusing'to sanction the practice, said to prevail, in some jurisdic- 
tions, which empowers D. D. G. P.’s with authority to confer the Grand 
Encampment Degree. The same committee reported “upon a Reso- 
lution to enquire into the expediency of abolishing the use of prayer 
•in Subordinate Encampments,'* That under the law as it novr stands, 
it is discretionary with the Encampment to use prayer or not, af the 
opening and closing; but in the conferring of the Degrees, the 
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prayers ire in integral part of the work, and cannot be abandoneu 
without destroying its symmetry. The same committee reported 
that the Constitution of Grand'Lodgee and Grand Encampments and all 
amendments thereto, must be submitted to the Grand Lodge of the 
U. S. for examination ; if approved, they of course, become the 
organic law; if error be found, the error must be corrected; but in 
the interval between the adoption of the constitution or amend- 
ments, and its confirmation by the Grand Lodge of U. 8., it is bind- 
ing upon the body by which it has been adopted. The same com- 
mittee also reporfed upon a question proposed by the Grand Encamp- 
ment of South Carolina, that a member of an Encampment who with- 
draws from bis Lodge, looses his membership in his Encampment, if he 
does not renew bis membership in a subordinate Lodge within one 
month from the date of his card, but npon renewing his membership in 
a Subordinate Lodge within the limited time his membership in the 
Encampment is ipso facto renewed, and if the Patriarch desire to with- 
draw he must pursue the usual course, and also that where a Patri- 
arch looses his membership in an Encampment, it shall be the duty of 
the proper officers of said Encampment to furnish said Patriarch with 
a regular withdrawal card, provided Baid Patriarch was in good stand- 
ing and complied with the regulations of Baid Encampmeut touching 
said cards. The same committee also reported that under the 30th 
By-lav of the Grand Lodge of U. S. it is competent for an individual 
who is a member of a Lodge in one State to attach himself to the 
nearest Encampment in another, provided there be no Encampment in 
the immediate neighborhood of his Lodge. On the first day of the 
session the following Resolution was submitted and referred to the Com- 
mittee on the state of the Order : “Resolved, that the Committee on 
the state of the Order be directed to consider the expediency of restor- 
ing the three months term for Subordinates.*’ On the following 
Wednesday the committee to whom was referred the subject reported 
a Resolution, that it was inexpedient to legislate in reference to the 
term of Subordinate Lodges. With the Resolution the committee 
submitted a very able Report, presenting conclusive arguments against 
the proposition so hastily made for a repeal. The question was taken 
by Yeas and Nays and the undersigned feeling that they were sent 
not only to represent Massachusetts, but to act in the national council 
lor the best interests of the whole Order, recorded their votes in the 
affirmative. It was a source of regret to your Representatives that 

i # 
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they could not consistently carry out the view* of their immediate 
constituents ; but seeing before them a divided duty they acted ac- 
cording to the dictates of their best judgment and the light thrown 
upon the subject while under discussion, and the views of those whose 
opinions are entitled to a high consideration* The resolution was 
adopted, 33 to 29. Your Representatives would beg leave to add that 
.subsequent events throughout the Order have strengthened and sus- 
tained the wisdom of the Grand Lodge of the U. S. in adhering for 
another year at least to the six month term. Rep. Morris of Penn, 
eubmitted a resolution that it be recommended to tfle different State 
Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments to appoint one or more com* 
petent Brothers whose duty it shall be to visit each Subordinate Lodge 
and Subordinate Encampment in his district annually, for the purpose 
of giving instruction in the work as adopted by the G. L. of U. S. at 
the last session, so as to insure uniformity and sameness throughout 
-the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. The special Committee to whom 
•was referred the proceedings of State Grand Lodges and Grand En- 
campments on the subject of the establishment by the Order of a 
National Seminary of Learning, reported that “ inasmuch as a majori- 
ty of the State Grand Lodges and Encampments have reported adverse 
to the proposition, the committee would recommend that the further 
consideration of the subject by the Grand Lodge be for the present 
dismissed.*’ Article 2nd, .Sect, 1st, and Article 3rd, Sect. 3rd of the 
Constitution of the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts, was so 
altered as to entitle alj Past Presiding Officers of Subordinate En- 
campments to the priviledges of seats in their. State Grand Encamp- 
ments, and of voting for Grand Officers. The Grand Lodge of U. S. 
interpreted its 30th By-Law, aa prohibiting the initiation of persons in 
any part or place of their own, as. well as other States, distant from 
their permanent residences, while Lodges and Encampments are loca- 
ted in their immediate neighborhood. The Grand Lodge of the U. S. 
amended' the 25th By-Law, by adopting a Regalia and Jewels for 
Officers and Past Officers of the Grand Lodge of U. S. and for Grand 
.Representatives. 

i The Committee on the state of the Order submitted a Report, which 
was adopted, that the J. W. may preside m an Encampment, in the 
absence of the G. P. and S. W. if the loeal laws do not prohibit it.— 
Also* that in the absence of the H.P. if no past H»P. be present, there 
Is nothing in- the charge Books or Laws to prevent any Jt. P. member 
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from performing all the duties of that officer. The Grand Lodge also 
amended the By-Laws so as to make P. H. P.’s competent petition- 
ers for a charter for a Grand Encampment. 

The moat important work of the session was the adoption by the 
Grand Lodge of the report of the Committee on the digest of the Laws 
of the Order. After weeks of unremitted exertion and toil on the part 
of the committee, this valuable work has been, presented to the Order 
in a concise and admirably arranged form. This work will prove most 
acceptable to the Order and will contribute largely to the preservation 
of the harmony And unity of our system of legislation. The task of 
reconciling conflicting decisions, of examining all the printed proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge of the U. S. since its organization, and of 
wading through such musses of laws and decisions so as to present the 
fraternity with a reference book, without the objectionable feature of 
prolixity, could only have been accomplished by the distinguished 
members of the Order to whom the work was committed. Massachu- 
setts may well share in the honor of that work, by the valuable assis- 
tance of a member of that committee, our present able and worthy 
Grand Master, Wm. E. Parmenter. 

From the very able Report of the Grand Cor. Sec’y, it will be Been 
that the progress of the Order is still onward. The increase of Lodges 
the last year has been 100 over the increase of the proceeding year — 
ii8 membership has also increased — its relief expenditures for the past 
fiscal year amounts to $302,243,41 cts. The Grand Secretary’s Report 
also presents the Order throughout the jurisdiction, with the exception 
perhaps of two or three of the North Eastern StateB, as in a highly 
flourishing condition. In our own State there seems to be a lack of 
interest in the concerns of the Order, which detracts from the brilliant 
reputation Massachusetts has always enjoyed. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, as it is expected that this stagnation is rather the result of the 
unhealthy excitement through which the Order has passed with us, and 
that it is now consolidating itself into a permanent and healthy tran- 
quility ; and while our association is passing through this transition 
state, it is essential that its members should feel sufficient interest in 
its welfare to be present as often as possible at its stated nfeetings. 
The past, history of our institution has been a brilliant record of sue* 
cessful efforts to soften the asperities of our nature, to exalt and 
purify the human character and to inculcate those virtues which enable 
men to grapple with, a%i eradicate, the errors of society. We live in 
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at! age ctduded by falsehood, through which the light of truth can 
hardly penetrate. It is the peculiar mission of philanthropic institu- 
tions to dispel this gloom and reveal to the world the broad sunlight of 
truth. We are bound, therefore, by the ties of a common humanity, 
not to permit our Institution to be mildewed by the cold breath of 
indifference and neglect.

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his Semi-Annual 
Communication, which, on motion, was referred to Patri- 
archs E. M. P.‘ Wells, H. Lord, and Hewes, for the 
purpose of dividing the subjects therein contained, in such 
manner that they may be separately considered by this 
Grand Encampment, and of appointing Committees upon its 
several divisions. 

To the JR. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts , J. 0. of O. F. 

Officers and Patriarchs : — In the kind providence of Almighty 
God we are again permitted to assemble for the promotion of the prin- 
ciples of benevolence and charity. To visit the sick, — relieve the 
distressed, — bury the dead, and educate the orphan, are with us, solemn 
duties; and unless our practice be found in conformity with them, our 
professions will be but as sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal. 

By our works, then, 1 are we to be judged. We fearlessly proffer this 
test of our sincerity and truthfulness to a gainsaying world. In the 
cheerful performance of our labors, we feel a conscious rectitude of 
purpose which opposition cannot shake, and against which unbelief 
will excite more of our pity than contempt. 

We claim not to occupy the same field with the church; each has its 
appropriate sphere of labor. The peculiarities of sect and controver- 
sial theology can never come within our camp; neither can we enter 
the lists with the partisan for political strife, and debate can never be 
suffered to mar our happiness or disturb our peace. 

Our mission is one of charity and good will to all mankind, and in 
this form Odd Fellowship becomes one of* the best handmaids to 
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religion, and one of the strongest arms for virtuous action in the gov* 
eminent under which we live. 

At the close of oar last session, a meeting of the Grand Officers waa 
called to hear and determine the matters of grievance submitted to 
them, between Menotomy Encampment, No. 3, and Middlesex En- 
campment, No. 9. After a patient hearing, the Grand Officers con- 
cluded to suspend, for a season, the removal of Menotomy Encamp- 
ment to Medford, and recommended the union of these Encampments 
at some convenient locality, as the most ready way of healing their 
present difficulties, and prompting the best good of the Order. 

Unfortunately, neither the Grand Officers nor individual members of 
these Encampments, favoring such an arrangement, have been able to 
accomplish it. The original question coming again before the Grand 
Officers, at a subsequent meeting, they have concluded no longer to 
suspend the former action of the Grand Encampment in this matter, 
and have approved the removal of Menotomy Encampment to Med- 
ford. The doings of the Grand Officers, the action of Menotomy 
Encampment on the subject, and the correspondence, are annexed to 
this Report^ and marked A. B. C. 

At our last session, this Right Worthy Body commissioned our j 
R. W. G. H. P. Case to visit Giey Lock Encampment, and endeavor j 
to settle some matters of discontent existing between the members of ) 
that Encampment, and report his doings to the Grand Officers for 
their further action thereon. This officer performed this delicate duty 
in a manner highly satisfactory to the Grand Officers, and upon his 
report and knowledge obtained from other sources, the Grand Officers 
determined that, as at present advised, no further action was needed ) 
on their part in the matter. 1 

Before and since the visit of your Commission to this Encampment, 
complaint had been made to the Grand Patriarch, that some of its 
officers had been remiss in their attendance upon its meetings, to the 
injury of the Encampment. On inquiry, however, it seemed to be 
more a case of misunderstanding and of accident, than of any laches 
on the part of the officers; and the Encampment haring themselves 
applied such a remedy as they deemed appropriate, no action, except 
a letter from the Grand Patriarch, seemed to be needed. The report 
of the Commission, with other papers pertaining to this subject, are 
annexed, and marked D. E. 

In consequence of decisions made by the Grand Lodge of the United 
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States, at their session in September last, it will become necessary to 
amend Article II, Section l,and Article III, Section 8, of the Constitu- 
tion of this Grand Encampment; and also Article 2, Section 2, Clause 
8, of the Constitution of the Subordinate Encampments under this 
jurisdiction. 

Money is said, in a pre-eminent sense, to form the si tews of war* 
Experience also teaches us that peace requires its sustaining power; 
and heaven-born charity often sinks faint and disheartened without its 
aid. While, therefore, we would secure the greatest good, we must 
not forgot that this cannot always be attained without sacrifice as 
well as effort, and whatever burden necessity lays upon us should be 
borne without murmuring, that our benevolent labors be not hindered, 
or our usefulness marred. 

The resources of the Grand Encampment have heretofore been 
drawn principally from the fees for charters granted to Subordinates. 
This source of income can no longer be~relied upon, and the per cent- 
age on the term dues are insufficient to pay the ordinary expenses of 
this body. At our last session, we were compelled to borrow money 
for the payment of these expenses. Whether they shall be met by an 
increase of the per centage on term dues, by a tax on the Subordinates, 
or by a capitation tax upon each Patriarch, is for this body to deter- 
mine. The Finance Committee will report the condition of the 
Treasury, and recommend measures for placing it in a condition to 
meet its annual expenses. 

Six of the Subordinates have neglected to return their reports to the 
office of the Grand Scribe in season to be made up in his Semi-Annual 
Exhibit. By reference to the Constitution, it will be found the duty 
of the Subordinate Encampments to return their reports to the Grand 
Scribe, at least fifteen days previous to the Semi-Annual and Annual 
Sessions of the Grand Encampment. A want of punctuality, in this par- 
ticular, is a cause of no little perplexity to the Grand Scribe, and may 
nped some further provision for the enforcement of the rule. It is also 
made the duty of the Grand Patriarch, at this session, to make report 
of the state of the Order under this jurisdiction. This can be but im- 
perfectly done in consequence of the absence of so many of the returns. 
So far as can be ascertained without the proper documents, it appears 
that the Patriarchal Order continues prosperous. The laws and usages 
are carfully observed; harmony reigns in our body, and rest is found in 
our tent.

It is well known that the whole trouble originated in the Menotomy 
Encampment. They felt that unless they made an extra exertion 
relative to an addition to their body, they could not sustain them* 
selves. Accordingly, Ihey propose to the members of Harmony Lodge 
that they withdraw from Middlesex Encampment, and they (Menot- 
omy Encampment) would unite with them at Medford.

— The Subordinates shall, at 
the end of each term, report to the Grand Scribe, at least fifteen days 
previous to the Semi-Annual and Annual Sessions of this Grand En- 
campment, the names of the Patriarch initiated, — admitted by card ,— J * 
reinstated, — and of those exalted to the R. P. Degree, — the number 
on whom Degrees have been conferred, — the names of Patriarchs 
withdrawn by card, — deceased, — suspended or expelled, — the names 
of brothers rejected, — the result of the election of officers, — and the 
amount of all moneys due the Grand Encampment.

In the opinion of your Committee, the 
right of a member of the Order to draw benefits is vested, and not 
optional with the Encampments, further than to deprive him thereof 
for improper conduct, or for violating their financial laws. They 
would, therefore, recommend that such alteration be ihade as will

A Bill, presented by the R. W. Grand Lodge of the 
United States, was read and ordered to be paid. 

A Communication was received from Cochran, Cole & 
Co. Read, and ordered on file. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Petition for an 
Encampment at Lawrence, reported verbally against grant- 
ing the charter. Report accepted. 

Rep. Tay offered the following Resolution, which was 
adopted. 

“ Resolved , That a Committee of three be appointed to inquire into 
the expediency of reducing the expenditures of this Right Worthy 
Grand Encampment.’* 

Rep. Tay, P. G. P. Ellison and Rep. Haskell were ap- 
pointed. 

Voted , A recess of ten minutes. 
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Grand Encampment called to order. 

On motion of Rep. Frost, it was 

Voted , That the M. W. Grand Patriarch submit his 
Annual Communication. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts, J. O. O. F. 

With devout ascriptions of praise and thanksgiving to Almighty 
God, for the mercy and kindness with which he has crowned another 
year of our brotherhood; for the peace, prosperity, and happiness 
which we have enjoyed under our tents; and for tho success which 
has followed our labors in the diffusion of the principles of Odd Fellow- 
ship, we would now enter upon another year w ith new courage, fired 
with a new zeal, and nerved with a stronger arm. 

The Patriarchal branch of the Order in this Commonwealth, as ap- 
pears from the returns of the Subordinates, embraces one thousand 
seven hundred and seventy-seven Contributing Members . During the 
past year only one member has been expelled. The suspensions have 
been few, and mostly for non-payment of dues. It is a remarkable 
fact, that, in this large number of members, only ten deaths have 
occurred, being about 1 out of 180. 

The question of the removal of Menotomy Encampment from West 
Cambridge to Medford, which, at our last session, was again refeired 
to the Grand Officers for a rehearing and final action thereon, has been 
carefully considered by that body, and after hearing all parties inter- 
ested the Grand Officers determined that Menotomy Encampment 
should be removed to Medford, and it was accordingly removed. The 
proceedings of the Grand Officers, and their final decree in the 
premises, are annexed to this Report, and marked A. B. 

On the first day of April last, the Grand Patriarch received a letter, 
under the seal of Wompatuck Encampment, No. 18, dated March 28th, 
communicating a Resolution of that Encampment touching the matter 
of the tax imposed upon the Subordinates by the Grand Encampment, 
at its session in February last past. This Resolution is couched in the 
following terms, to w’it : 

“ Resolved , That we, as members of Wompatuck Encampment, 
stand ready to pay this tux whenever the Clause in the Constitution of 
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the Grand Encampment of the United States, or the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Massachusetts, shall be shown to us, which gives the power 
to levy such a tax.** 

It will be observed by every one, that the condition precedent to the 
payment of the tax contained in this Resolution, required the Grand 
Officers or the Grand Encampment to argue the question of its own 
jurisdiction before, and to the satisfaction of one of its own Subordi- 
nates, as a tribunal and final umpire. 

After a careful consideration of the circumstances, the Grand Patri- 
arch addressed a letter to Wompatuck Encampment, stating the pecu- 
niary condition of the Grand Encampment; its ordinary resources 
and expenditures, and its claims upon its Subordinates for support, 
with a suggestion, that, if that Encampment were dissatisfied, and 
wished to contest the right of this Body to impose a tax upon them, 
they <*>uld pay the amount levied upon them under protest, and carry 
the question up by appeal for the decision of the Grand Lodge of the 
United States. 

The only answer received to this Communication of the Grand Patri- 
arch is a verbal one, made by some of the members of that Encamp- 
ment to one of the Grand Officers, that they had received the letter of 
the Grand Patriarch, but they wanted “ constitutional reasons and not 
advice.” 

On the fifth of May, by direction, the Grand Scribe addressed a 
letter to that Encampment, requesting them to notify the Grand 
Officer whether they would pay the tax imposed or not. To this 
letter, an answer was received under the seal of Wompatuck Encamp- 
ment, dated May 10th, offensive in its terms and contemptuous in its 
bearing towards your Body and your Grand Officers, and virtually 
refusing to pay the tax, except upon the condition before mentioned. 

The correspondence and statements relative to this subject, were 
submitted to a meeting of the Grand Officers, holden on the 22d day 
of May last, who, after examining the same, unanimously advised the 
Grand Patriarch to suspend that Encampment for their insubordination 
aforesaid. 

On the 22d day of May last, accompanied by P. G. P. Ellison and 
our Grand Junior Warden McClellan, the Grand Patriarch went to 
Hingham and into Wompatuck Encampment; and for their insubordi- 
nation and contemptuous bearing towards this Body, and your Grand 
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Officers, suspended the same for and during the pleasure of the Grand 
Patriarch and of the Grand Encampment; and ordered the Chief Patri- 
arch then present to deliver up the work-books of said Encampment 
to our W. D. D. G. P. Hersey, of that District, and enjoining upon 
•aid Encampment not to hold any sessions or do any work, as an En- 
eampment, for and during the term of such suspension. 

This act of your Presiding Officer was a painful and most unwelcome 
duty, — one which he strove earnestly, but unavailingly, to avoid. Had 
Wompatuck Encampment paid the tax under protest, and in the form of 
an amicable suit, carried the question to the proper appellate jurisdic- 
tion, the Grand Lodge of the United States; or had they asked the ad- 
vice of the Grand Officers, or requested them to point out the anthority 
under which the Grand Encampment acted in the matter, without 
appending the offensive and contemptuous condition precedent which 
forms a part of their Resolution, no collision could have taken place 
between this Body, or its Officers and themselves. These Patriarchs 
have evidently mistaken their rights, and stand in a false position. 
The Grand Patriarch is the executor of your wishes ; he is bound by 
bis obligation to enforce every law of your Body, nor can any Subor- 
nate, except in a legal and proper manner, refuse obedience %vith 
impunity. 

The Grand Patriarch would respectfully recommend, that, while you 
•ee to it that the authority of your Body be fully vindicated, that a 
course, mild and conciliatory as their present unfortunate position will 
justify, be adopted towards Wompatuok Encampment. The cor- 
respondence, &c. f with the doings of the Grand Officers relative to this 
matter, are annexed to this Report. 

Hitherto Visitation and Withdrawal Cards have been furnished by 
this Body for its Subordinates, at the cost price paid for them in Balti- 
more. The Grand Lodge of this State derive a revenue from the sale 
of these cards to its Subordinates at an advanced price. Whether thp 
Grand Encampment will adopt a similar course, is submitted for your 
consideration. 

To many of the members of this Body, it is probably unknown that 
the Grand Encampment possesses no banner, to be used in processions 
and other occasions which may call us before the public. The Grand 
Lodge has its appropriate banner, and many of our Subordinates make 
a beautiful display of this emblem of their identity. Whenever th? 
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Grand Encampment is in the possession of funds which can be spared 
for that purpose, it is recommended that such an appropriation be 
made as will secure for this Body a good banner. 

The Finance Committee will present you their Report, from which 
it will appear that the Grand Eucampment is free from debt, and that 
there remains in the treasury a small fund to meet future contin- 
gencies. 

Four only of the D. D. G. P.*s have made report of theft doings, to 
wit, from Districts 11, 13, 20, and 23, from which it appears, that in 
these Districts the Order is in a flourishing condition, and that they 
maintain a steady adherence to the landmarks and work of the 
Order. 

Since our last session, two new Encampments, then chartered by 
this Body, have been instituted, viz. : Green River, No. 27, at Green- 
field, and Wells, No. 28, at North Adams, both of which are in a 
highly prosperous condition. 

Permit me, in this my final report, to render to you my most heart- 
felt thanks for that spirit of kindness with which you have uniformly 
both borne and forborne with me as your Presiding Officer, for your 
advice and aid in the performance of my duties. 

I return to you the trust committed to my hands unimpaired. Our 
beloved Order is increasing in its numbers, in the respect of the com- 
munity, and, may we not hope, in its labors of love and mercy.

That they find the circumstances of this case to be as stated by the 
M. W. Grand Patriarch. At the last session of the Grand Encamp- • 
merit, it was ordered “ that a tax be laid upon each Encampment equal 
to twenty cents on each and every member.’ * To the payment of this 
tax Wompatuck Encampment demurred, not in terms of absolute 
refusal, but in such manner as to amount to such refusal. The 
Bncampmentr required of tlie Grand. Officers an explanation of the lt^vs 
authorizing the imposition of such tax as a condition precedent to its , 
payment. Upon the remonstrance of the Grand Patriarch against this 
position of the Encampment, and upon his courteous and full instruc- 
tion of the method to be pursued to remedy any illegality, the Encnttp- 
ment still persisted in its ofTensireconrse ; and to & ComoHmiefttitot, 
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tent by direction of the Grand Patriarch, by the Grand Scribe, a dis- 
respectful response, reiterating its former determination, was returned 
by the Encampment. The Grand Patriarch then proceeded, with 
the adaice of the Board of Grand Officers, to suspend Wompatuck 
Encampment from its rights and privileges as an Encampment. 

Your Committee have taken occasion to refer to the laws by which 
the Grand Encampment is authorized to require the payment of dues 
by its Subordinates. They find that by Div. IY, Art. I, Sec. 7 of the 
Digest of Laws of the Order, that the Grand Encampment has authority 
to require the payment of dues to defray its expenses. This law suffi- 
ciently empowers the Grand Encampment to impose its taxation upon 
its Subordinates, in such measure as it shall find necessary for its sup- 
port. There cannot be a question as to the legality of the order 
passed at the February session. 

But your Committee are not aware that the legality of the order of 
the Grand Encampment is at all essential in the determination of this 
question, and it is only alluded to as showing that the ground of the 
objection, made by the Wompatuck Encampment, is untenable. It 
certainly is not the duty of the Executive of this Body to discuss with 
Subordinates the legality or propriety of the laws and instructions of 
the Grand Encampment. The supreme authority of the Order has 
carefully guarded against the abuse of power, by ample and liberal 
provisions for appeal and remedy, and neither the Officers of this 
Grand Encampment, nor the Subordinates under its government, have 
a right to refuse obedience to its enactments until they are pronounced 
unconstitutional by the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

In refusing to pay the tax imposed by the Grand Encampment, 
Wompatuck Encampment has been guilty of insubordination; and the 
Grand Patriarch, in the exercise of his high prerogative, in suspending 
the Encampment, has, in the opinion of your Committee, most properly 
And necessarily vindicated the authority and laws of this R. W. Body. 

Your Committee feel bound to recommend the confirmation of the 
doings of the Grand Patriarch, with a provision which will allow the 
reinstatement of the Encampment, by an act on the part of its mem** 
bers, acknowledging the incorrectness of their conduct. They, there- 
fore, recommend the adoption of the following Resolutions : —

that the said Encampment, by payment of its dues to the Grand En- 
campment, and the expenses of the Grand Officers, in their visit for the 
purpose of the suspension, within three weeks from the time of notice 
given by the Grand Scribe, shall be reinstated in its full rights. 

2. Resolved, That the Grand Scribe be instructed to communicate 
the foregoing Resolution to Wompatuck Encampment; and in case of 
Its non-compliance, to take proper measures to secure the books 
and property of the Encampment. 

On motion, the Report was accepted and Resolution* 
adopted. 

The Committee appointed on that part of the Grand 
Patriarch’s Communication which relates to Travelling and 
Clearance Cards, submitted the following Report, which 
was accepted and recommendation adopted. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

The Committee to whom was refetred that part of the Grand Patri- 
arch’s Communication referring to the price of Visiting and With- 
drawal Cards, would respectfully recommend that the price of those 
cards be increased to ten cents each, from and after this session.

lodge of the United States, be instructed to use their influ-, 
ence to procure the restoration of the three months 1 term;— 
Which was decided in the negative. 

The following was submitted by Rep. Prescott : — 

I. O. a. F., 

Oasis Hall, Boston , Mass., Avg. 2, 1848. 

The undersigned, being a minority of the Grand Encampment of 
Massachusetts, respectfully appeal to the Grand Lodge of the United 
States, from the action of the said Grand Encampment of Massachu- 
setts, in the following particulars : — 

1st. At the August Session, 1847, and the February Session, 1848, 
the said Grand Encampment referred the Petition of Menotomy En- 
campment and others, for leave to remove the location of the said 
Menotomy Encampment from West Cambridge to Medford, — being out 
of the vicinity that had before that time been tributary to the said 
Menotomy Encampment, and within the vicinity that had been tribu- 
tary to Middlesex Encampment, — to the Grand Officers of the said 
Grand Encampment for final adjudication. 

We appeal from this decision, on the ground that the removal in- 
volved the alteration of a charter , — a legislative act, which the Grand 
Encampment could not confer upon any other body the power to per- 
form, since such reference would be a delegation of “ its legislative 
functions.' * 

2d. At the final hearing of the case, in May, 1848, the Grand Offi- 
cers refused to allow an exception to their competency, taken for the 
purpose of contesting the same before the Grand Encampment of Massa- 
chusetts, and “ordered and decreed ” the removal aforesaid, which 
was immediately made. The Grand Encampment sustained the Grand 
Offieers in the aforesaid decision. 

We appeal from that decision, on the ground that it is a dangerous 
assumption of power by the Grand Officers, because it leaves no means 
of redress to Subordinates and individuals, however gross may be the 
injuries inflicted by the Grand Officers; thus constituting them “an 
independent portion of the governing power ” and annihilating the right 
of appeal to that body to which they are accountable, and through 
which to the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

3d. During the said hearing, testimony was admitted that was en- 
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tkely irrelevant to the ease, and which could not be legally or justly 
allowed, and to which exception was taken at the time. 

We appeal from the decision rendered, on the ground that it was 
influenced by, and in part based upon, the afosesaid extraneous 
evidence. 

4th. During but a small part of the hearing was there more than a 
quorum of the Grand Officers present; and during a large part of the 
time there was less than a quorum; and one of the Grand Officers 
present had prejudged the case, and “ declined hearing any further 
evidence 

We appeal from the decision, on the ground that the absence of a 
quorum, at any time during the trial, or that the prejudice of one of 
the judges in the case, whose presence was necessary to form a 
quorum, were either of them fatal to the decision, because it did not 
secure to the remonstrants in this case “ a fair and impartial trial.'* 

5th. At the session of the Grand Encampment, in August, 1848, 
Middlesex Encampment asked leave to put in a Protest against the 
aforesaid action of that body and its Board of Grand Officers, heave 
was granted, but the reading was arrested and sustained for alleged 
personalities. 

We appeal from that decision, on the ground that it was a forced 
construction, as the clause objected to was not uncourteous towards 
the Grand Encampment, and did not employ language improper to 
convey a knowledge of the ground of complaint.

The Committee of Finance are of the opinion that the Grand En- 
campment will not receive, during the current year, as per centage on 
initiations in Subordinate Encampments, a greater sum than is set 
down in the estimate herewith presented — that estimate being based 
upon the returns for the last term.

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the JR. TV. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts : 

I extend to you my hearty congratulations upon the occasion of 
your semi-annual assembling, for the purpose of examining and delib- 
erating upon the condition of the Patriarchal Order in this jurisdiction. 

Since the Annual Session, in the discharge of the duties of my office, 
I have appointed deputies for the several districts, and have performed 
Buch other preliminary acts as were necessary for the proper prosecu- 
tion of the business of the Grand Encampment for the yearly term. In 
all this I have profited by the efficient assistance and experience of the 
Grand Scribe. 

I regret to make known to you that the Patriarchs of Wompatuck 
Encampment did not avail themselves of the condition provided at the 
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last session, upon which it was within their power to become re- 
instated as an Encampment. Your wishes were made known to them, 
but they declined compliance. The Encampment is therefore sus- 
pended. Owing to some misunderstanding, as I am informed, the 
effects of the Encampment have not been rendered into the hands of 
the Grand Scribe. 

You will be called upon, at this session, to take measures for the 
improvement of the financial condition of the Grand Encampment. 
It is to be desired that this subject should be properly understood ; and 
that, if practicable, the finances of this body be placed upon a certain 
and permanent basis. I invite your attention to the details submitted 
by the Finance Committee. 

But few of the District Deputies have submitted to me their reports* 
Such as I have received disclose a highly favorable condition of your 
jurisdiction. I am persuaded that the state of the Subordinate En- 
campments generally exhibits health and soundness, although there 
are but few indications of great activity and increase.

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the return not being sent in in season, on account of sick- 
ness of Br. Ayres ; was read, and on motion 

Voted , That Wachusett Encampment be excused from 
paying the fine. 

A Petition from ten members of Wompatuck Encampment 
to be reinstated, was received, and referred to a committee 
of three — Reps. Tozer, Livermore, and Davies. 

On motion, 

Voted , To take from the table the motion of Rep. Joseph 
Wells, submitted at the last session, “To reconsider the 
vote passed at the last February session, whereby Massasoit 
and Tri-Mount Encampments were directed to pay Wachu- 
sett Encampment the fees for initiating and exalting Patri- 
archs from Northampton and Greenfield,” and refer the 
same to the next session for action thereon. 

Voted , To take a recess of fifteen minutes. 

Grand Encampment called to order. 

Voted , That P. C. P. Gerrish, of Annawan Encampment, 
(without his certificate,) be admitted and instructed. 

D. D. G. P. Peck stated that the reason the return of Mt. 
Holyoke Encampment was not sent in season, to be exempt 
from a fine, was on account of two of the officers elect being 
sick, and were not able to attend to be installed. 

Voted , That Mt. Holyoke Encampment be excused from 
fine. 

The Committee on Elections and Returns reported upon 
the Certificates of Representatives ; whereupon it was 

Voted , To accept the Report and admit and instruct the 
Representatives. 

The Representatives in waiting who had not been 14- 
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structed in the G. E. degree, were then introduced and 
instructed therein.

Voted , To excuse Sahlom Encampment from fine, as the 
District Deputy was sick, and could not attend to install the 
officers at the proper time. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Financial Re- 
port, made the following, which was accepted : 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusette, I, O.of O . F, 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject matter of the 
Report of the Finance Committee, have attended to their duty, and 
ask leave to report ; That the Grand Scribe be requested to make an 
arrangement with the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, so that the 
occupancy of the room now used by the Grand Encampment, be given 
up, and that a part of the front office be hired of the Grand Lodge for 
the use of the Grand Encampment, provided that the expense shall 
not exceed the sum of twenty-five dollars per annum. Your Commit- 
tee would also recommend that the Grand Scribe be directed to dis- 
pose of such part of the furniture belonging to the Grand Encampment 
as is not absolutely required for the transaction of its business. They 
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would also suggest to the Grand Encampment the propriety of holding 
but one session a year. 

The Committee would also recommend that an annual tax be levied 
upon each Subordinate Encampment under this jurisdiction, equal to 
ten cents upon each contributing member — said tax to be based upon 
the returns of the Subordinates made at the annual sessions.

Voted, That the report of the Grand Scribe be accepted 
and placed on file. 

The subject of Funeral Regalia was presented, as laid 
down in Resolution of the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

«« Resolved , That the Regalia prescribed by the Order as Odd Fellows* 
Regalia, may be worn instead of, or in connection with the funeral 
regnlia prescribed by the laws of the Grand Lodge of tho United 
States, as the respective State Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments 
may determine.** 
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The reading of the Report of Finance Committee wa § 
called for, and on motion of G. H. P. Lord, it was 

Voted , That the Grand Scribe be directed to collect the 
amount due from Middlesex Encampment, forthwith. 

Grand Representative Cole submitted the following Re- 
port of the doings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
at its last session : 

To the Right Worthy Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

The undersigned, Representatives from this body to the Right 
Worthy Grand Lodge of the United States, having, as they hope, 
faithfully discharged the duty with which they were honored, beg to 
present the following summary of the proceedings of that body at its 
last session, as relating particularly to the Patriarchal branch of the 
Order. 

Upon an examination of the able and satisfactory report of the 
Grand Corresponding Secretary, it will be perceived that there are, 
within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States, twenty 
three Grand Encampments, having 359 Subordinates ; and there are 
29 Encampments in States where, as yet, no Grand Encampments have 
been established. The aggregate number of patriarchs is about 18,000. 
— the revenue of Subordinates for the year *47 *48, $88,000 — relief 
$21,000. The representation from Grand Encampment was full — but 
notwithstanding, so quietly is this branch progressing in its usefulness, 
that very little legislation was proposed, or indeed seemed necessary 
for its steady and onward career. 

Noting the Legislation of the G. L. U. S. as it transpired, we have, 
first, to mention a Report made by P. G. Sire Hopkins, from a Com- 
mittee appointed at the Annual Communication in 1847, “ with 
instructions to prepare and report to the session of 1848, full and 
complete instructions in the whole work of the order.” This Report 
presented the unwritten work written , — it was carefully read repeatedly 
to the Representatives, and, with some slight amendments, adopted. 
Subsequently, Article 1 of the Constitution was amended, so that it 
reads after the word “ Odd-Fellowship,” page 15, bottom line, “that 
the unwritten work of the Order shall in no wise be altered or. 
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amended, except by an unanimous vote of this Grand Lodge—* and the 
written work of the Order shall in no wise be altered or amended 
except with the concurrence of four fifths of the members of the 
Grand Lodge.” On taking the question on this amendment, there 
were 64 Ayes — Nays none. 

The funeral regalia adopted at the last session was abolished, and 
the matter left to State Grand Bodies. 

P. G. Sire Hopkins, from a committee upon the subject of Uniform 
Constitutions, reported the following : — “Resolved, That a Committee 
of three be appointed to prepare and report at the next Annual Session 
of this Grand Lodge, a form of Constitution for all Grand Lodges, 
and also a form of Constitution for all Grand Encampments.” This 
resolution, after having been once rejected by two votes, was recon- 
sidered and adopted by 24 votes. Your Representatives believing that 
the adoption of uniform Constitutions by State Grand Bodies, will at 
once prevent similar strifes and contentions to those which have proved 
so injurious to the Order, in one of the largest jurisdictions, they 
recorded their votes in the affirmative of the question, with & full 
assurance of the approbation of the Body they had the honor to rep- 
resent. 

The following resolution was adopted — 

Resolved , That it is imperative upon all Grand and Subordinate 
Lodges and Encampments, to furnish the Officers of their respective 
Lodges and Encampments with the Jewels appertaining to their rank 
and station, as laid down in the work of the Order, on pages 28 and 
as it is for members thereof to be clothed in suitable regalia.” 

The Committee on the State of the Order, made the following 
Report, which was adopted. 

“ That Sec. 7, Art. 11, Division 4, of the Digest, declares the con- 
nection between a Member and his Encampment at once severed by 
his taking a withdrawal card from his Subordinate Lodge, and although 
his Membership is revived by the deposit of his card within one month, 
still his connection having temporarily ceased with Encampment, his 
office, if he held one at the time of his withdrawal, could not remain in 
abeyance, and is therefore vacated.” 

A Resolution having been referred to the Committee on the State of 
the Order, relative to the doctrine of instruction, the Committee 
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reported the following. — Resolved , “That while tins Grand Lodge 
recognizes the right of State Grand Lodges and Encampments to 
instruct their Grand Representatives in matters pertaining particularly 
to said Lodges and Encampments, it also deems the doctrine of instruc- 
tion in matters of interest to the entire Order throughout this 
jurisdiction, as highly inexpedient.’ * 

The same Committee, in answer to an inquiry, reported, “ That in 
^■4 a brother has neglected to pay his dues for such length of time as 
to be debarred by the rules of his own Subordinate, from drawing 
benefits while sick, he cannot be permitted, while he continues sick to 
come in and pay his dues so as to entitle him to benefits,” and this 
opinion was agreed to. 

A most important matter to Subordinate Lodges and Encampments, 
which has not been heretofore provided for, has been accomplished in 
the passage of the following resolution. 

Resolved , “ That it shall be the duty of the Scribe of each Subor- 
dinate Encampment, to furnish to the Secretary of each Subordinate 
Lodge a list of the members of said Lodge, who are also members of 
ouch Encampment, and that it shall be the duty of each Secretary to 
advise each scribe, within a reasonable time, of the granting of a 
withdrawal card to any member of his Lodge, who is also a member 
of such Encampment ; and also of the suspension, expulsion or re- 
instatement of any such member.” 

The importance of this resolution would seem to demand a strict 
compliance with its purpose — and to that end, your Representatives 
recommend that some measures be adopted by which the Scribes of 
Subordinate Encampments, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Body, 
be notified of, and required to comply with, the above resolution. 
Tour Representatives entertain no doubt, but that a corresponding 
action will be had, in the Grand Lodge of our State. 

A Special Committee appointed to report a plan for the classification 
of Representatives, in compliance with a law passed in 1847, and mode 
of drawing for their terms of service, made a Report to be found on 
page 128 printed journal, which was accepted. The ballots having 
been deposited in a box, in the manner prescribed in the report, were 
drawn by the Grand Marshal, as the names of the Grand Representa- 
tives were called by the Grand Secretary, when the following named 
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Representatives from Massachusetts, drew the numbers attached to 
their names : 

From the Grand Lodge, William E. Parmenter, 2 years, 

“ E. M. P. Wells, 1 year. 

From Grand Encampment, Raymond Cole, 2 years, 

“ Joseph B. Frost, 1 year. 

By the law in question, it will be perceived that the term of service 
of a Grand Representative is two years, and that one only is to be 
elected in each year. 

Having now concluded a Report of the Legislation of the G. L. U. 
S. upon matters of special interest to the Patriarchal department of the 
Order, your Representatives beg your indulgence for a moment to 
enable them to say one word upon two subjects only, of general 
interest. 

From Circulars already distributed to the Encampments and Lodges 
in our State, the pecuniary position of the reputed Father of our Order, 
has been made known. Yet your Representatives, from their knowl- 
edge acquired in the G. L. U. S., feel that they should do injustice to 
the dignity of that Grand Body, as well as to their own sentiments, 
were they to forbear to urge a compliance with the very able Report 
of the Committee which had his case under consideration. This old 
and faithful Pioneer in our Order, labored hard to establish an Institu- 
tion, of which we are proud, and through the influence of which 
thousands have been made glad. In the language of the Report, “ his 
name is inseparably blended with our past history, and so long as our 
organization shall continue, the memory of his labors must survive.** 
Having lost an ample fortune by the casualties of life, and being too 
advanced to seek new occupations, the Grand Lodge looking upon him 
as the Father of Odd Fellowship, have made an appeal to his children, 
which they believe will be responded to in a manner, that will calm 
and make happy the few remaining years of one whose charity and 
benevolence have ever been conspicuous. 

The great controversy which threw the Order into discord and dis- 
union in the State of New-York, was a subject of great moment, and 
demanded and received the serious and careful examination of a 
Committee, whose sessions were constant during the session of the G. 
L. Notwithstanding the existence of much excitement on the part of 
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those most deeply interested, yet not an instance occurred, wherein 
the spirit of Odd Fellowship did not predominate over personal feelings. 

All the questions in this unfortunate discusssion were fairly met, and 
it is to be hoped, have been definitively settled. 

Tour Representatives cannot better close this imperfect sketch, than 
by quoting from the Grand Secretary’s Report, the following para- 
graph. 

“ Massachusetts. — Odd Fellowship is no where more prosperous than 
in this Commonwealth. The able reports of the efficient Grand Sec- 
retary and Grand Scribe are made with great care and precision, and 
justly commend him to the regard of the brotherhood of Massachu- 
setts.”

The committee to whom was submitted the petition of certain 
Patriarchs of Wompatuck Encampment, No. 18, and also so much of 
the Grand Patriarch's communication as refers to that Encampment, 
have attended to their duty, and respectfully report 

That they have heard the particulars of the case from the petition- 
ers who wish to be themselves reinstated without reinstating the whole 
Encampment, which, of course, cannot be granted to them. At the 
last session of the Grand Encampment certain conditions were sub- 
mitted to Wompatuck Encampment, with which they have not seen fit 
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to comply. The committee therefore recommend that the petition for 
the reinetatement of Wompatuck Encampment be not granted. But 
for the purpose of giving one more opportunity to that Encampment 
to resume its former position in the Order, they would recommend that 
further time be granted to it to comply with the requirements of this 
Grand Encampment, and they therefore submit a resolution, and re- 
commend its passage.

On motion, at 1 o’clock, P. M., the Grand Encampment 
adjourned sine die.

The return of the Annual Session brings us together once more to 
consult for the good of this branch of the Order under our govern- 
ment. I sincerely congratulate you upon the occasion, as it com- 
pletes another year of successful operation of this jurisdiction in the 
Patriarchal department of the Order. 

The condition of the Subordinate Encampments is not widely differ- 
ent from that in which you found them at the Semi-Annual Session. 
Without much increase, or many outward signs of activity, they are, 
I am persuaded, generally in healthful operation, and fulfil their im- 
portant duty in the Order, with fidelity and success. 

It is with great satisfaction that I announce to you that Wompatuck 
Encampment has complied with the terms required at the last session, 
as the condition of its reinstatement, and that it has been restored to 
its position in your jurisdiction. Its location is now at East Wey- 
mouth, and it has re-commenced its work with the fairest prospects of 
resuming its former standing and usefulness.

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his semi-annual 
Communication, which was read and accepted ; and, on 
motion, referred to Reps W. VV. Pierce, Caleb Rand and 
P. K. Hills, for the purpose of dividing the subjects therein 
contained, and appointing proper Committees thereon. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication . 

To the R. W. O . Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs, — We have again assembled for the purpose of legis- 
lating for the Patriarchal Branch of our Order. I regret that I cannot 
present its condition so prosperous, as has been done by my predecessors. 

In numerical strength, the Subordinates remain nearly in the same 
condition, as reported at the last Annual Session ; there being a de- 
crease only, by suspension, expulsion, withdrawals and deaths, accord- 
ing to the returns forwarded to the Grand Scribe, of 43. 

The Grand Scribe has reported to me that the returns from Menoto- 
my Encampment, No. 3, Middlesex, No. 9, Wanackmamack, No. 16, 
have not been received for three terms, and Charles River, No. 22, for 
two terms. Section 6, Article 6, of the Constitution provides, that a 
Subordinate Encampment neglecting or refusing to make its returns for 
two regular terms, is liable to forfeiture of Charter. I submit the cases 
of these Encampments for your consideration. 

Since our Annual Session I have received no communication from the 
Subordinates, which required an official answer, which indicates, that, 
although this branch of the Order may not be in a very prosperous, it 
is in a harmonious condition. 

A communication has been received by me purporting to be from 
Wompatuck Encampment, No. 18, located at Hingham, requesting the 
Grand Officers to install their officers on the 2d of January last ; not 
recognizing such an Encampment as being under this jurisdiction, I 
declined answering it, and submit it together with the Report of the 
D. D. Grand Patriarch for your serious consideration. 

Reports have been received only from Districts Nos. 1, 2, 11, 15, 17, 
19 and 26. With the exception of Howard Encampment, No. 19, and 
Metacomet, No. 26, the Deputies report the several Encampments 
under their charge to be in a healthy condition, and Massasoit and 
Tri-Mount in a very prosperous condition. The D. D. of Howard 
reports that it has “just breath, and that is all.” Of the other En- 
campments I can give no account, not having received their reports. 
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The D. D. of Metacomet Encampment reports it to be in as good 
condition “ as the average," and at the same time presents a protest 
against the Tax laid upon its members at the last session for the support 
of the Grand Encampment, which protest will be laid before thisR. W. 
Grand Body by the Grand Scribe. 

The Grand Scribe will present for your consideration a communica- 
tion received from the R. W. Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
the United States, in relation to the Wildey Fund. 

Trusting that the deliberations of this day’s Session may tend to 
increase the prosperity of our Order, I respectfully submit this my first 
Report.

To the M. W. G. Patriarch of the Grand Encampment of Mass. 

M. W. Sir and Brother, — In obedience to the resolutions of the 
R. W. Grand Lodge of the U. States, adopted at the session of 1849, 
the Grand Sire and Grand Secretary have made the assessment for 
defraying the expenses of the approaching adjourned and regular 
communication of the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States. The 
assessment is six and one-fourth cents on each member, the basis of 
calculation being the returns made to the Grand Lodge of the United 
States for the year 1848-9. 

The assessment on your Grand body therefore amounts to $97 37J. 

I am directed by the Grand Sire to communicate the above informa- 
tion to you, and to' request that your Grand body will respond by 
forwarding the amount of your assessment, to this office, at the earliest 
practicable moment.

The following, among other proceedings, was bad at the September 
session, 1849. Test, 

Resolved , That the pay of representatives to and officers of this body, 
(excepting those to whom stated salaries are allowed,) shall be three 
dollars per diem, during their attendance upon the sessions of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States. 
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Be it further resolved , That in addition to the above, the said repre- 
sentatives and officers shall also receive six cents for each mile travelled 
from their respective residences, to the place of meeting of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, and back again ; the said mileage to be 
computed by the nearest mail route, between said points. 

And be it further resolved , That the said per diem, allowance and 
mileage shall be paid by the Grand Treasurer, on the certificate of the 
Grand Secretary. 

And be it further resolved , That to meet the payment of the said 
per diem, allowance and mileage, the Grand Sire and the Grand Secre- 
tary, shall make an annual assessment upon each State Grand Body 
— said assessment to be estimated pro rata upon the number of mem- 
bers of the Subordinate Lodges and Encampments of such State Grand 
Bodies respectively. 

Grand Rep. Cole submitted the following Report of the 
doings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, at its last 
Session, at Baltimore; which was read, and, on motion, 
accepted and ordered to be printed. 

To the R . W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of the United States necessarily 
published and in the possession of Grand and Subordinate Encampments 
some time previous to the ordinary presentation of the Report of the 
Grand Representatives, renders it unnecessary that a recapitulation 
of them should swell our journal and impose expense ; nevertheless, 
the subscribers. Grand Representatives from this Body to the Grand 
Lodge U. S., having attended its session held at Baltimore in Septem- 
ber last, in conformity to usage submit the following brief Report of 
the Proceedings of that Body, relating to the Patriarchal Branch of the 
Order. 

One of the most important acts of the Grand Lodge U. S. at its last 
Session, was the passage of the following Resolutions : 

Resolved , That the pay of Representatives to and Officers of thfs 
body, (excepting those to whom stated salaries are allowed) shall be 
three dollars per diem during their attendance upon the sessions of the 
Grand Lodge of the United States. 

Be it further Resolved , That in addition to the above, the said Repre- 
sentatives and Officers shall also receive six cents for each mile travelled 
from their respective residences, to the place of meeting of the Grand 
Lodge of the U. S., and back again, the said mileage to be computed 
by the nearest mail route between said points. 

And be it further Resolved , That the said per diem , allowance and 
mileage shall be paid by the Grand Treasurer on the certificate of 
the Grand Secretary. 
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•And be it further Resolved, That to meet the payment of the said 
per diem, , allowance and mileage the Grand Sire ana Grand Secretary 
•hall make an annual assessment upon each State Grand Body, said 
assessment to be estimated pro rata upon the number of members of 
the Subordinate Lodges and Encampments of such State Grand Bodies 
respectively. 

It will be perceived by a reference to the Journal, that your Repre- 
sentatives believing that the passage of the above resolutions would 
eventually prove injurious to the pecuniary interest of the Order, and 
in every respect unnecessary, voted in opposition to their adoption. 
There can be but little doubt, we think, that the next session will repeal 
them. 

An adjourned session of the Grand Lodge U. S. is to be holden at 
Cincinnati, on the second Monday in September next, to revise its Con- 
stitution ; said revision to be presented to the G. L. U. S. at its next 
annual session to be holden at Cincinnati, on the third Monday in 
September. 

The difficulty in the jurisdiction of New York has been adjusted by 
the granting of an additional State Grand Lodge, and the permission 
of Subordinates to elect to which they will be attached, the Northern 
or Southern district. Your Representatives viewing this procedure as 
departing from the established laws of the Order, and as a dangerous 
precedent, were constrained, however anxious for quietude in N. York, 
to vote throughout in opposition to what was termed a compromise. 
They anxiously hope, however, that good may grow out of the discus- 
sion and decision of the Grand Lodge in this matter. 

The subsequent legislation of the Grand Lodge is to be in more par- 
liamentary form. Instead of the present mode of adopting reports 
which are recognized as laws and so spread over the Journal in their 
different stages of disposition, as to render it nearly impossible to ascer- 
tain what the laws really are. Committees are to report by bill, when 
practicable, and its passage or rejection be attained after the manner 
of Congress : thus we shall have a code of laws easily accessible, and 
more certain in their meaning, 

% It will be remembered that at the Session of the Grand Lodge U. S. 
pf 1848, the work of the Order was established, not to be changed 
Unless by an unanimous vote of the Grand Lodge. No sqch vote was 
passed at the last session, consequently the work remains as given by 
your Representatives at the last session of this Grand Body. 

It being the duty of the senior Representative to write this Report, 
he will be excused, perchance, for acknowledging that he is greatly 
indebted to Grand Representative Parmenter, for the loan of his 
abstract. The following I copy from him.

The Committee appointed on the Protest from Metacomet 
Encampment, No. 26, submitted the following Report, which, 
on motion, was accepted and adopted : 
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To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Mastackmetts. 

The Committee to whom the Protest of Metacomet Encampment was 

committed, respectfully report : 

That they have examined the subject of the Protest submitted to them, 
and find that at the last session of this R. W. Body such an amendment 
was made to the Constitution ; that, beside the payment by subor- 
dinates of fees on dues and degrees for the support of this Body, an 
annual per capita tax of fifteen cents should be paid by each Subordi- 
nate on each and every of its members in good standing. As a principle, 
the Committee are unanimously of opinion that a per capita tax upon 
its members operates more equally upon the Subordinate and its mem- 
bers than by any other method ; and the only matter of grievance in 
the protest, seems to relate to the amount of the tax imposed. 

In consequence of a late law of the G. L. U. S., all Representatives 
to that Body are to be paid for their mileage and attendance out of its 
funds, and for the replenishing of its treasury for that purpose a per 
capita tax should be levied upon the Grand Encampments and through 
them upon their Subordinates, of six and a quarter cents upon each 
member. 

Whether this arrangement of the G. L. U. S. is to be permanent is

R. W. Body will be and remain about what they now are, and we do 
not believe that the Grand Encampment can be sustained at a less rate.

3> 9, 18, and 22, have attended to the duty, and are ready to Report : 

In relation to No. 3, they can only give such facts as have been pre- 
sented to them by reliable sources. Your Committee is informed that 
there is no attendance of the members of this Encampment, it is in an 
unhealthy state, and there is no prospect of its condition improving. 
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What is said of No. 8 , may ba justly said of No. 8 ; your Committee 
will here call the notice of the Grand Encampment to this fact, — here 
are two Encampments within a short distance of each other, trying to 
sustain themselves ; with their resources, it is evident, one or the other 
must cease to exist. It is not for your Committee to say which must 
die, for, in their opinion, there is no choice betwixt them, but both 
possess a precarious existence, and will leave it for the officers of the 
Grand Encampment to decide finally.

Resolved, That Reps. Ingraham and Barney, be admitted and in- 
structed. 

The Representatives in waiting, who had not received the 
Grand Encampment Degree, were then introduced and 
instructed therein. 

On motion ofG. H. Priest Wm. Tozer, it was 

Resolved , That this Grand Encampment instruct again at 11 o’clock. 

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his Annual Com- 
munication, which was read, accepted, and referred to 
Patriarchs Ely, Lord, and Ingraham, for the purpose of 
nominating suitable Committees on such portions of it as it 
is necessary to bring before this Grand Body. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the Officers and Members of the R. TV. Grand Encampment : 

Patriarchs, — Previous to retiring from the honorable and respon- 
sible office I now hold, it becomes my duty to give an account (as far 
as lies in my power,) of the condition of the Order within this jurisdic- 
tion. 

I regret that I cannot congratulate you upon its rapid progress, or 
wide extension, during the year I have had the honor to preside over 
it. Two tents only have been spread, viz : Iyanough, No. 29, located 
at Barnstable, which was instituted March 21st, by P. C. P. Mullin, 
assisted by P. C. P. Nassau ; and Roulstone Encampment, No. 30, 
at Fitchburg, which was instituted March 27tb, by P. G. Patriarch 
Samuel Wells, assisted by myself and a delegation from members of 
the Grand Encampment belonging to Bunker Hill Encampment. 

The Charters of Menotomy Encampment, No. 3, and Middlesex, 
No. 9, have been reclaimed, but they have not been surrendered. 1 
have understood from some of the officers of Charles River, No. 22, 
that it had surrendered its Charter : no official notice of the fact has 
been received by me, neither have the books, paper*, and property of 
the Encampment been surrendered. 

At the February Session, a Resolution was adopted instructing 
Wompaluck Encampment to proceed forthwith to file charges against. 
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and to bring to trial for insubordination and unworthy conduct, those 
persons who retain the books and other property of that Encampment, 
and who form an illegal body styled an Encampment, and holding its 
sessions in Iiingham. It becomes my duty to inform you that Worn- 
patuck Encampment has neglected to comply with the requisitions of 
this Grand Body. I cannot believe that tfie Encampment, composed 
as it is of some of the most worthy members of this branch of the 
Order, have neglected or refused to obey the mandate of the Grand 
Encampment out of disrespect to this Body, or to set its authority at 
defiance. There are, probably, some circumstances connected with 
this case which have deterred the Encampment from proceeding 
according to the directions of the Grand Encampment, which may be 
satisfactorily explained by its Representatives or D. D. G. Patriarch. 
I would recommend that a Committee be appointed to investigate the 
case. 

You will perceive, by the Report of the Grand Scribe, that the 
number of contributing members is 41 less than reported at the 
Annual Session, 1849. 

Eight District Deputy Grand Patriarchs only, have reported to me, 
I am therefore unable to give you full information with regard to the 
condition and prosperity of the Subordinates. From personal know- 
ledge, I can report Massasoit and Tri-Mount Encampments to be in a 
very flourishing condition. Our worthy Grand High Priest reports Mt. 
Hebron to be in a good condition, although it has diminished in num- 
bers. Our worthy P. G. Junior Warden who has charge of Merrimack, 
No. 7, does not present its condition in a favorable light. He asks, 
“ What is to be the fate of the Patriarchal Branch of the Order in this 
8tate ? ** I shall refer, indirectly, to this subject, and leave the Grand 
Encampment to decide. 

Patriarch Pollard, the D. D. of Shalom, No. 12, informs me that there 
has been but little change in its condition ; there has been but a small 
increase in its numbers, yet I have reason to believe that, having 
pitched its tent upon a new soil, it will prosper. 

Patriarch Butts, Deputy of Nahant, No. 11, reports the Encamp- 
ment free from debts under which it had been laboring for a long time, 
and that it will, probably, present a petition to this body for a change 
of name. 

Naomi, No. 14, has been unfortunate in losing its furniture, &c., by 
the fire which destroyed the Hall in which it met, in June last. The 
Deputy does not report the condition of the Encampment. 

Patriarch Farnsworth, the Deputy of Monomake, represents the 
Encampment to be in good condition, and doing well. 

I think it proper to allude to a subject which recently has received 
tome attention within this jurisdiction, and which has been discussed, 
as it appears to me, without sufficient understanding of the difficulties 
pertaining to it. This subject is the union of the Patriarchal and Sub- 
ordinate branches. The condition of the former Branch throughout 
the country, by no means requires that such a course should be pursued. 
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for its preservation ; and T am not convinced that if the scheme were 
practicable it would be expedient to sacrifice a prosperous and honor- 
able department of the Order, with no better prospect than that of 
incumbering another branch with additional requirements. But, how- 
ever this may be, such an union is impossible, except by the universal 
surrender of Charters of Grand and Subordinate EacarapmentothroNglb- 
out the entire jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States. 
No action of the supreme Body can be effectual, for tbfis purpose ; 
for so long as seven members of any Encampment choose to bold ks 
Charter, it is unreclaimable, and the union cannot therefore be consum- 
mated. It is not a for moment to be supposed that the great and suc- 
cessful jurisdictions in our neighborhood, are ready to surrender their 
authority; and it is not then advisable to agitate the Order unnecessarily, 
by random discussions upon questions which it is beyond the legislative 
power of our Grand Bodies to determine. 

Another important subject will be submitted for your consideration. I 
refer to the Report of the joint committee appointed by this Body and 
the Right Worthy Grand Lodge at the sessions in February last, in 
relation to the Tax levied by the Grand Lodge of the United States 
upon State Grand Lodges and Encampments. So far as dollars and 
cents are concerned, it would make but little difference with this Grand 
Encampment ; but as other principles are involved in the passage of 
this vote by the G. L. U. S., I recommend that the Report receive 
your careful consideration. 

You will perceive by the Finance Committee’s Report that the funds 
of the Grand Encampment are not in a very prosperous condition. The 
Tax levied by the Grand Lodge of the United States, (if paid,) and 
the expenses of the Grand Representatives to attend the adjourned and 
regular Sessions at Cincinnati, will require that some provision should 
be made to meet them. I leave it with you to devise the means. 

Patriarchs, — The duties of Grand Patriarch, since I have had 
the honor of holding that office, have been trifling compared with those 
of my predecessors. Such as I have been called upon to perform, I 
have endeavored to discharge faithfully and for the interests of the 
Grand and Subordinate Encampments. I cannot leave this chair with- 
out expressing the gratitude 1 feel for the assistance which has been 
rendered me by my associates in office, and the kind and brotherly 
treatment which has been extended to me by every memher of the 
Grand Encampment with whom I have been associated.

To the R. W. Grand of , I. 0. of 0. F. 

R. TV. Sire and Brothers , — The undersigned, Committees of the 
Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment, of Massachusetts, to whom was 
referred the subject matter of the Special Tax levied by the Grand Lodge 
of the United States on the several State Grand Bodies, have adopted 
the following as expressive of their views in relation to the action had 
by the Grand Lodge of the United States, and which they beg leave 
most respectfully to submit to your R. W. Body. 

To arrive at a just and right conclusion it will be necessary, occa- 
sionally, to refer to the Constitution and Laws of the Grand Lodge of 
the United States, and to examine thoroughly the decisions heretofore 
made by that Body in considering proposed amendments to the Con- 
stition. 

The questions, then, which naturally arise are — 

1st. — Was the amendment to Article XII of the Constitution 
adopted in the manner and form prescribed by that instrument, as 
heretofore interpreted by that Body ? 

2d.— -Can the Grand Lodge of the United States, by resolution, im- 
pose a Special Tax, when the Constitution enumerates the several 
sources from which its revenue shall be collected ? 

Article XVIII of the Constitution provides that “ any alteration or 
amendment of this Constitution must be offered to this Grand Lodge- 
in writing — at a stated meeting thereof, and, if seconded, it shall be 
entered on the minutes ; at the next stated meeting the amendments 
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may be considered, and, if agreed to by two thirds of the rotes given* 
shall become a part of the Constitution.* * The undersigned are of the 
opinion, that the amendment to Article XII, of the Constitution* was 
not legally adopted; inasmuch as the whole of the original proposition 
was not acted upon at once, but was divided and a direct vote had on 
the first sentence of the proposition only, and as an amendment to an 
amendment of the Constitution is not admissable, therefore, t6 divide 
the question of amendment is equally inadmissable. 

In 1846, Grand Sire Sherlock decided that h was not in order^ to 
amend a proposed amendment to the Constitution, and on appeal being 
taken from his decision, it was sustained by the Grand Lodge ; not- 
withstanding the amendment offered was merely to alter the phrase- 
ology, without changing the substantive proposition. — [Vol. 2, p. 259. 

At the very last Session of the Grand Lodge of the United States an 
amendment was offered to a proposed amendment of the Constitution* 
and was, by the Grand Sire, ruled out of order. Now, if it be not in 
order at the time of taking final action on a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution to amend the amendment, can it be in Uflder to divide the 
question of amendment so as to adopt the first part and reject or lay on 
the table the remaining part of the proposed amendment ? A motion 
to amend, by striking out, is declared to be out of order ; but to divide 
the question of amendment so as to adopt one part and reject the 
remainder, which is in effect to amend by striking out, is held by the 
same Body to be in order. 

The effect of an amendment to the amendment, and a division of the 
Question of amendment, so that a part may be adopted and the remain- 
der rejected, is the same. Your Committee are, therefore, clearly of 
the opinion, that, inasmuch as the amendment to Article XII of the 
Constitution was not acted upon as a whole but was divided and the 
first part only adopted, it was not legally passed — it not having been 
acted upon in a formal manner. 

Article XII of the Constitution provides that “the revenue of the 
Grand Lodge shall be as follows : 

1st. Fees for Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment Charters, $30. 

2d. Fees for Charter for Subordinate Lodges or Encampments, 
working under its immediate jurisdiction, $30. 

3d. Dues from Subordinate Lodges or Encampments holding war- 
rants from this Lodge, 10 per centum on their receipts. 

4th. Dues from State, District, or Territorial Grand Lodges and 
Grand Encampments, $20 per annum for each vote they shall be 
entitled to in this Lodge.'* 

Article XII of the Constitution is perfectly plain, there is no difficulty 
attending its interpretation, the various sources of revenue are there 
specifically enumerated. The Grand Lodge of tbe United 8tates can- 
not levy a Special Tax, nor can they collect any revenue, whatever, 
from sources other than those set forth in Article XII of the Constitu- 
tion ; if additional revenue is needed to pay ordinary or extraordinary 
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expenses of the Grand Lodge of the United States, provision must be 
made by altering the Constitution firet, it cannot be done by mere reso- 
lution, — and that the original mover in this matter of a Special Tax so 
viewed the matter at one time, as did also a very respectable minority 
of the Grand Lodge at a later period, is apparent upon the Record. 
This Tax was first presented by Representative Spooner, of Ohio, as an 
amendment to Article XII of the Constitution, in this form it was laid 
upon the table early in the session ; it was subsequently revived in the 
shape of Resolutions, and, when the question of their passage came up, 
P. G. Sire Kneas very properly raised the following question of order, 
— “ whether the fourth Resolution is not an alteration of, or amend- 
ment to, the Constitution of this Body, and should then lie over to the 
next Session ; inasmuch as it provides for the raising of additional 
revenue by an annual assessment upon each Grand Body, when the 
12th Article of the said Constitution provides for all the revenue col- 
lected by this Body.** 

The Chair hereupon ruled, — “ That the 12th Article having been 
amended at the present Communication, so as to require the payment 
of the expenses of Representation by the Grand Lodge, any law neces- 
sary to carry that into effect may be considered as a law , and not as a 
Constitutional amendment : the amendment having been made to the 
revenue Article, pre-supposes further action in the way of law.*’ 

This remarkable decision was sustained by the Grand Lodge, by a 
vote of 52 to 24. It would be more creditable to that Body to say, that 
the amendment to the “ Revenue Act,” alluded to by the Grand Sire, 
pre-supposed a Treasury afflicted with plethora, than it would to sup- 
pose that the members of that worthy Body really and seriously ex- 
pected that the Treasury would be, for any considerable length of time, 
replenished by means of a Special Tax so unjustly and unconstitutionally 
imposed. Now we contend that this decision was — and, so long as it is 
maintained by the Grand Lodge, is — entirely subversive of that Article 
of the Constitution, which defines the method of its amendment ; this 
will be seen if we but trace, for a moment, its operation. The Grand 
Lodge receives an amendment to the Constitution, at one meeting, of 
an apparently unimportant character, takes it up at its next meeting 
and passes it by the Constitutional vote of two-thirds ; now for the 
afterpart, the majority wish to carry through a measure of a really im- 
portant character, and, in order to do this, they have only to decide 
that it is rendered necessary by the passage of the unimportant amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and it thus becomes law, and, as such, must 
be obeyed. 

Why has the Grand Lodge been particular in making a Constitutional 
provision that “ The Revenue of the Grand Lodge shall be as follows,” 
if it can, at will, overstep the boundaries of the Constitution, and set 
aside every limit therein contained*, and, at pleasure, by resolution, 
open new channels of revenue, and levy special taxes at discretion. 
The proposition is self-evident, that, whenever the Constitution pre- 
scribes particular sources of revenue, it is beyond the power of the 
Body acting under such Constitution to collect any revenue whatever 
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other than from the sources specially enumerated. If the power of the 
Grand Lodge of the United States is unlimited and illimitable, why has 
a Constitution been adopted, what need is there of any Constitution at 
all? 

If the whole intent and meaning of the Constitution can at once be 
changed by resolution, then, indeed, there is no call for such an instru- 
ment ; and it were better that it never had been adopted. It never 
could have been intended, by the framers of the Constitution, to give 
to the Grand Lodge of the United States power to set at nought its 
provisions at pleasure, but, on the contrary, their evident intentions 
were to fix limits within which the legislation of that Body should be 
confined. Taxation and Representation ought always to go hand in 
hand, and this great republican principle should form the basis of Tax- 
ation by, and State Representation in, the Grand Lodge of the United 
States ; but, in the case before us, this principal is wholly reversed,-— 
the many are, indeed, onerously taxed, the benefit accrues only to the 
few. Tne Special Tax, levied by the Grand Lodge, is mainly paid by 
the older ana larger jurisdictions comprising a vast majority of the whole 
6rder, while the smaller jurisdiction comprising but a small minority of 
the Order, control the legislation of that Body and to whose mandates 
the majority are required to yield implicit obedience. The jurisdictions 
of Northern and Southern New-York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Massa- 
chusetts are called upon to pay more than one-half of this Special Tax, 
and yet are entitled to only about one-fifth of the whole number of 
Representatives. 

We hold, therefore, that the Special Tax levied by the Grand Lodge 
of the United States is unconstitutional and inexpedient, that it is unjust 
in its application, unequal in its operation, and that the interests of the 
whole Order demand its immediate repeal. We would, therefore, urge 
upon the Grand Lodge of the United States the importance and neces- 
sity of reconsidering the whole subject at the earliest possible moment, 
believing that the present arrangement, if persisted in, will be of incal- 
culable injury to the Order. And we deem it highly important to the 
existence of the Institution, that a determined and well-directed effort 
should be made on the part of the several State Grand Lodges and 
Grand Encampments, to the end that the Special Tax imposed at the 
last Session may be abolished ; and the amendment to Article XII of 
the Constitution may be reconsidered, or declared not to have been 
legally adopted.

The Grand Patriarch submitted his Semi-Annual Com- 
munication, which was read, accepted, and referred to Rep- 
resentatives, Tozer, Ingraham, and Moore, for the purpose 
of nominating suitable committees on such portions of it as 
it is necessary to bring before this Grand Body. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the Officers and Members of the R. W . Grand Encampment of 

Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs. — I wish it was in my power, in meeting you upon this 
occasion, to felicitate you upon the existence of a greatly increased 
interest in the Patriarchal branch of the Order in this jurisdiction ; but 
the paucity of Reports from District Deputy Grand Patriarchs, leaves 
me without material from which any definite judgment can be formed 
of the degree of prosperity or adversity existing in the Subordinates. 
It is to be hoped that the silence on the part of these officers does not 
proceed from an inability to speak favorably of the state of things in 
their several Districts, — that it is not a silence ominous of evil. From 
the few Reports which have reached me, and from my own observa- 
tion, 1 should infer that there had been no great change in the state of 
the Order, since your last session. 

Since your last session, Charles River Encampment, No. 22, of 
Cambridge, and Woinpatuck, No. 18, of East Weymouth, have 
surrendered their Charters. Several members of the former have 
taken cards from the Grand Scribe, and connected themselves with 
other Encampments. 
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It will be recollected that at the February session of 1860, Wompa- 
tuck Encampment was directed to bring to trial certain members, who, 
wrongfully, and m disobedience of the repeated mandates of your 
Right Worthy Body, retained possession of the charter, books, and 
property of said Encampment. This duty, Wompatuck Encampment, 
from inability, failed to perform ; and 1 submit to your consideration, 
whether some other measures should not be adopted to reach the rectt* 
sants. Perhaps it would be better to leave them to the terrors of a 
guilty conscience, which will sooner or later overtake those who have 
so outrageously violated solemn and voluntarily assumed obligations. 

At the session previous to the last, the Charter of Middlesex En- 
campment, No. 9, of Malden, was reclaimed. No steps have been 
taken for the surrender of the Charter of this Encampment, and the 
exertions of the Grand Scribe to obtain possession of its property, have 
thus far proved fruitless. 

1 suggest to you whether it would not be expedient to reclaim the 
charter of Wanackmamack Encampment, No. 16, of Nantucket, as the 
reasons heretofore assigned for the discontinuance of its meetings still 
exist. Should the Patriarchs of this Encampment return from Califor- 
nia, and manifest a desire to resume work, arrangements could easily 
be made for their so doing. 

Tho fact that within the year past four Encampments have been 
stricken from the roll of existence, and the rumors which from time te 
time reach us, that others are in a precarious condition, should bring 
us carefully to consider whether there are any particular causes in 
operation, calculated to produce the extinction of those Encampments 
which are dependent for their members upon a limited number of 
Lodges, and .then, often times remotely situated from the place at 
which the Encampment meetings are held. ' Have the Encampments 
above alluded to ceased to exist from local and temporary causes ; or 
does there prevail in the smaller Encampments, as a general thing, an 
apathy among the members, which will, unless diminished, be destruc- 
tive in its effects ? If we are compelled to answer this question, in any 
degree in the affirmative, cannot measures be adopted which will in- 
fuse new life into the Patriarchal branch of the Order, and cause it 
again to “ bud and blossom as the rose.” I would not be considered 
an alarmist, but does not the state of affairs, take the most favorable 
view we can of them, warrant me in urging the subject of these sug- 
gestions upon your attentive consideration. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge of the United States, the 
special tax, which was so justly odious in this jurisdiction, was repealed. 
It is to be regretted that that Body could not have been induced to ac- 
knowledge the unconstitutionality of the method by which it was im- 
posed. This Grand Encampment never assumed a position in this 
matter which could rightfully be construed as an intention to nullify an 
enactment of the Grand Lodge of the United States, but simply de- 
sired that the question should have a re-hearing in that body. That 
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object having been attained, it now only remains for ns to pay the tax 
for the one year it was in operation. 

A system of cash payments having been adopted by the Grand Lodge 
of the United States, I would recommend that a similar plan be 
adopted by this Grand Encampment in its dealings with Subordinates. 
Many advantages, which would result from this proceedure, will read- 
ily suggest themselves to your minds, and render unnecessary any 
argument from me. 

From Reports Which will be made to you it will be seen that the 
Unsocial affairs of your Right Worthy Body are in a prosperous con- 
dition, and in my opinion Will require no legislating upon the subject 
at this session. 

May the deliberations of your Session eventuate in legislation which 
shall secure an increased interest among the Patriarchs, add to our 
numbers and usefulness, and tend to secure harmony throughout the 
jurisdiction.

Grand Rep. Frost submitted the following Report of the 
doings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, at its last 
session at Cincinnati, which was read, and, on motion, 
accepted, and ordered to be printed ; 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

In accordance with what seems to be established usage, your Repre- 
sentatives to the Grand Lodge of the United States, would submit 
their Report. 

The printed Jonrnal of Proceedings of that body having reached 
the several Subordinates, precludes the necessity of presenting any- 
thing more than a brief synopsis of the business of the session. 

By reference to the Journal, it will be seen, that the Grand Lodge 
having perceived the general disapprobation of a very large majority 
of the Order to the law of 1849, for raising revenue, (as expressed by 
the different Grand Bodies,) have repealed it by the large and decisive 
vote of 63 to 9. But at the same time that body still retains the sys- 
tem of paying its members their expenses for attending its sessions ; 
and in order to meet this great expense to that body, the Committee 
of Finance were instructed to report some plan of taxation ; and we 
have no doubt but that you will agree with your Representatives, that 
the Report of the Committee, which was adopted by the Grand 
Lodge, is the most feasible aud judicious that could have been pre- 
sented ; for, as the demands of the Order for supplies, books, and 
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other properties from the Grand Lodge, is increased or diminished by 
its prosperity or adversity, it seems to us to be the most equal and cor- 
rect method of raising a revenue. 

Another subject that seems necessary to direct to your notice, is an 
additional By-Law, submitted by Rep. Conley, of Georgia, and which 
is to be found on page 465 of the Journal. It will be seen that this law 
deprives individual members and Subordinate Encampments or Lodges 
of the privilege of an appeal from the decision of a State Grand Body 
to the Grand Lodge of the United States, or of submitting an enquiry 
as to what may be the laws or usages of the Order. 

The last subject that your Representatives deem it necessary to call 
your attention to, is the amendment of Rep. Colfax, of Indiana, to the 
Constitution, as adopted on page 512 of the Journal. It will be seen 
that this amendment deprives Past Grand Sires of a privilege hereto- 
fore guaranteed them by that instrument, viz., that of the perpetual 
right to a seat, and participation in the deliberations of that body. 

The vote of your Senior Representative being the only one given in 
the negative on that question, from the State of Massachusetts, he 
feels it due to himself as well as to this Grand Encampment, that he 
should briefly explain his reasons for so voting. He has never enter- 
tained the idea that the best interests of the Order can be secured by 
making the Grand Lodge of the United States a strictly representative 
body ; on the contrary, in his opinion, the stability of our organization 
and the security of its advantages, depends upon the perpetuity of that 
body. To illustrate bis idea, he will suppose a case to arise, where 
all of the States may refuse to send their Representatives ; in this case 
there would be no centralizing power, ond consequently no universality 
of action, ond the result would be that the greatest advantages derived 
from our present organization, would be lost to us. 

Another reason, and one that had perhaps equal weight in his mind, 
was, the fact, that the Constitution of the Grand Lodge having guar- 
anteed the privilege to the past Grand Sires as a mark of respect for 
services rendered, to deprive them of it without their consent is a 
breach of contract by one party, implying a censure and odium upon 
the other. Entertaining these views, your Senior Representative could 
Dot consistently vote with the majority.

Grand Patriarch's Commmiicalion. 


To the Officers and Members of the R. W~ Grand Encampment . 

Patriarchs, — It becomes my duty, at this your Annual Session, 
to submit to you a Report of the condition of the Patriarchal branch 
of the Order in this jurisdiction. I regret that I am unable to make 
this Report so full as is desirable, owing to the failure of a large 
majority of the District Deputy Grand Patriarchs to make the reports 
required of them. I regret still more, that the information which has 
been communicated to me is of a character which urges upon me the 
conviction, that this branch of the Order is not in that prosperous and 
MMiuumu which I'*, but, ” yQSrs Rince. I trusty 

that your wisdom will yet devise measures which will correct all this* 
and that we shall again see our Subordinate Encampments putting 
forth that vigor which the cause in which they are engaged so richly 
merits. 

I am happy in being able to inform you* that Wanackmamack 
Encampment, No. 16, at Nantucket, has, since your last session, paid 
up its dues and resumed work. 

I have been indirectly informed, that Wachusett Encampment, Nou 
10, of Worcester, which has failed to make its returns for the last two 
or three Terms, has, in fact, suspended its meetings ; mainly, if no* 
entirely from a feeling of dissatisfaction with the decisions which have 
been made upon a matter which will he fresh in the recollection of 
many members of this Body. 1 suggest the propriety of making an 
effort to heal the wounded feelings of these Patriarchs, and thereby 
securing the continuance of the advantages of an Encampment in so 
desirable and flourishing a locality as the city of Worcester. 

Most of the few reports which have been received from the District 
Deputies, describe an alarming apathy as existing in their several 
Encampments, manifested, particularly £ a the thin attendance upon 
their meetings, and, in some eases, in the falling off of members by 
failure to pay dues. 1 felt compelled to call your attention to thin 
state of things in my last communication, and it is, therefore, unneces- 
sary for me at this time to enlarge upon it. la this connection * havtn 
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ever, I submit to your consideration, w bother it Would not be well so 
to amend the constitution of Subordinate Encampments as to leave the 
entire regulation of their financial affairs to themselves, with the 
exception of Degree fees. We now fix a minimum rate of dues, while 
we leave it optional with them to pay benefits or not. If the course 
suggested should be pursued, the several Encampments could adjust 
their dues to their expenses, including the dues to the Grand Encamp^ 
raent ; and could continue their existence, in many cases, on a founda- 
tion of reciprocal benefit, other than the pecuniary. 

The financial condition of your Right Worthy Body is such, that no 
legislation will be required upon it at the present time. 

It has been thought by some, that the regulation adopted at your 
last session, with regard to outstanding demands against Subordinates 
might be regarded as temporary in its character. If such is in any 
degree the impression, would it not be well to adopt, at this time, 
something which should give permanency to a system of cash pay- 
ments in all the transactions of this Body with Subordinate Encamp- 
ments ? 

During the year which I have occupied the station to which your 
partiality elevated me, the dirties have not been arduous. No new 
Encampments have been brought into existence, on the contrary, several 
have passed from the stage of being. In view of this, we must console 
etmelves with the reflection, that to institutions like ours, as to indi- 
viduals, periods of prosperity and of adversity are in turn allotted by 
the Divine Ruler. As the past has been a year of adversity, let us 
cheerfully hope that the one upon which we are about to enter may 
prove full of prosperity ; let us at any rate carry through it a determi- 
nation, that no exertions shall be wanting on our part to make it such. 

In surrendering my trust, allow me to tender you, worthy Patriarchs 
of the Grand Encampment, my cordial thanks for the kind manner in 
which you have sustained me in the discharge of my duties. To my 
associates in office, t also make my acknowledgements for valua- 
ble assistance cheerfully rendered. May the legislation of this session, 
and of future sessions, be of such a character as shall enable my succes- 
sors in office to look forth upon the field of their labors, and see among 
numerous tents of the faithful, no other signs than those of harmony 
and ef universal and unexampled success.

The Most Worthy Grand Patriarch submitted his Annual 
Communication, which was read, accepted, and referred to 
Reps. Baker, Ayres, and James M. Cook, for the purpose 
of nominating'suitable committees on such portions of it as 
it is deemed advisable to bring before this Grand Body. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the R. TV. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

Patriarchs, — Another year has rolled on in its course, and found 
us again assembled for the purpose of legislating for this, the Encamp- 
ment branch of our beloved Order. 

The law and custom require of me at this time to report to you the 
condition of the Patriarchal branch of the Order, under your jurisdic- 
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tion. I regret being under the necessity of reporting the same as I did 
at the Semi-Annual session, that the principal complaint is want of 
interest manifested by the Patriarchs, in failing to attend the regular 
meetings of the Subordinate Encampments. I believe, however, this 
want of interest is no more marked in the Encampment than in the 
Subordinate branch of the Order. 

Although this is a general complaint, yet there are bright exceptions ; 
some of the Encampments were never in a more prosperous condition 
than at the present time. In some that have lain dormant for several 
years, a spark of interest has been kindled, which I believe is des- 
tined to increase to a flame, and that said Encampments ere long will 
be in a more prosperous and healthy condition than they could ever 
have been under any other circumstances. 

Agreeably to your request, the Charter, Books, and other property 
of Wachusett Encampment, No 10, at Worcester, were called for in 
May last. 1 appointed Patriarch Ayres as Commissioner, with full 
power to settle all business of the Encampment which might have 
remained unsettled, and to transmit the property to the office of this 
Grand Encampment. That duty has been faithfully discharged ; the 
Charter, Books, and Paraphernalia of said Encampment are now in pos- 
session of this Grand Encampment. 

I would recommend that the Board of Grand Officers be author- 
ised to dispose of the property of that, and all other Encampments 
which may come Into their possession, as it is cumbersome to the 
office, and not suitable to be stored in ordinary places of storage. 

The D. D. G. Patriarch of Howard Encampment, at Attleborough, 
asked for further delay in my call upon them, that they might make 
one more effort to revive the interest in t^ieir Encampment ; and as 
there is no report from the Encampment, or from the District Deputy, 
I think that further time is unnecessary, they having had all they can 
reasonably ask for. And I would recommend the recall of the Charter 
without further delay. 

The # Grand Officers, by and with the assistance of Patriarch C. D. Cole, 
have obtained possession of the Record Books of Middlesex Encamp- 
ment, No. 9. The Work Books are supposed to be in the possession 
of the last installed C. P. who resides in Brooklyn, N. Y., which I 
think may be obtained by the Grand Scribe, who contemplates visiting 
New York soon. 1 would recommend that, on application, such of the 
Patriarchs as shall appear in good standing, and clear of the Books 
of said Encampment, may receive from this Grand Encampment a card, 
that they may not be deprived of the privileges of this branch of the 
Order. 

And now, when about to surrender to you the trust which your pref- 
erence has placed in my hands for the past year, allow me, Worthy 
Patriarchs, to tender you my cordial thanks for the kind manner in 
which you have sustained me in the discharge of my official duties. 
To my associates in office, I will also tender my especial thanks for 
the kind and cheerful manner in which they have assisted me in the 
discharge of the duties of the office of Grand Patriarch. The actual

duties of the Grand Patriarch this year, unlike many former years, 
have been very light. 

Circumstances over which I have bad no control, have prevented 
my visiting the Subordinates, as much as 1 designed to at the com- 
mencement of my official term. 

I trust that, the legislation of this Session may be such as will be for 
the good of this branch of the Order, and pleasant to my successors 
in office.

The following amendment to the Constitution of Subordi- 
nates, submitted by Grand Senior Warden Bell, at the last 
Session, was taken from the table, and adopted. 

Amend Article II. Section 2d, Clause 1st, by striking out in the sec- 
ond line the words “ not less,** and the words “ than twenty-five cents 
per month.** 

The whole Clause now reads, as amended, 

Clause 1st. — The regular contributions to the Encampment fund shall 
be at a rate to be determined by the By-Laws ; and the Encampment 
shall suspend all members who neglect or refuse payment of the sum 
■o determined, for twelve months. 

Grand Junior Warden George, presented the following . 
amendment to Constitution of Subordinates, which was 
adopted. 

Amend Article II. Section 2d, Clause 3d, by striking out the words 
<< a sum not less than twenty dollars,*’ and insert, '* such sum as may 
be determined.” 

The whole Clause now reads, as amended, 

Clause 3d. — In case of the death of a Patriarch, who shall be qual- 
ified as provided in Clause 2d, there shall be allowed from the Encamp- 
ment, such sum as may be determined, to defray the expense of burial; 
which shall be paid over without delay to the deceased brother’s near- 
est of kin. The C. P., in the absence of competent relations, ?hall 
assist in taking charge of the funeral, and receive an account of the 
disbursements.

Report, which was accepted, and the several nominations 
confirmed.

Past Grand Patriarch Wells, from Mt. Holyoke Encamp- 
ment, presented the following Communication, which was 
read, and on motion of Grand Scribe, it was ordered to be 
spread upon the Records.

Northampton, Mass., July 19, 1852. 
To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Mount Holyoke Encampment, No. 15, under your jurisdiction, would 

respectfully represent : 

That from an examination of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
of Independent Order of Odd Fellow’s for the United States, it is 
apparent that a serious movement i* about to be made for the abolish- 
ment of all Grand and Subordinate Encampments, and the reduction 
of the whole work of the Patriarchal branch of the Order to the 
standing of a Degree Lodge, to be incorporated w ith each separate 
Lodge. 

So far as we are informed, the following are offered as the ostensible 
reasons for so extraordinary a change in the policy of Odd Fellowship: 

1st, — Because the maintenance of the two branches is burdensome 
and expensive, and all the benefits can be secured at a much less 
expense by a union of the two under one organization. 

2d, — Because the maintenance of two branches operates to create a 
want of interest in the Subordinate Lodge. 

We have carefully examined these positions, and endeavored to 
give them all the weight they could demand, and cannot permit even 
an attempt to accomplish „ a measure so fraught with evil to our 
beloved Order as this would be, to pass without our utmost effort to 
prevent it. 

We speak to you, Worthy Patriarchs, as to the initiated, and 
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therefore omit many details which would operate as objections to 
such a change, but we offer the following among many reasons why 
no such change should be made. 

1st, — As to extra expense. If the several Lodges are to confer the 
Encampment Degrees, each Lodge must be at the expense of furniture, 
fixtures, regalia, jewels, &c., which is now borne usually by mem- 
bers from different Lodges, and this expense must also be borne pro- 
portionately by those who may never take the Encampment Degrees. 
If a Degree Lodge is to be instituted for several Lodges in a vicin- 
ity, it would only occupy the position now held by the Subordinate 
Encampment, and thus form an argument against the change. In 
sparsely settled portions of our country, Degree Lodges on this lat- 
ter plan could not be sustained. 

2d, — It is said the meetings of the Encampment and Lodge are too 
frequent, and take up too much time of the members; and that the 
union of the two would diminish them. On this head, we observe that 
the business of the Patriirchal branch can never be accomplished on 
the same evening, after the usual proceedings of a Subordinate 
Lodge. Much of the furniture must be changed; many of the mem- 
bers must be excluded, and the services are necessarily so long as to 
carry the business into unseasonable hours in the night, and thus give 
occasion for reproach from without. 

This objection could be much better met by making the meetings of 
Encampments quarterly, and of Lodges monthly. Nor can we see 
that by such a change any diminution could be made in expenses for 
fuel, lights, attendants, and other ordinary expenses of the Encamp- 
ment, inasmuch as an increase of burden would demand an increase of 
pay, and, therefore, it matteis little to either branch on that point, 
whether the sum paid go to few or many. 

3d, — If this change be made, the officers of the Lodge would most 
naturally become the officers in the Encampment branch, but here two 
obstacles present, which seem insurmountable. One is, that there are 
no officers in a Lodge corresponding with those of an Encampment, 
and the whole work must be re-written to make them so. The other 
is, that every officer of the Lodge assisting in conferring the Encamp- 
ment Degrees, must be of the R. P. Degree. Some Brothers do not 
choose to take this Degree; others do not feel able to meet the 
expense required to do so. Shall we thus forbid all the offices of the 
Subordinate Lodge to them ? 

4th, — Why the sin of a lack of interest in the concerns of a Subor- 
dinate Lodge is laid at the door of the Encampment, is to us a mys- 
tery. Are there not at least other causes (if this could be proved to 
be one) for coldness or indifference on the part of Brothers, in the 
business or meetings of Lodges? But how is the fact? All speak 
from an experience which has not been limited to one Lodge or one 
State, when we say that of all Odd Fellows most engaged in the 
proper business, cares, or interests of our Order, our Encampment 
members are the most punctual in their attendance upon the meetings 
of the Lodge, and the least likely to shirk its duties or its burdens. It 
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is natural that those who have most at stake in any cause should be 
most willing to do or suffer for it, and so we find it. Indeed they are 
almost alone in their attendance at the sick beds and the burial of 
Brothers, although there may be some honorable exceptions. 

There is, above and beyond all the ostensible reasons given by those 
proposing this change, another and more powerful one, having a deadly 
aim at the prosperity, if not the existence, of our beloved Order. It is 
this, — that by abolishing all Grand and Subordinate Encampments, the 
representation of the Order, in the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
will be entirely changed. There were returned at the last meeting of 
the Grand Lodge of the United States, 189,512 contributing members. 
The Grand Lodge had 89 Grand Representatives. Of this number, 
Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, Maryland, and Massachusetts fur- 
nished 24, representing 120,962 constituents, and the other States and 
the District of Columbia furnished 65 Representatives, representing 
68,550 constituents. Should the proposed change take place, the 
aforesaid 120,962 constituents will have 12 Representatives, and the 
68,550 constituents will have 48 Representatives, as the present Grand 
Lodge is constituted. 

Now, why is this change sought ? Is it not because the Patriarchal 
branch in some portions of the country has not flourished and increased 
in the same proportion which it has in others ? And is this a cause 
sufficient to demand w'hat is equivalent to the abolition of this branch, 
and hazarding the best interests of the Order ? Should it not, eveu 
now, silence any objector on this point, that while there are 24 
members who each represent 5040 constituents, there are 65 members 
who represent only 1054 each. There must be a point beyond which 
such an argument cannot be safely urged, and it appears to us that no 
good of the Order can reasonably demand of us the sanction or adop- 
tion of such a change. 

As lovers of the Subordinate Lodges, as lovers of the peace, order, 
prosperity, and happiness of the Brotherhood, we solemnly protest 
against this proposed change of our organization, and pray that you 
will not only remonstrate, but instruct your R. W. Representatives in 
the G. L. U. S., with their utmost power to stand against a measure 
which promises nothing but evil, hatred, disunion, and destruction to 
our Oraer.

Communication, which was read accepted, and referred to 
Reps. Ellison, Ingraham, and Norris, for the purpose of 
nominating suitable committees on such portions of it as it is 
deemed advisable to bring before this Grand Body. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs : — Agreeably to the requirements of the Constitution, 
the Representatives of the several Subordinate Encampments are 
again convened for the purpose of taking into consideration the con- 
dition and wants of the Patriarchal branch of the Order in this juris- 
diction, and performing such acts, legislative and otherwise, as the 
exigences of tne Order may at this time require. 
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In submitting this, my first Semi-Annual Communication, I regret to 
say that the condition of the Order, as a whole, has not improved during 
the term just closed. It is true, that some few Encampments are gradu- 
ally increasing in numbers and usefulness, and at the present time thoir 
prospects appear bright and flattering, while by far the largest number 
remain in about the same condition as when last reported. 

At your last session, it was ordered that the charter of Howard En- 
campment be reclaimed. In conformity with the vote of the Grand 
Encampment, the Grand Scribe has endeavored to have the charter 
and books of Howard Encampment returned, but as yet without success. 

Roulstone Encampment, No. 30, has resigned its charter, and I 
have commissioned D. D. Fessenden to receive its effects and close its 
concerns. 

In legislating for the Order, in its present condition, we cannot be 
too careful. Our legislation should be general rather than specific in 
its character, having in view the good and welfare of the whole ; and 
leaving, as far as possible, the several Encampments free to act for 
themselves, ns circumstances may to them seem to require, so long as 
their action does not contravene any of the general laws or principles 
of the Order. 

With regard to the chartering of new Encampments, permit me to 
suggest that we may safely consult the experience of the past, and if 
upon a survey of the whole ground, it shall be discovered that we have 
heretofore been too liberal in granting charters, it is to be hoped that 
such discovery will prove a sufficient warning to prevent the falling 
again into the same error. In my judgment, no new charter should be 
granted, unless it is rendered absolutely certain that the interests of 
the Order not only require the granting of such charter, but that if 
granted, such Encampment can and will be well sustained. 

In conclusion, I would suggest that all that is necessary to retrieve 
the Patriarchal branch of the Order in Massachusetts from its present 
condition is, for its members to make a strong and united effort in its 
behalf, and the work is accomplished. It remains with you to say 
whether it shall be done. If we do our duty to the Order, — if Odd Fel- 
lowship receives at our hands those efforts to which it is fairly entitled, 
we can, at the close of the present term, be able to say w ith truth and 
earnestness that the Patriarchal branch of the Order in Massachusetts 
is indeed prosperous.

Ellison presented the following Report of the 
doings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, which was 
read and accepted, and ordered to be spread upon the 
Records. 

To Ike R . W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts , J. O. O. F. 

The undersigned. Grand Representatives from the R. W. Grand 
Encampment of Massachusetts to the Grand Lodge of the United 
States, would respectfully ask leave to present the following transcript 
of the proceedings of the parent Institution, at its annual communica- 
tion, held in the city of Baltimore, commencing September 20, 1862. 
There were present Representatives from thirty-one State Grand 
Lodges and twenty-six State Grand Encampments. 

In accordance with the provisions of a recent amendment of the 
Constitution, the Grand Lodge, on the second day of its session, pro- 
ceeded to the election of officers for the term commencing in Septem- 
ber, 1853, which resulted in the choice of the following distinguished 
and long tried faithful servants of the Order : — 

M. W. Grand Sire, Wilmot G. DeSaussure, of South Carolina. 

R. W. D. Grand Sire, Horace A. Manchester, of Rhode Island. 

R. W. Grand Cor. and Rec. Secretary, J. L. Ridgely, of Maryland. 

R. W. Grand Treasurer, Joshua Yansant, of Maryland. 

All of whom bring to the discharge of the important duties of their re- 
spective offices the ability and energy that will redound to their own 
honor, and advance the welfare of our beloved Institution. 

Tbe Annual Reports of the Grand Sire, Grand Secretary, and Grand 
Treasurer were presented, and were spread upon the records. Those 
interested in the details of our organization will be pleased to learn of 
the continued activity, and usefulness of the Institution throughout 
its jurisdiction, adding each year to its numerical strength, and 
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extending its dominion and keeping pace with tho advancing 
strides of the progressive spirit of the age. The Report of the Grand 
8ire informs us that Grand Lodges have been established in all the 
States except California, and Grand Encampments in nearly all of 
them. 

Of the constitutional amendments, proposed at the session of 1851, 
only two were adopted, viz : Article 14th was amended by strik- 
ing out the word “ Master, ** and inserting after the word“R. P. 
Degree ” and G. E. Degree, thus making all Past Grands who have 
received the R. P. and G. E. Degree, eligible to the office of Grand 
Sire and D. G. Sire. Article 11th was amended by striking out the 
word “ third ** and inserting “first,” thereby changing the time of 
meeting of the Grand Lodge of the United States to the first Monday 
in September. 

The Grand Lodge decided that, under the existing law, a Card could 
not be granted by the N. G. or Secretary, or in any other manner than 
by the action of the Lodge. The spirit of this rule, of course, applies 
also to Encampments. 

It was decided, in answer to an inquiry as to the right of a Lodge, 
in refusing to grant a Brother a Card who proposed to visit sickly 
climes, responded, “ That the Grand Lodge of the United States, at 
the session of 1851, declared that Subordinate Lodges had no right to 
refuse a Card to a member because of his intention to visit a more 
dangerous climate than that in which the Lodge is located ; and that 
unless contracted by immoral conduct, the hazard of climate appears 
to be one of the risks insured against.” 

It was decided that a Subordinate Lodge could not grant leave of 
absence to a Noble Grand for a majority of the nights of his term, 
without working a forfeiture to the officer of the honors of the term. 

A document was presented, informally, from the Order in England, 
urging a Union with the Order in America. It was referred to a Special 
Committee, who reported against the annnexion, and directed the 
Grand Secretary to return the paper to the source from which it 
emanated, with a copy of the Report of the Committee ; together 
with the action of the Grand Lodge, with information that hit office is 
the appropriate channel through which to approach the Grand Lodge 
of the United States. 

It was decided that a ballot could not, under any circumstances, be 
re-considered, but must stand as a final judgment, — that if fraud is 
charged, the ballot could be scrutinized, and if fraud is established, & 
new ballot should be ordered ; but a reconsideration is inadmissible. 

Resolutions were adopted to elect a committee of five, to whom 
should be referred the Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of Order of 
the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States, said Committee to sit 
during the recess, and to report said amendments and alterations at 
the Annual Communication in 1853, to be acted upon at the session of 
1854. This is a highly important measure, and one which has long 
been needed by our whole Jurisdiction ; and when we mention such 
names as DeSaussure, Colfax, Barnard, and Griffin, as members of 
this Committee, it is a cause of congratulation that this important 
work has fallen into such able hands. 

It was decided that a Brother, who is a member in good standing in a 
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Subordinate Lodge in one State, and at the same time is a resident in 
another State, is a proper candidate for initiation into an Encamp- 
ment at the place of his residence. 

A Committee was appointed, with leave to sit daring the recess, whose 
duty it shall be to inquire into the true relation that should subsist be- 
tween dues and benefits, and to construct a table showing, upon the es- 
tablished principles of life and health insurance, what amount of benefits 
will accrue from a given amount of dues at each year of age, from 
twenty-one to sixty, and report at the next session of the Grand Lodge. 

The subject of abolishing Encampments and of merging Encamp- 
ment Degrees in Subordinate Lodges, was brought before the Grand 
Lodge in various forms, but was rejected. 

A proposition was made, to make the continuance of membership in 
the Encampment independent of the Subordinate Lodge. The subject 
was referred to a special committee, who reported against the propo- 
sition, which report was accepted and adopted. 

A resolution was passed, forty-eight to forty-one, to hold the next 
annual session of the Grand Lodge of the United States in the city of 
Philadelphia. 

The undersigned have touched only upon such legislation of the 
Grand Lodge of the United States, as affects the patriarchial depart- 
ment of our order, leaving it where it more properly belongs, to the 
distinguished representatives from the Grand Lodge of our jurisdiction, 
to give you a more elaborate analysis of the acts of the Grand Lodge 
of the United States as affecting not only the Subordinate Lodges and 
the State Grand Lodges, but the order generally. Trusting that our 
official acts will meet the approbation of a generous constituency.

Resolved , That the report of the said committee do lie upon the 
table during the communication of 1853, and be considered as amend- 
ments of the Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of Order, to be acted 
upon at the communication of 1854. 
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Resolved , That a copy of the resolutions offered by Rep. DeSaus- 
sure, of S. C., be forwarded to the State Grand Bodies at as early a 
day as possible after the adjournment of this Grand Lodge, and that 
they be requested to submit to this R. W. Body at its next session, 
through their Representatives, such amendments or suggestions in 
reference to the constitution of this Grand Lodge as in their judgment 
may be necessary to accomplish the object in view.

Patriarchs, — We have assembled, agreeable to the requirements 
Of our Constitution, in Semi-Annual Session, and it is made the duty 
of the G. Patriarch, at this time, to present to you such information, as 
be may possess, in regard to the “ state of the Order.* * 

It is generally understood, I presume, that the G. P. should obtain 
that information through his deputies, as it is made a part of their 
duties, at the close of each term, to report to the G. P. upon the gene- 
ral state of the Order in their jurisdiction. But, I regret to say, that 
the law has not been complied with, so generally, as it should have 
been. I have received but eight reports from twenty deputies, leaving 
fVeJve delinquents. Allow me to say in this connection, that if we 
wish, Or expect to revive this branch of the Order, and place it upon a 
firm basis, we must reform in this particular. The officers. Grand and 
’Hubordinate, should be prompt in the discharge of every duty. If all 
would do tbeir duty, what a vast amount of labor would be saved to 
the Grand officers, and indeed, to all officers upon whom responsibility 
vests, or all who feel that responsibility, ana if officers fail in their 
duties, how easy a matter it is tor other members to find good reasons 
for not performing theirs. 

1 From District No. 1, Deputy E. H Tucker, Jr., We have assurance 
that “ Massasoit Encampment is in a prosperous condition, and that 
this Encampment, in connection with Tri-Mount Encampment, and 
•ome of the subordinate lodges, have leased, fitted and dedicated a 
spacious hall, by name of Odd Fellow’s Hall, where the encampment 
branch of the Order will be better accommodated than it has been 
since the loss of Oasis Hall.” 

Deputy Hayden of District No. 2. says, “ The Encampment Branch 
of the Order, in my jurisdiction, is in a prosperous condition,” they 
being connected with the Massasoit Encampment, in the arrangement 
of this hall indicates their prosperity. 

Deputy Hills, of No. 8. says, That Monomake Encampment, 
though small in numbers, we are strong in the support of this Branch 
of oer Order, and that they are about having some addition of those 
who are true Odd Fellows, let us have such only and we need not fear. 

Our Grand High Priest, who has had charge of District No. 4, says, 

I installed the officers of Bunker Hill Encampment on the 4th inst., 
about twenty members present. This Encampment be says, haa 
always ranked among the first in the State; but is now sufle ring like 
many others, for want of sufficient interest among its members, to 
attend its meetings. The lack of work is probably the main cause of it. 

Our Grand Treasurer Cook, from No. 5, informs us that he visited 
Mount Washington Encampment in December, and they could hardly 
fane a quorum, and was informed that they had not received a 
Member for about five years. That evening, however, they had six 
propositions. Visited them again on the second Monday in January, 
with a large delegation, and installed their officers, and at thia meeting, 
(hey had two more propositions. You will observe, therefore, that 
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there has been no leek of tperft *t Ifmml Wd^hfegtOflfor the month of 
January. Brother Cook says, they have now taken a start, it is hopqd. 
that they will continue to improve. 

Deputy J. T. Byron, informs us that Shalom Encampment is in as 
prosperous condition as it ever has been, and their report shows, that 
for the last term, they have performed as much work as any other 
Encampment 

Patriarch Summerhays, Deputy for District No. 13, says, that 
Wanackmamack Encampment is in good condition, and good meting 
end harmony is the order of the day. > 

Deputy F. B. Fay, for No. 16, says, that in Samaritan Encampment 
there is a want of interest, and vitality. Yet there is no neglect of duty 
on their part, and can only wish that there was more vigor and active 
life to make the sessions interesting. He also says, that a union of thip 
Branch of the Older, with the subordinate branch, would be received 
with favor in his district. 

In the absence of particular Reports from the remaining districts, I 
can only make snob suggestions a» my present limited information will 
warrant. 

You will: learn from the Report of your Grand Scribe, which he beg 
submitted to yoe, that the number of Initiates for the last tern?? ha** 
been less than the proceeding term, and as this is one of the outward 
indications of the' prosperity of file Order, would it now be well, in 
connection with the Reports of the District Deputies, for us to inquire 
into the cause of this general want of vitality, of vigg sad if there ip 
any defhet incur general laws or usages, to apply the proper corrective 
amendment. 

A tew of the officer* and members, perhaps, meet nigh t after night in 
the Lodge Room, often without a quorum', and no business before them. 
Is it strange that those few, after a; short time, should lose their 
interest, and. finally discontinue their, visits? . 

There ie, at, the; present time, very little interest, evidently, in the 
Subordinate Encampments where, there is no work, and it is toark that 
given strength arid 'vigor to the /rases. Let us have work then, either 
With or without new initiate*. 

I would suggest whether a ohaage in the duties ef Chief Patriarch* 
00 ae to require of him, on every evening when the Encampment i m 
Opened, and in the absence of other regular business, to rehearse, or 
cause to be rehearsed, not leas than ene degree of the work. Such a 
coarse would have the best effect in jpreparing the officers to pejfenp 
♦heir several paste, and certainly would be instructive to all visit ore. 
end if it was generally understood by the members, that the evening 
mould be spentin such a manner, the average attendance would bp 
much larger. 

1 would also suggest the propriety of u change in the CoMtitntioMt 
6 >e Subordinates, Article 2d, Section let, Clause 1st, by reducing t he 
admission fee to about one half its present sum, or by loading it 
optional, with the Subordinates to adopt such a sum as they, in their 
judgment iftay Ubink beat. Not less, howuver, than one half the 
present Wmoiiat, By an amendment of this kind, each Encamp ioeiH 
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could accommodate itself to the circumstances with which it is sur- 
rounded. Many of the encampments would, undoubtedly, prefer the 
present amount, while others would see that their prosperity would be 
advanced by the change, always, of course, resricting the receiving of 
members to the district in which the Encampment is located. 

From the fact that quite a number of the Encampments have 
abolished the principle of weekly benefits, and reduced their term dues, 
it would seem proper that the admission fee should be reduced also, 
and if the Grand Encampment should think it best to place this power 
in the hands of the subordinates, I think the best results would follow. 
It would create a new interest in this branch of our Order, and serve to 
disseminate wider our principles, which would tend to soften the preju- 
dices and smooth the asperities of life. There is no change desired 
in the revenue of the Grand Encampment. The ways and means are 
sufficient for the present, and although this department is taxed largely, 
yet we are not taxed to the extent that some of the Grand Encamp- 
ments in the United States find it necessary to tax their Subordinates, 
if that is any satisfaction to us. 

There is one other subject to which I would call your attention. 

The Encampments which are in arrears to the Grand Encampment, 
and have thereby forfeited their Charters, should be promptly called to 
account. I have particular reference to Samoset, No. 11, they have 
made no returns for two terms, and if they have failed in their 
duties, the Grand Encampment should not fail to perform its duties, 
and as great patience has already been exercised, and as, in the lan- 
guage of another, dead bodies unburied, serve only to injure the living, 
I would recommend that proper steps should be taken to bury the dead 
and administer upon their effects. 

These matters I would now leave in your hands, trusting that you 
will make such alterations in your laws, and such only, as will best 
advance the interests of the Order and help it forward in its mission on 
the earth in the establishment of the principles of Charity and Brotherly 
Love.

At the regular Annual Communication of the R. W. Grand Lodge of 
the United States, held at the city of Philadelphia, Sept. 5, 1853, the 
following, among other Proceedings, was adopted : 

Resolved , That upon the issuing of a visiting card, by a Subordinate 
Lodge or Encampment, the Secretary or Scribe thereof shall endorse 
upon it, the amount of weekly and funeral benefits allowed by the 
Constitution and By-Laws of said Lodge or Encampment, and that it 
shall be bound for any relief extended to a brother holding such a card, 
to the extent of the benefits so rendered. 

Resolved, That where a Subordinate Lodge, Encampment, or General 
Relief Committee is applied to for relief by a brother holding a card, 
such Lodge, Encampment, or General Relief Committee, shall require 
the certificate of a respectable physician, showing the time that the 
brother has been sick, and shall take a draft upon his Lodge or En- 
campment, for whatever amount he may have received, which, with 
the certificate, shall be forwarded for payment ; provided , that in the 
event of the death of a brother, and his being buried by a Lodge, 
Encampment, or General Relief Committee, it shall only be necessary 
to forward the physician’s certificate, or that of some other respectable 
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citizen, together with his card, and a proper voucher for the amount so 
advanced. Payment of the same shall, in all cases, be promptly made. 

Resolved , That the Grand Corresponding and Recording Secretary 
be instructed to transmit to the several Grand Bodies under this juris- 
diction, as early as practicable after the adjournment of the present 
seesion, a copy of the foregoing Resolutions. 

Form of Certificate referred to in the foregoing report , viz : 

This certifies, that the Constitution and By-laws of the within named 

Lodge allows for weekly benefits the sum of. dollars per week, 

and for funeral benefits the sum of dollars, and that brother 

is entitled to the said benefits from the date of the within 

card, until the expiration of the same.

The Most Worthy Grand Patriarch submitted his Annual 
Communication, which was read, accepted, and, on motion, 
ordered to be spread upon the records. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication. 

To the R. TV. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. • 

Patriarchs. — We are assembled in annual session, in accordance 
with our Constitution, to take into consideration such subjects, and to 
adopt such measures as may best promote the good of the Order, and 
for its advancement in charity and brotherly love. 

I regret that the account we have to render of the work of the term, 
as a whole, does not show a larger increase of membership ; although 
there has been a large increase of members, this has been nearly coun- 
terbalanced by withdrawals, suspensions, and deaths, so that the balance 
of membership is but thirty-five in our favor. 

From the reports of the District Deputies, or those of them that hare 
favored us with reports, we learn that, with some few exceptions, the 
Subordinate Encampments appear to be in a languid, unhealthy state. 

Deputy Tucker, from Encamp’t No. l,says, “ It gives me pleasure to 
inform you that Massasoit Encampment continues in its usual, prosper- 
ous and healthy condition ** 

Deputy Hayden, from Encamp’t No. 2, writes, “It becomes my duty, 
as it is my pleasure, to report Tri-Mount Encampment in a most pros- 
perous condition. During the past term, they have conferred the work 
on eleven Patriarchs, making their present number 221 — being about 
one-fifth of the numerical strength of the Encampment branch of the 
Order in this State. Their past officers, indeed the entire Encampment, 
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is deserving of great praise for the manner in which the work has been 
conferred, nearly every officer dispensing with the use of books. Their 
receipts, during the past term, have been more than seven hundred 
dollars, and their present fund — all of which is well invested — amounts 
to about five thousand dollars. It also affords me pleasure to state, 
that their meetings are well, very well attended, as I have at various 
' times, during the past term, met from fifty to seventy there.** 

Our Most Worthy Grand High Priest, Caleb Rand, from Encampment 
No. 5, informs me that Bunker Hill Encampment remains about the 
same as last report, with the exception that two brothers have been 
admitted. This Encampment has a large roll of members and hundreds 
of dollars in its treasury, but there is a want of interest among its mem- 
bers to induce them to attend its meetings. He also says, We strongly 
desire, here, that the Encampment may be merged in the Lodge; and 
he thinks, if this i9 not done ere long, this Encampment will cease to 
exist. 

Grand Treasurer Cook, from No. 6, reports Mount Washington 
Encampment as having been very prosperous the last term, having 
received twenty-six new members, and prospect good for further ad- 
ditions. This is certainly an “ oasis in the desert,** and it would not 
be surprising if the brothers of Mt. Washington wanted “ rest as well 
as food.’* 

Deputy Hills, from No. 7, says, “ I do not find it in my pow'erto pre- 
sent so favorable a report of the condition of the Patriarchal branch of 
the Order, as I could wish. During the past term, however, the num- 
ber of our members have increased two. This circumstance, slight 
though it may seem, is, in these days, one of encouragement. The 
members who take sufficient interest in the Encampment to attend its 
meetings, are hopeful of a ‘good time coming,* and are doing all they 
can to hasten it; and it can safely be said of them, that they are able 
and willing to keep ‘ watch and word * in the camp, faithfully, until 
that time of awakening among the dry bones of the Order generally 
shall arrive.** 

Deputy Nickerson, from No. 8, says, “ Our Encampment is coming 
up ; we have put it through the pruning process , and it is now in a 
more healthy condition ; the members are more regular in their attend- 
ance and their interest has considerably increased : in fact, we are in 
a more healthy state than at any time since the change of the work.** 

From Samoset Encampment, No. 11, we have received no return for 
the last year, and no report from the deputy of that district. It will 
be recollected, that the state of this Encampment was referred to a 
special committee, and that committee have not reported to my know- 
ledge. It is necessary that some steps should be taken to close up this 
Encampment, and pass it effects over to the Grand Encampment, unless 
they can be persuaded to perform their duty. 

The Grand Senior Warden reports from Encampment No. 12, that 
Shalom Encampment is in a very healthy and prosperous condition, as 
their returns show this term as well as the last ; and that Friendship, 
Harmony, and good feeling exist among them. 
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Deputy Kimball, from Encampment No. 13, reports a different state ef 
things; he says, “ But very little interest is taken in this branch of the 
Order, the whole responsibility resting upon about one-fifth part of the 
members, and this fifth part are about tired out passing from chair to 
chair, in order that they may be properly filled. 9 * 

Deputy Fay, from Encamp’t No. 23, is of the same class as the last, 
and we have the same desponding tone. He says, “My report mutt' 
only be a repetition of my last report — that the Encampment, under 
my jurisdiction, remains in the same dormant state as heretofore ; I 
would be glad to report otherwise, but truth forbids.** 

Deputy Wells, from Encamp*t No. 15, says — “Although there is little 
for me to say relative to my particular district, yet I am permitted to 
• report that Mount Holyoke Encampment, No. 15, is in a Bound and 
healthy condition, and alihough not increasing in numbers, yet retain* 
ing under her tent enough of vigor to carry out the principles of our’' 
Order. The statistics may be gathered from our return, which has 
been forwarded some time since. We look with solicitude upon a 
movement, made in some quarters, for the abolishment of the Encamp* 
ment as a distinct branch, and its incorporation with the degree Lodges. 
Against such a change we most solemnly protest, believing it to be not 
only subversive of our chartered rights, but sure to bring a blight upon 
the prosperity and happiness of our Order. The bone and sinew of 
Odd Fellowship lies in her Encampment members, strike from her 
what they esteem the oasis, and she will soon be laid in the tomb of 
the Capulets. As we stand, our hearts are strong and our courage 
good, therefore let no inroads be made upon us ; this spirit of change 
has done as much injury in overbalancing every good produced by 
change, and 1 fully believe that, with our old lawB and old work, we 
should have been stronger than we are this day.** 

Deputy Brayton, of Encamp’t No. 28, says : “ I find, in visiting Wells 
Encampment, that owing to deaths, suspensions, and clearances, there 
are not left seven members; consequently, 1 have taken possession of 
the charter and books, and hold them subject to y'our order, or the 
Grand Encampment. The property has partly been disposed of to 
meet the liabilities of the Encampment. It is a subject of deep regret 
to myself and the other members of the Encampment, that it could not 
be sustained, but such is the fact, enough new members could not be 
induced to join to keep it alive ; no money would have done it, that 
could have been provided.** 

I have directed Deputy Brayton to settle the affairs of Wells Encamp* 
ment, and report to the Grand Scribe, which report will not, probably, 
be received in time to be acted upon at this session. 

Such, Patriarchs, are the reports from the Subordinate Encampments, 
and what remedy can we apply ? There have been various expedients 
suggested to remedy this state of things, such as merging the Encamp- 
ment in the Lodge; a reduction of the fees of initiation; doing away 
with the benefits : but none of them appear to meet the necessities of 
the patient, who appears to be in that state of collapse when some 
powerful application would appear to be necessary. Perhaps I had 
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better not attempt to prescribe for the patient, for she may have had. 
already, more prescriptions than have been property administered, and 
too much nursing may have enfeebled her constitution, so that any fur- 
ther appliances may destroy her at once. But, as long as there is life, 
there is hope, let us not despair. Permit me, therefore, to Suggest a 
few Homeopathic doses, which, as is suggested by some of the follow- 
ers of that system, will do no harm if they do no good. It will be 
recollected that, in a former communication, I suggested the propriety 
of a change in the Constitution of Subordinates, to umend Article II, 
section 1st, clause 1st, by reducing the initiation fee to six dollars, or, 
leaving it optional with the Subordinates, to adopt such a sum as they, 
in their judgments, might think best. To that, a motion was made by 
Past Grand Patriarch Ayres, that the Grand Scribe be directed to notify 
the Subordinates and request them to take action upon the above ques- 
tion, and forward the result to this Grand Body. The Grand Scribe 
has performed his part of that duty; but, 1 regret to say, that but seven 
of the Encampments have responded to the call. Six of them have made 
an affirmative answer, and one in the negative, and twelve others that 
have made returns have not reported any action upon the question. 

I really do not anticipate any very favorable result from this change. 
There appears to be something else besides this wanted to breathe new 
life and vigor into the present members. But as it appears to be called 
for by those who advocate the merging process, perhaps it would be 
well to adopt it, as one of those prescriptions which will do no harm, 
if no good. There is but one thing, in my opinion, that can save this 
branch of our Order, or at least the country Encampments, from certain 
destruction — that is, a personal, self-sacrificing devotion to its interests; 
a determination on the part of those who have the interest of the Order 
at heart, that it shall be sustained. When you can get seven Patriarchs 
of this opinion, the work is more than half accomplished. There must 
be no complaint on the part of past officers when called upon to take a 
lower seat, no declining to perform any duty when called upon by the 
Worthy chief. When members see past officers showing their want ef 
interest by non-attendance, or by declining to accept subordinate offices, 
they, very naturally, fall in with the same state of feeling and neglect. 

Is it not within the experience of every installed officer in the Grand 
Encampment, that, after the presiding officer shall have been installed 
and taken his seat, and proceeds to appoint his subordinates, let one or 
two of the first appointments be declined and how soon every Patriarch 
in the room has such a press of business that it is impossible for them 
to perform the duties of any office. Let the opposite course be taken, 
at the outset, and there does not appear to be the same difficulty in 
filling the offices. And then, again, the position of the presiding officer 
is very unpleasant; in the first instance, he will, very naturally, think 
that there is some dislike to him, personally, as the cause for all this 
declining; he will, in a measure, lose confidence in himself, and distrust 
his ability to give satisfaction to the Encampment. If no other un- 
gracious feeling arises, he keeps himself under better control than most 
of us. Let me repeat; if we wish to sustain this branch of our Order, 
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it must be done by a self-sacrificing devotion to its interests, by a will- 
ingness on the part of every member who loves the principles of the 
Patriarchal branch, (and who does not), to do every thing that can be 
done to sustain it. Do you suppose, that if this spirit had animated the 
thirty-one Patriarchs in Wells Encampment which were reported last 
January, that we should have had to appoint an administrator upon its 
effects ? No l If there had been found but seven such members as I 
have portrayed — less than the number required to save a certain city of 
old — it would have saved Deputy Brayton the mortification expressed 
in his communication. The question must come to this at last, are we 
ready, are the country Encampments ready to abandon this branch of 
the Order ? Who of us that have repeated, and are susposed to be 
conversant with its ritual, are ready and willing to abandon its princi- 
ples i who willing to surrender the principles of Aaron or of the Golden 
Rule ? As we value them, so ought to be our self-sacrifice to sustain 
them and inculcate them by practice as well by precept. There were 
those of old that set a high value upon them; an ancient legend says : 
“ that the Peri excluded from Paradise brought many gifts to Heaven 
to regain it; she brought the dying sigh of a patriot, the kiss of a faith- 
ful girl imprinted upon the lips of her bridegroom, distorted by the 
venom of the plague; she brought many other fair gifts, but the doors 
of Paradise opened before her only when she brought with her the first 
prayer of a man, converted to charity and brotherly love, for his op- 
pressed brother and humanity.* * 

Such is the mission of the Patriarch, to act in connexion with all that 
is good and true on earth, and hasten on that happy period when — 

Mankind shall be one brotherhood, 

One human soul, that fill the earth. 

Are you willing to abandon such a mission ? 

Patriarchs, m laying before you this my last communication, permit 
me to present to the Grand Encampment my hearty thanks for the 
honors they have conferred on me, and for the forbearance which they 
have uniformly manifested towards my short comings and inexperience 
in the duties that have devolved upon me; although my labors have 
not been arduous — owing to the efficiency of the Grand Scribe, to whom 
I am indebted, largely, for advice and counsel — yet, I think, a Grand 
Patriarch, to do his whole duty, would find his office no sinecure; he 
should visit each Encampment in the State at least once during his 
term, and, should such a course be adopted the ensuing year, his 
presence in the Subordinate Encampments, with his advice and counsel, 
would infuse new life and vigor into the body, and hasten in “ that 
time of awakening among the dry bones of the Order,** which Patriarch 
Hills, and others, are patiently waiting and working for.

Encampment No. 12, 1 am pleased to say, was never in a more 
prosperous condition, its meetings are well attended, and the great 
principles of Friendship, Love, and Truth, are carried out in the 
letter and in the spirit. 

District Deputy Robbins reports, Grey Lock Encampment, since 
its removal, has done very well indeed. We have initiated five, he 
says, with a fair prospect of further additions.

District Depifty Danks, from Encampment No. 25, says, But little 
interest is taken m this branch of our Order here, which is much to 
be regretted. Some of the Patriarchs are desirous of surrendering 
their Charter, in consequence of the little interest manifested, but 
we hope for the best. 

Having so few reports from the District Deputies, I am unable to 
say how far the Subordinate Encampments have availed themselves 
of the privilege of reducing the price of initiation and degrees to six 
dollars, and should judge from the returns that but few have. 

Nothing has transpired since your last meeting, with regard to this 
branch of the Order, to call for any lengthy remarks from me. From 
the returns just in, it appears that we occupy about the same ground 
we stood upon six months since, and this of itself, if we look back at 
the few years last past, would seem to promise better success for the 
future, which is much to be desired. 

Since your last communication P. G. P. William Ellison, a 
Representative of this R. W. Body to the Right Worthy Grand 
Loage of the United States, has been elected to the highest office in 
the gift of Odd Fellowship. This is a compliment well deserved by 
Bro. Ellison, and an honor — though long since due Massachusetts — 
that comes in a very propitious time, a time when sectional preju- 
dices have a fast hold on the minds of men ; and we are assured 
thereby, that the great principles of our Order predominates over all 
other feelings, the entire length and breadth of the jurisdiction. 

I beg leave to congratulate this R. W. Grand Encampment on the 
election of one of her favorite sons to this important office, and the 
Order generally, that the choice has fallen upon one so eminently 
qualified to discharge its high and important duties.

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Grand Rep. Ellison submitted the following Report 
of the doings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
at its last session at Baltimore, which was read, and on 
motion, accepted, and ordered to be printed. 

To R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

The undersigned, Representatives from the Grand Encampment 
of Massachusetts to the Grand Lodge of the United States, would 
respectfully ask leave to report : that they attended the annual com- 
munication held in Baltimore, in September, 1854. 

# The Session commenced on Monday, September 4th, and con- 
tinued through the week, adjourning from Saturday until the fol- 
lowing Monday, and closing its Session at 4 o’clock, P. M. on that 
(lay. There were present, Representatives from every State in the 
Union except Florida ; a vast amount of business was transacted 
and the Session was conducted with its usual decorum and harmony. 
The very able annual report of the Grand Sire presented the Order 
throughout its vast jurisdiction, as in a very healthy and increasing 
condition; increasing in its usefulness, increasing in its revenue, aug- 
menting the amount of its annual relief expenditures, and adding 
largely to its numerical strength. 

Among the decisions of the Grand Sire, which were confirmed by 
the Grand Lodge were the following : 

1st. That a Grand Representative is an officer of his State Grand 
Body, and in a procession organized within his State, < he will occupy 
such position as the laws of his State point out for o’fficers. 

•2d. That there was no law of the Grand Lodge of the U. States 
regulating the time which the holder of a withdrawal card that has 
been rejected, must remain before he can again offer it for deposit in 
the same State, but that the matter was left to the local laws of the 
several State Grand Bodies. 

3d. That all applicants for degrees must be balloted for by the 
Lodge, open in the particular degree applied for, and that the pro- 
ceedings had by Lodges, when open in particular degrees for the pur- 
pose of balloting or conferring degrees, were.wholly distinct from 
the ordinary Lodge proceedings, and were to be recorded in a sepa- 
rate minute or record book. 

4th. That expulsion for non-payment of dues, was governed by 
the local laws of the States. 

The report of the always efficient and faithful Grand Secretary waS 
next presented, and gave an elaborate and detailed condition of the 
order in the different State jurisdictions. On the second day of the 
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Session, in accordance with a provision of the Constitution, the 
biennial election of officers took place, and the distinguished and 
'responsible positions of Grand Sire and Deputy Grand Sire, will at 
the next communication be transferred from faithful, efficient and 
long, tried servants of our affiliation to those of lesser experience, 
andwhose greatest ambition should be to endeavor to discharge 
their high trusts in such a manner that their official acts may add 
as much to the welfare and prosperity of the Order as has marked 
the administration of their distinguished and immediate predecessors. 

A resolution was referred to the Legislative Committee, upon the 
subject of allowing members who have withdrawn from Subordinate 
Lodges to retain their Encampment membership — the Committee re- 
ported that it would be unwise so to do, and that it would have a 
tendency to produce opposition and turmoil between Subordinate 
Lodges and Encampments, tending to the injury of the Order. The 
Grand Lodge coincided with the views of the Committee and the 
report was adopted. The following resolution from the same Com- 
mittee was passed : 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretaiw be instructed to have printed 
upon all visiting cards, which may hereafter be issued from his of- 
fice, the blank form of certificate relative to benefits, as passed by 
this Grand Body at its last session. 

The Grand Lodge rejected a resolution to establish a department 
of vital statistics to be placed in charge of an actuary, an officer to 
be created by the Grand Lodge. A report from the Finance Com- 
mittee exhibited the following among the resources of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States. 

Cash on hand, $7,801 33. Maryland stocks, $8,274 46. The 
expenses of the last session were about $13,000. 

Among the important and somewhat significant proceedings of 
the session, was the introduction of a resolution, and the appoint- 
ment of a Committee of five, to prepare and report to the next 
Session of the Grand Lodge, a plan, merging the Subordinate Lodges 
and Encampments. The patriarchal department of Odd Fellowship 
in Massachusetts, has always moved harmoniously, and has received 
the general approbation and support of its members; and it has 
always been the belief of your representatives, that the abolishment 
of the Encampment branch as a separate organization, would ope- 
rate to the injury of the Order in Massachusetts, and produce no 
substantial good to the institution throughout its jurisdiction. If 
the plan can be accomplished, it will produce a radical change, de- 
manding almost an entire reconstruction of our organization, estab- 
lishing a great precedent for future changes, which will indicate a 
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want of that stability and permanency, which are and always must 
be among the essential elements of oar association. The subject, 
however, is in the hands of an able committee, who can only have the 
best interests of the Order at heart, and who may have the power to 
convince as, that progress always folio wb innovation, and that there 
can be produced great reasons for destroying a complete chartered 
working Representative department of our Order. 

Another important feature of the proceedings of the last Session 
of the Grand Lodge of the United States, was the adoption of a new 
Constitution, containing many important and liberal improvements 
upon the old instrument, which must commend themselves to the 
favorable consideration of the entire brotherhood. The new draft 
proposed an increase in the ratio of Representation, which objec- 
tionable feature was stricken out and tne old basis of Represen- 
tation has been retained. 

The above, it is believed, comprises all the legislation of the re- 
cent Session of the Grand Lodge of United States, that relates par- 
ticularly to the patriarchal department of the Order. Various 
enactments add laws were passed, having particular reference to 
the Grand and Subordinate Lodges, which the undersigned have 
not touched upon in this communication believing that it would 
be trespassing upon the duties of the distinguished Representatives 
from the Grand Lodge of our State, who will undoubtedly present 
to that body, tomorrow, an elaborate report of the proceedings of 
the parent institution, as far as its legislation affects that depart- 
ment of our organization. 

The undersigned cannot close this communication, without ad- 
verting to the sudden and melancholy decease of Grand Representa- 
tive Edmund P. Hunter, of Virginia, who died at his residence 
while tfce Grand Lodge was still in session : he appeared in his seat 
at the early part of the session, and was appointed by the Grand 
Sire on a special Committee, to whom was referred a resolution, 
upon the expediency of modifying the law in regard to the six 
months term ; he wrote a very able report upon the subject, which, 
when adopted a few days after, its distinguished author had “ passed 
beyond the reach of human events, and had ceased to feel the vicis- 
situdes of human affairs.” During his connection* with the Order, 
he had won for himself by his affability and gentlemanly deport- 
ment, the respect and esteem of his associates on the floor or the 
Grand Lodge, — but he has gone, and that seat of honorable duty 
that knew him so well will know him no more forever. Virginia 
mourns, and Massachusetts sympathises with her in her bereave- 
ment ; to his afflicted family the Order can only offer its condolence 
and its sinoere sorrow. 
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Officers and Representatives, the present is the last official com- 
munication your Senior Grand Representative will have the honor of 
offering to the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts in his Represen- 
tative- capacity. In looking back upon the many years you have 
honored* him with your confidence, he can only hope that the record 
of his official duties will be as satisfactory to his indulgent constit- 
uents as they have been pleasant and agreeable to him. The re- 
membrance of favors so lavishly bestowed, will ever be registered 
upon that tablet of memory, where “ every day he may turn the 
leaf to read the account .”

Second line, strike out the letter “ s.” 

Second line, strike out the words “ the first,” and substitute the 
word “ which.” 

Strike out after the words “ annual session,” in the fourth line, all 
that follows to the word “ and,” in the same line. 

Amend all other articles to correspond with the above. • 

The following amendments to the Constitution of 
this Grand Encampment were presented by Grand 
Representative Ellison. 

Amend Article V, Section 1, of the Constitution of the Grand 
Encampment, so as to read as follows : 

Sect. 1. There shall be one session of the Grand Encampment, 
annually, which session shall be held on the Wednesday preceeding 
the first Thursday in August, and be styled the Annual Session ; 
which session shall be held in the city of Boston. 

Amend aU other Articles to correspond with the above amendment. 
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The following Resolution was presented by the 
Grand Scribe, and passed unanimously : 

Resolved , That all Encampments under this jurisdiction shall for- 
ward their Returns to the Grand Scribe, on or before the 20th of. 
January and July, and any Encampment failing so to do shall bo 
fined Jive dollars ; all excuses for neglect to be rendered to the Board 
of Grand Officers, within sixty days after notice by the Grand Scribe, 
— and all laws and resolutions heretofore passed and which may now 
be in conflict with this Resolution, be, ana they are hereby repealed. 

On motion of Rep. Gunn, Grand Representatives 
Ellison and Brown, instructed this Grand Encampment 
in the Patriarchal department of the Order. 

The Committee on the Grand Patriarch’s communi- 
cation submitted a Report, which was accepted and 
placed on record. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

The Committee to whom was referred the communication of the R. 
W. Grand Patriarch, beg leave to Report : 

Your Committee do not find any subjects alluded to in the com- 
munication which require a special reference ; they, therefore, 
recommend that it be accepted, and placed on file. 

It should be regarded as worthy of congratulation, as evincing a 
great degree of harmony in the jurisdiction, the fact, that no intricate 
questions regarding the interests of Subordinates, have been submitted 
to the Grand Patriarch, to claim, through him, the attention of this 
Grand Body.

* Encampment must grant him a withdrawal card, bearing even date 
with the withdrawal card from his Lodge. Therefore, 

Resolved , In case a Patriarch withdraws from his Lodge and does 
not again become a member of a Subordinate Lodge within one month, 
he cannot again become a member of his Encampment except by 
deposit of card, or, in case the card is out of date, as an Ancient 
Patriarch, and upon the payment of the usual fee, in such cases 
made and provided.

GRAND PATRIARCH’S COMMUNICATION. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs : 

By divine permission, we are again assembled to legislate for the 
promotion of the good of the Patriarchal Branch of the Order ; and 
in conformity with my duty I present you, in this my annual com- 
munication, a report of its condition in this jurisdiction. 

Grey Lock Encampment, No. 21, having petitioned in legal form 
for permission to change its location, [see document annexed, marked 
A.] the Board of Grand Officers, agreeably to powers conferred 
upon them, have granted such permission. 

It affords me much pleasure to inform you that Encampment 
No. 1 continues in its usual harmonious and sound condition ; though 
I must here repeat the stereotyped complaint with regard to the 
District Deputies. It is much to be regretted, that those Brothers 
do not comply with the requirements of their commissions in forward- 
ing to the Grand Patriarch reports of the condition of the Encamp- 
ments in their Districts. The few that have performed this part of 
their duty, report as follows : 
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District Deputy Hand of Tri-Mount Encampment, No. 2, says, 
“ On my official visit I found fifty of their own members present, 
notwithstanding it was one of the hotest evenings of the season, and 
all seemed to be active and interested in the noble cause which called 
them together ; the Return from Tri-Mount Encampment speaks for 
itself of the success which has attended it during the past term.” 

District Deputy Eliphalet Hills, of Encampment No. 4, reports : — 
“ Our Encampment is not in a very flourishing condition at this 
time, our numbers are small, though what is left of us are good 
members of the old stock and right stamp.” 

Deputy Tucker, of District No. 5, says : “ Bunker Hill Encamp- 

ment is in much the same condition as at the last report. All that 
is wanted to make this Encampment second to none in the state, is a 
more prompt attendance at its meetings. Candidates were waiting 
to receive the degrees, and several new applications were made. — 
Taking all things together, I have not seen so much real life and zeal 
manifested in an Encampment for a long time. Long may this 
Encampment live, and may continued prosperity be theirs.” 

Deputy Edward S. Howe, of District No. 6, reports : — “ The En- 
campment branch of the Order in my district is in a very healthy 
and flourishing condition. There has been no lack of work for last 
year, as will be seen by the returns. Let there be as much vigor 
and active life in the several Encampments throughout the state as 
there has been at Mount Washington Encampment, and this branch 
of the Order will not lack for interest or strength.” 

Deputy Philip K. Hills, of District No. 7, says, — U I regret that 
it is not in my power to report this Encampment in that flourishing 
and prosperous condition which a few years since witnessed. I can 
say, however, that it 1 still lives,’ and that it is sustained by a faith- 
ful and harmonious band of brother patriarchs, who are determined 
that it shall not die. They are firm in the faith that in the revival 
of interest in the Order at large, which the future holds in its bosom, 
the patriarchal branch of it which has possession of the sublime de- 
grees will largely share. In this persuasion, their camp fires will be 
kept steadily burning.” 

Shalom Encampment, No. 12, 1 am happy to inform you continues 
sound and prosperous. The meetings are remarkably well attended, 
and there is a zeal and activity about the members which promise 
much for the future. 

Deputy James Kimball of District No. 13, writes : “ It is with 

great pleasure that I am able to report that a new interest has been 
awakened here, and that our returns show an increase of eleven 
members. I trust that the next will show a corresponding increase, 
if not a greater one. Having moved into a new Hall, at the com- 
mencement of the term, we have every accommodation for the con- 
venience of the Encampment, and being centrally situated the mem- 
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bers find it more convenient to attend, besides the zeal of the few, 
which has ever been watchful, for the prosperity of this branch of 
the Order, betokens a more prosperous state of things for the future. 
I am happy to add, that the financial condition of the Encampment 
is sound, and that the funds are properly invested. ” 

Our worthy P. G. Patriarch Brown, writes very despondingly as 
follows : “ The lethargy which appears to have settled upon this 

branch of the Order in this state, has effected Metacomet Encamp- 
ment also. I regret exceedingly that I cannot report an increased 
interest in this department. The officers continue to meet week 
after week, and go through the formality of opening and closing 
without much interest being felt by any one.” 

From these reports and other information, it appears that some of 
the Subordinates are in a very sound and harmonious condition, and 
that there are others possessing every requisite to make them equally 
so, except an interest among tne members, to induce them to attend 
the meetings, of which there is a great lack ; while others may be 
said to be in a feeble and languid state. I cannot congratulate you 
upon a large increase of membership, but from the fact that we do 
increase notwithstanding the many withdrawals, suspensions and 
deaths, show this branch of the Order, in my opinion, to be in a sound 
condition. It is not by a large and rapid increase of membership 
that we are to look for success, but by zeal on our part, together 
with regular additions of the working portion of the brotherhood, 
who are fully imbued with, and determined to practice the princi- 
ples of Odd Fellowship. 

In compliance with a vote at the last annual ression, I have se- 
cured the use of this Hall for this R. W. G. Encampment to hold its 
future meetings in, as will be seen by a communication herewith 
submitted. 

Being now about to descend from the high position to which I 
have been unexpectedly called by your suffrages, I beg leave to 
return you my most sincere and hearty thanks, for the honor you have 
thus conferred upon me, and for the forbearance you have manifested 
towards me, which, through my inexperience, I seemed to require at 
your hands, and to the other Grand Officers with whom I have 
associated, but particularly our worthy and efficient Grand Scribe , 
whose valuable services makes the duty of Grand Patriarch light 
indeed. As your Chief, then, I bid you farewell, and assure you 
that I return to the ranks with a determination to be always zealous 
in the great principles we profess. Let us all be found ever practis- 
ing these noble and lofty principles, Visit the Sick, Relieve the 
distressed (without asking his country or creed,) Bury the Dead, 
Educate the Orphan, Visit the Widow and Fatherless in their afflic- 
tion, dry their tears, and hush the sigh of sorrow, if possible. 
Act upon the Golden Rule, Sow broadcast the seeds of brotherly 
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love and affection, and be assured that they shall spring up and bear 
fruit in abundance. Thus shall we enjoy the consciousness of doing 
our duty, as Odd Fellows ; and as men, of acting well our part on 
the stage of life. The world will be better for our existence, will 
see our works, and know us by them. The good and the virtuous of 
all classes, who have hearts to aid in so good a cause, will flock to 
our standard, and a revival of the right stamp will be the conse- 
quence.

The following communication from Grey Lock Eu- 
campment was read, and referred to a Committee of 
three — Reps. Buckingham, Cook, and S. Leonard. 
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Grey Lock Encampment No. 21, 1. 0. 0. F. 
To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Mass. 

At a regular meeting of Grey Lock Encampment holden July 20, 
a committee was chosen to present the following to your R. W. 
Grand Body, at the next session of the Grand Encampment. 

That, whereas, there have been two petitions sent to the R. W. 
Grand Encampment, for the removal of Grey Lock Encampment 
from Lee to Pittsfield, its former location, we respectfully protest 
against the removal, for the following reasons : 

1. The first petition was got up in Pittsfield, ten miles distant, 
without the knowledge or consent of the Encampment, or any of the 
members at Lee, or south of Lee. And the said petition was signed 
by thirteen members not in good and regular standing in this En- 
campment, or entitled to vote in the same, on account of non-pay- 
ment of dues. 

2. Our returns show that the Encampment has been much more 
prosperous in Lee than at Pittsfield, where it was nearly dead at the 
time of removal, as the returns of the last two years before removal 
will show. 

3. The Encampment is more centrally located for the accommo- 
dation of the Lodges in the county ; there being four Lodges south 
of Lee, and only two north of Pittsfield. The Lodges south, are one 
at Stockbridge, five miles distant ; one at west Stockbridge, ten 
miles : one at Barrington, twelve miles ; one at Sheffield, eighteen 
miles ; those north of Pittsfield, one at South Adams, sixteen miles ; 
and one at North Adams, twenty-one miles north of Pittsfield. 

4. We believe the agitation of the question of removal has de- 
terred many good and worthy members of the several Lodges, in this 
vicinity, from joining the Encampment, who would yet join if the 
Encampment is not removed to Pittsfield. 

5. The last petition was forced upon us, by all the members 
coming down from Pittsfield, unexpectedly, without any notice of 
their intention to force upon us a vote to petition for the removal. 
And, in order to secure votes for the petition, we were told that the 
petition was to be presented at the Grand Encampment, and the 
members here, who voted for the motion, so understood it. 

Therefore, we, the Officers of Grey Lock Encampment, No. 21, in 
accordance with a unanimous vote of the same, would most respect 
fully ask leave of your R. Worthy Grand Body that this Encamp- 
ment may contiuue to perform the work at Lee, in Berkshire 
County.

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his Semi- 
annual Communication, which was read, accepted, and 
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on motion, referred to Reps. Wm. H. Bell, H. Prince 
and J. P. Paine. 

Grand Patriarch's Communication . 

To the R . W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts. 

Patriarchs of the R. W. Grand Encampment ; at the last annnal 
session of this body, it was not supposed, that you would meet 
again, until August next; but, by an oversight, the amendment to 
the Constitution was not presentee! to the Grand Lodge of the United 
States, in September last, and by the laws of the Order it is of no 
effect. 

So much work will necessarily come before this Grand Encamp- 
ment, for the next year or two, that it may well be considered oy 
you, whether a twelve months vacation is not too long, unless, you, 
by resolution or act, provide for the appointment of a Board of 
Grand Officers, who shall have full powers to act for you. 

The doubt, whether the Grand Patriarch himself had such power, 
led to the calling of the special session, in Sep timber last, at which 
you elected Past Grand High Priest Newell A. Thompson, to the 
Grand Lodge of the United States, by almost unanimous vote. 

The interest of our Order, in Massachusetts, in the Patriarchal 
branch, seem 8 to have been almost regularly diminishing since the 
annual session in 1849, when we had nearly eighteen hundred patri- 
archs, to the present time, when we number only one thousand and 
thirty-nine, allowing in this estimate the membership of Wanack- 
mamack Encampment for the last term, but which has made no 
return ; and lyanough Encampment, which returns but one member, 
and he of the Golden Rule degree, and of course not entitled 
to be counted. 

There are several subordinates, which will undoubtedly give up 
work before lon^. If they cannot sustain themselves, the sooner 
they close up their affairs, in an honorable manner, the better will 
it be for themselves and for us. District Deputy Leonard reports 
his fear that Agawam Encampment must give up its charter. 
Green River and Samaritan Encampments haye long since voted to 
surrender their charters, (that of Samaritan Encampment has been 
delivered,) and I have reason to believe, that lyanough has had but 
one meeting for over six months. 

Samoset Encampment has been dead for a long time ; but I can- 
not find, that any final action has ever been taken concerning it, and 
I imagine that the stench of its iniquity, will be the only guide to 
the place of its uneasy rest. It is my advice, that a formal vote to 
expel it should be passed. 
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There are other subordinates, whose light appears to be flickering, 
and which will undoubtedly expire before many terms have passed 
by. It is for you to take measures to support them, or to give them 
such attention, at least, as will prevent an unintentional violation of 
solemn obligation. 

Discouraging as the prospect appears to many of us, I do not 
believe, that this body will, of necessity, die ; but I am convinced, 
that its field of labor will be within a few years restricted to this 
neigh bo rho« >d ; where alone there are enough lodges to sustain it. 

One lodge is not enough to support an encampment, nor are two; 
and the establishment of a subordinate encampment, in a town with 
but one lodge, is apparently a load heavy enough to crush that one. 

It is not for us to criticise the doings of our predecessors, for doing 
what they thought to he for the benefit of the patriarchal branch ; 
but it is for us to learn from the experience, taught us by them, in 
good faith. 

There are several reasons for the decline of our numerical strength, 
besides the paucity of lodge members. 

1. The want in many instances of efficient scribes, whose duty is 
to collect the dues, as well as to keep the records. 

2. The too frequent changing of treasurers and other financial 
officers. 

3. The desire of political preferment, which has of late years so 
bewildered the intellects and hearts of many of our brethren, that 
they have forgotten their duty to each other, in their hankering for 
petty offices. 

4. The want of the principle of truth, which is shown by every 
brother of our Order, who has suffered himself to be suspended for 
non-payment of dues, in violation of his first obligation us an Odd 
Fellow. 

But whatever may be the reasons, the facts are none the less true; 
and it is for you. Worthy Patriarchs to take some action towards 
restoring the weak, or burying their remains. 

You will find, among the papers of the Grand Patriarch, a cor- 
respondence with M. W. Grand Master William H. Cook, of Vir- 
ginia, concerning the epidemic at Norfolk and Portsmouth, with 
other papers relating to that scourge, which may yet visit us and tiy j 
the Friendship, Love and Truth of Massachusetts Odd Fellows, as it 
has those of Virginia, South Carolina and Louisiana. Should that 
day come, I doubt not we shall be as faithful to our trust as they 
have been. 

You will also find a correspondence with deputies and patriarchs I 
upon subjects connected with the “ good of the Order,” numbered 
from one to twenty inclusive. Among these are the reports of the 
District Deputies, which have been received. 
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The business of the Grand Encampment is such, that a change of 
our hour of meeting, from nine in the morning to a later hour of the 
day will he desirable ; and as many of you come from a great dis- 
tance, I would suggest that the Constitution be altered, so as to 
bring our sessions upon the evenings preceeding the meetings of the 
Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Massachusetts.

GRAND PATRIARCH’S COMMUNICATION. 

Boston, Aug. 7th, 1856. 

To the R . W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

Patriarchs of the Grand Encampment. It becomes my duty, at 
this session, to report to you the condition of the Patriarchal Branch. 
I regret that it is not in my power to say that its condition is pros- 
perous. The number of patriarchs has so far diminished, that yoa 
are no longer entitled to two representatives in the Grand Lodge of 
the United States. 

Tou will find, among the papers accompanying this report, the 
communications received by me and copies of my official answers# 
The most interesting of these are such as relate to Grey Lock En- 
campment, No. 21. The evidences of want of principle and of 
eommon honesty are so strong, that I think you cannot but confirm 
the virtual sentence of expulsion which was issued from the office of 
the Grand Patriarch on the 27th of June last. 
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It i« my opinion, founded upon the correspondence and verbal 
statements, that the removal of this Encampment, from Lee to 
Pittsfield, was sought for to enable the patriarchs at Pittsfield te 
obtain possession of the books, in order that they might destroy all 
evidenoe of their violation of their obligations. I have reason te 
suppose that, after the funds were disposed of, these books were 
burned by those who had, within a short time, acknowledged their 
allegiance to you, and who had taken the most solemn obligations te 
obey the regulations of this Grand Encampment. The communicar 
tion of the District Deputy Grand Patriarch, in no degree, exoner- 
ates him from being privy to this act. 

A few davs after the receipt of the charter of Grey Lock Encamp* 
ment, a petition was received from seven past patriarchs, at Lee, 
requesting to have the charter restored to them. As it was not 
accompanied with the clearance cards of the patriarchs, the Grand 
Patriarch was unable to comply with the request. A travelling card 
belonging to one of the petitioners, was the only voucher for the 
good standing of any of them. I at once replied, to that brother, 
informing him what steps it would be necessary for him and his 
associates to take, to qualify them to receive the charter. This com- 
munication from me has never been answered. Should my successor 
in office receive a reply, it is questionable whether it would be eir 
pedient to grant the praver. It has long been my opinion, that a 
single Lodge is not enough to support an Encampment. 

Among the papers presented, is a petition from Mt. Washington 
Encampment, No. 6, asking the remission of certain fines. There 
ere, undoubtedly, representatives from that Encampment present, 
who will be fully able to explain to you the facts in the case. 

A communication from the E. W. Grand Lodge of Virginia, 
thanking the patriarchs of Massachusetts for their contributions to 
the afflicted brethren in Norfolk and Portsmouth, is also among the 
documents presented to you. 

Before resigning my office to those from whom I received it, it is 
proper that I should advise certain changes whieh the experience and 
observation of the post year have seemed to call for. 

The first is in relation to patriarchs suspended for non-payment of 
dues. I advise, that all suspensions for non-payment of dues, should 
be made definite, with the certainty of expulsion at the termination 
of that period, after trial for non-payment of debt. This would re- 
lieve the Encampments from the petitions of those who are not wor- 
thy men, and who, under the present law, have the right to return at 
any time. It would injure no suspended brother, but, on the con- 
trary, would enable him, if found worthy and in good health, to 
return at a less expense than he is now obliged to incur. 

I also advise, that some general provision do made for merging to- 
gether such Encampments as may at any time wish to unite. I do 
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not know that any of oar Subordinates desire this at this time, bat 
there are in this vicinity those whose union would be followed by 
the increased prosperity of the whole Patriarchal Branch. 

Many of the Grand Encampments do not admit Past High Priests 
to membership. In order to make this jurisdiction correspond with 
those, and to enable the Chief Patriarchs to become fully familiar 
with the work, I advise that the constitution of Subordinate Encamp- 
ments be so amended as to require service as High Priest as a quali- 
fication for election to the Chief Patriarch’s chair. 

For the convenience of the next Grand Patriarch, I advise, that 
the District Deputies be instructed to write their communications 
upon whole sheets of paper. 

Patriarchs, we are met together to do an important work. The 
diminution of our numbers does not diminish our duties, nor at all re- 
lease us from the pledges we have made to the brotherhood. On 
the contrary, we are more than ever called upon to be true to our- 
selves and our cause. Political dissensions should be healed, and 
partizan feelings should be forgotten in the tent of the patriarchs. 
If the brethren of our Order will but remember and obey the injunc- 
tions of their degrees, discord and contention will indeed be made to 
cease, and there, in “ the soldier’s grave,” will lie buried even the 
uause of dispute. Let the scorn and contempt of mankind be 
heaped upon him who unnecessarily introduces them here.

being taken upon the latter, it was decided in the affir- 
mative, by a vote of 18 in affirmative to 11 in the neg- 
ative. 

Rep. Ayers raised an objection to the decision of the 
Chair, on the ground that the report of the committee 
is virtually an amendment to the Constitution, and 
therefore requires a two-thirds vote of the Grand En- 
campment to adopt it. 

The Chair ruled that the Grand Encampment had 
adopted the recommendation. Rep. Ayers appealed 
from the decision of the Chair, which being debateable, 
Reps. Ayers, Bell, Frost, Bartlett, Hills, Thompson, 
Wells, Frost, Tozer and Mudge took part, and on the 
question being taken, the Chair was not sustained ; — 
12 in affirmative, 19 in the negative. The recommen? 
dation of the committee was declared lost, when on 
motion the Report was accepted.

The R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts 
convened this day, being the regular Annual Session, 
when the following were present :

Grand Encampment opened in due form. 
Prayer by the Grand High Priest. 
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On motion of Grand Rep. Buckingham, the reading of 
the Records of the last session was dispensed with, and 
they were approved. 

The Committee on Elections and Returns not being 
present, the chair appointed Reps. R. Hall, C. Rand and 
R. J. Garrett to serve as that Committee. 

The Grand Scribe submitted his report on Returns, 
which was accepted. 

To the R. W. Grand Encampment of Massachusetts . 

The Grand Scribe respectfully submits his Reports for 
the terms ending December 31, 1856, and June 30, 1857. 

The whole number of Encampments under this jurisdiction Dec. 
31, 1856, was seventeen, of which number, fourteen have made 
returns, twelve of which were correct. 

The Encampments from which returns have not been received 
are: Mount Holyoke, No. 15; Wanackmamack, No. 16, and Iya- 
nough, No. 29. 

Monomake, No. 4, and Mt. Washington, No. 6, error in whole 
number and standing of members. 

The whole number of Encampments under this jurisdiction June 
30, 1857, is fifteen, thirteen of which have made returns, all of 
which are correct. 

Annawan, No. 8, has made no return. Iyanough, No. 29, has 
failed to make returns for three terms, and is defunct. 

The following Encampments have resigned their charters since 
the last session, viz: Mt. Holyoke, No. 15, Northampton; and 
Lawrence, No. 31, Lawrence.

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On motion of Rep. Mudge, the Grand Scribe’s Finan- 
cial Report was taken from the table, accepted and or- 
dered on file. 

On motion of Rep. Mudge, the Grand High Priest 
was requested to instruct all new members in the ante- 
room. 

The M. W. Grand Patriarch submitted his Annual 
Communication, which was received and referred to a 
Committee of three. The chair appointed Reps. Byron, 
Buckingham and Leonard. 

GRAND PATRIARCH’S COMMUNICATION. 
Patriarchs of the R. W. Encampment of Massachusetts : 

We have again assembled in annual session, and in con- 
formity with my duty I proceed to give an account to you of 
the work of my office, the vouchers for which are herewith 
presented. 

Soon after the session of this body in August last, I re- 
ceived an invitation from the City Government of Boston for 
the Encampments to unite with them in the inaugural cer- 
emonies of the Franklin Statue, which the Board of Grand 
Officers thought best not to accept. 

P. G. Patriarch Joseph Byron having resigned the office 
of Representative to the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
the Board of Grand Officers unanimously elected P. G. Pat- 
riarch Buckingham in his place, who was present at the ses- 
sion of the Grand Lodge of the U. S. in September last, to 
fill the unexpired term. 

On the fifth of September a dispensation was issued to 
Massasoit Encampment, granting them permission to confer 
the three Degrees upon Bro. Amoi^r Holbrook, of Oregon 
Lodge, No. 3, of Oregon, to enable him to take his seat as 
Grand Representative from that jurisdiction. 

I have received reports from Dep. G. Patriarchs Rand, Gunn, 
Frost, Easton, Leonard, Hills, Garrett, Hodgea and Youlen. 
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The returns for the two past terms show that some of the 
subordinates have increased their list of members, hut we 
still number less than one thousand, and are entitled to one 
Representative only, in the Grand Lodge of the U. S. 

lyanough Encampment, No. 29, at Barnstable, has made 
no return for three terms. In February last, the Grand 
Scribe received a communication from the Scribe of that En- 
ncampment, stating that they had ceased to work, and that 
the Work Books and Charter were subject to his order. He 
immediately wrote to the District Deputy G. Patriarch of that 
District, to obtain and forward them to the office of the 
Grand Encampment, but they have not yet been received. 
The Grand Encampment will take such action as they deem 
necessary in the premises. 

Wanackmamack Encampment, at Nantucket, has again re- 
sumed work under circumstances which will probably enable 
it still to do good service in the cause. They ask to be ex- 
cused from the payment of two fines. I would recommend 
that their request be granted. 

District Deputy Frost says of Bunker-Hill Encampment, 
“ this Encampment maintains a prosperous and enviable po- 
sition. The Encampment still numbers among its members 
many of the oldest and most active and zealous of the breth- 
ren in our neighboring city ; and the large attendance and 
efficiency in the work, is to my mind, a sure evidence of their 
appreciation of the principles of the Order.” 

Mt. Hebron Encampment is entitled to the credit of having 
made the largest relative gain in the number of Patriarchs. 

Agawam and Metaoomet Encampments show a decided 
state of prosperity. 

► The two Encampments in this city continue to prosper 
and perform their part of the work. 

b Since our last meeting Mt. Holyoke Encampment, No. 15, 
at Northampton, has surrendered its charter. • 

Lawrence Encampment, No. 31, since making its return for 
the last term, has also surrendered its charter. 

I have not been called upon to make any decisions of im- 
portance, the Deputies having been fully able to perform that 
duty in their respective districts. 
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I regret to inform you that business engagements required 
P. C. P. Wm. H. Cook, who has served us so long and faith- 
fully as Grand Treasurer, to resign his office. His resigna- 
tion was received at so late a date, that I did not deem it 
important to appoint a successor. The books and properties 
of the office were placed in the hands of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

On leaving this high station to which you elected me, I 
thank you for the honor conferred, and for the support and 
assistance received from the officers and members of the 
Grand Encampment.

Grand Representative Buckingham presented the fol- 
lowing Report of the doings of the R. W. Grand Lodge 
of U. S. at its last session, which was, on motion, re- 
ceived and ordered to be placed on the Journal. 

To the Right Worthy Ghrand Encampment of Massachusetts : 

The Representative of your Right Worthy Body to the 
Grand Lodge of the United States, at the last session, in 
Baltimore, respectfully submits the following 

REPORT. 

The session began upon Monday, the 15th of September, 
and continued until the following Monday, at noon. It was 
long, and much business was transacted. At the same time 
it was the opinion of your Representative that the business 
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might have been completed in a less protracted session, and 
he is happy to believe that his Colleagues from the Right 
Worthy Grand Lodge of Massachusetts fully coincide with 
him. 

The Grand Lodge was deprived of ' the services- of Jts pre- 
siding officer, by sickness, the history of which is too well 
known to the brotherhood in Massachusetts, to need any 
further allusion, than the statement that it was contracted 
while in the performance of his duty as your Representative. 
The following resolution will indicate the feeling of the 
Grand Lodge upon this subject. 

Resolved , That this W. R. Grand Lodge has received with sorrow 
the intelligence of the severe and protracted illness of the M; W. 
Grat|4 Sire, William Ellison, which has prevented his attendance 
at the present session ; that we tender to him our heartfelt sym- 
pathy and our earnest hopes for his speedy recovery, which we 
trust will enable him to be present at the next session, when we 
hope to renew to him personally the expression of that high regard 
which he has won by his ability, his devotion to our Order, and 
his private worth. 

The chair was ably filled by Deputy Grand Sire Geo. W. 
Race, of Louisiana, who was unanimously elected to the 
principal seat for the next session. 

P. G. M. Senter, of New Hampshire w*s elected Deputy 
Grand Sire ; and the unanimous vote cast fbr James L. Ridge- 
ly and Joshua Vansant, on their re-election as Grand Secre- 
tary and Grand Treasurer, is sufficient proof of the estimate 
which is placed upon the valuable services of those faithful 
officers. 

The finances of the Grand Lodge of the United States are 
not in a healthful condition. The income from charter fees 
for Grand Bodies, is gradually ceasing. That fox charters 
for Subordinate bodies must diminish in very much the same 
proportion. The introduction of every new Grand Lodge or 
Grand Encampment, brings with it not only a very small 
representation tax, but a very large outlay to overbalance it. 
The Grand Lodge of Oregon, which has been instituted with- 
in the year, brings fifty dollars per annum into the treasury, 
and its representation expenses take away from the treasury 
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more than six hundred dollars. Your Representative speaks 
of this only as an illustration of what is at work, to under- 
mine the financial basis of our Order ; for it was his pleasure 
to welcome the representative of a new Grand Lodge. 

Various plans have been proposed to avert the difficulty 
which is now threatening us, and which some of our sister 
Grand Bodies are unwittingly increasing, by a proposition to 
increase the number of Representatives from the larger juris- 
dictions. In his opinion, a single Representative from each 
Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment would be amply suffi- 
cient to do all the work; and if, in addition, the sessions 
were held with less frequency, the Grand Lodge of the United 
States might remain forever free from indebtedness. 

The merging of the two branches of the Order was again 
brought up, and again received a repulse. The destroying 
the Encampment, in violation of the principle of justice, the 
Grand Lodge of the United States will never lend itself to. 

Although Grand Sire Ellison was unable to attend the ses- 
sion, he transmitted his annual communication, which con- 
tained many important decisions, the following of which were 
approved, and are now laws of the Order. 

First. — That a Brother or Patriarch residing in one State is not 
entitled to admission as a member, nor can his proposition for 
membership upon a final card be received in a Subordinate Lodge 
or Encampment of auother State, he remaining a resident and cit- 
izen in the State from which his card was issued, unless the pre- 
vious consent of the Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment or 
Grand Master or Grand Patriarch is first had and obtained. (See 
Constitution of Grand Lodge of the United States, Article XVI, 
Section III.) 

Second. — That a Brother holding a withdrawal card from one 
State is entitled to the annual travelling password in use at the 
time, and retains the right to visit in another State with the same 
password for a year. 

Third. — That the presentation of a withdrawal card would be 
the production of a “proper card,” as required by Article XVI, 
Section i of the Constitution of this Grand Body. 

Fourth. — That there is no general law of the Order limiting or 
regulating the number of times a candidate can be proposed after 
rejection ; the inquiry is a matter for local law. 
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Fifth. — That under the old Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Grand Ledge of the United States, the thirtieth by-law directing 
State Grand Bodies to enact laws to prohibit their subordinates 
from initiating persons at places /emote from their residence, while 
Lodges or Encampments are located in their immediate neigh- 
borhood ; but in the new Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States there is no provision in regard to the 
matter at all, and the whole subject is very properly left for local 
State legislation. 

Sixth. — That a Brother holding a withdrawal card which has 
run out of date may be recognised as an ancient Odd-Fellow, and 
be allowed to renew his membership by the deposite of said card 
in a Lodge at the place of his residence, subject to the payment of 
such fee as the local law may require. 

Seventh. — That a Brother suspended from membership in his 
Lodge, is thereby cut off from all benefits and privileges ; and in 
case of his death during such suspension the Lodge incurs no new 
liability on account of his decease. 

Eighth. — That it is not competent for a Lodge, after its first term, 
to elect scarlet members to the office of Noble Grand when Broth- 
ers who have served as Vice Grand were in nomination, except in 
cases where all qualified members refuse to accept the office of 
Noble Grand ; then the Lodge may elect a scarlet member, pro- 
vided, however, a dispensation for the purpose be first obtained 
from the proper authority in the jurisdiction to which the Lodge, 
belongs. 

Ninth. — -That a D. D. Grand Sire has no authority by virtue 
of his office to issue warrants for Lodges or Encampments, or^to 
reclaim or recall charters of Lodges or Encampments which per- 
sist in doing work irregularly. It is his duty to report any irregu- 
larity to the Grand Sire, who alone, under authority of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, cau reclaim or cause to be recalled 
all charters issued by this Grand Lodge. 

Tenth. — That the law regulating the Degree of Rebekah al- 
lows the wife of any scarlet member, in good standing, of a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge, to be entitled to receive the degree ; consequently 
a State Grand Body does not possess the power of authorizing its 
subordinates to require any pecuniary compensation for conferring 
said degree. 

Eleventh. — That a Brother holding an unexpired withdrawal 
oard, retains a right to prefer charges for unworthy conduct against 
a member of his Lodge, during the year for which said card ex- 
tends. 
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Twelfth. — That it is the right of a Lodge to examine a visit- 
ing Brother every night he may present himself for admission, 
and must be introduced by the examining committee. 

Thirteenth. — It has been inquired of me whether it is competent 
for a Grand Encampment or Grand Patriarch to grant a card to 
enable a Patriarch to join a Subordinate Encampment, if said Pa- 
triarch is at the time largely in arrears to a defunct Encampment. 
My reply was as follows : that a Grand Body has full power in the 
premises, not only in its resumption of the powers of a Subordi- 
nate which has become extinct, but in its original control over all 
the members of the Order in its jurisdiction. Even while a Sub- 
ordinate is in full operation, a Grand Body may direct it to restore 
a suspended or expelled member without its consent. This dis- 
cretionary power implies of course a wise and judicious investi- 
gation into the circumstances of every case presented. 

Fourteenth. — That a Grand Master, when visiting a Subordinate 
in his official capacity, is entitled to the honors of the Order ; but 
a Grand Master may visit in his individual capacity as a member 
of the Order, and upon such visits he should not expect to be re- 
ceived with the honors. It is only when he annonnces himself as 
Grand Master that the visit becomes official. 

Fifteenth. — That a Brother suspended for a definite period 
for non-payment of dues, when that time expires, is placed pre- 
cisely in the same position in which he was previous to his sus- 
pension, with the additional amount of dues accruing during his 
suspension ; and, if the Lodge wish to discipline him further, his 
case must be taken up again ; but a Brother suspended for a defi- 
nite period, as a punishment for some specific offence, upon the 
expiration of his term of suspension is ipso facto restored to mem- 
bership. 

Sixteenth. — That there is no law of the Order regulating the 
payment of a greater amount of weekly benefits to scarlet degree 
members than those of the royal blue. The matter is left entirely 
to local legisislation. 

The following resolutions and decisions of the Grand 
Lodge are of interest, and are now also laws of the Order. 

Resolved , That Subordinate Lodges and Encampments, in rein- 
stating members suspended for non-payment of dues, shall have 
power to remit, in whole or in part, the dues accruing during the 
suspension of such members. 

Resolved , That all supplies furnished by this Grand Lodge be in- 
creased 25 per cent, on the present prices, and that the Grand 
Secretary charge the same accordingly, excepting cards. 
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Resolved, That hereafter the price of cards furnished to Grand 
and Subordinate Lodges and Encampments, be twenty cents each. 

Resolved, That Grand Patriarchs and their deputies be empow- 
ered to confer the degrees of a Subordinate Encampment upon 
scarlet decree members of Subordinate Lodges, for the purpose 
of organizing new Encampments. Provided no Subordinate En- 
campment be located within thirty miles of such new Encamp- 
ment. 

Resolved, That the officers of Subordinate Lodges and Encamp- 
ments shall not be installed, nor furnished with the semi-annual 
password, unless the reports, returns, and moneys due from such 
Lodges and Encampments to their respective jurisdictions be actu- 
ally made and placed in the hands of the proper officer, or be actu- 
ally in transit to the proper destination. 

A Grand Representative’s privilege of introduction is confined 
exclusively to the jurisdiction or branch of the Order which he 
represents. 

The qualification of membership is original and continuing, and 
if interrupted by the briefest cessation of membership, disappears, 
andwith it the official position dependent upon it. Hence the 
taking of a withdrawal card by an officer, vacates his office. 

Resolved, That any Subordinate Lodge or Encampment violat- 
ing the provisions of the third section of the sixteenth article of 
the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, upon conviction thereof 
before the Grand Lodge or Grand Encamument of the jurisdic- 
tion within which the same is located, shall forfeitand pay to the 
Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment of the jurisdiction within 
which the person admitted to membership in violation of the pro- 
visions of said section shall reside, all initiation and degree charges 
received from such person up to the date of such conviction. 

Resolved, That all visiting and final cards shall hereafter be 
signed by the holders thereof in the presence of the officer by 
whom the annual password is communicated to such holders. 

Lodges are not allowed to exercise a discretion as to the rein- 
statement of members suspended, as they already possess all pow- 
er over them during suspension which is necessary lor the pro- 
tection of the Lodge. 

Resolved, That in the case of a vacancy in the office of Noble 
Grand or Vice Grand of a Subordinate Lodge, and all qualified 
members refusing to accept either of said offices, the Lodge may 
elect a scarlet degree member thereto, who shall be entitled to the 
honors as in case of constituting a new Lodge ; provided, how- 
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ever, that a dispensation for the purpose be first obtained from the 
proper authority in the jurisdiction to which the Lodge belongs. 

Resolved, That the laws of the Grand Lodge require the Noble 
Grand of a Lodge always when present at its meetings, to pre- 
side; and the Vice Grand to act as Noble Grand in the absence 
of that officer ; and that a Noble Grand or Vice Grand acting as 
Noble Grand, has not the right or power to waive his right and 
place a Past Grand in the Noble Grand’s chair during the presence 
in the Lodge room of either of the first two officers above named ; 
provided, that this decision is not to be considered as applicable to 
a temporary absense during a portion of a lodge meeting, of those 
officers, in which case the chair must be filled as provided in the 
charge book. 

In the last three decisions Lodges alone are spoken of. 
The Grand Encampment will of course remember that in 
parallel cases, Encampments follow the same rules as Lodges. 

The Grand Lodge decided that no action was necessary 
upon the amendments to the Constitution of this Grand En- 
campment. 

A resolution was passed requesting the donation of a bound 
copy of the proceedings of each Grand Lodge and Grand En- 
campment.
